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Lyle Vanclief:

From his office at 180 Wellington St., Lyle 
Vanclief not only has a clear view of Parlia- 
ment Hill’s West Block, but of his respon- 
sibilities as a freshman MP since sweeping to 
victory in last November's federal election. 

“T haven’t run into any surprises at all,” said 
the new Liberal associate critic of agriculture 
from his office chair flanked by a Canadian 
flag. ‘‘I knew that there would be an extreme 


amount to learn,” 


he said, adding, however, 


that his experience in agricultural organiza- 
tions prepared him for the job. 


“The name of the game is 
politics — (just) the subject 
matter is different,” he ad- 
mits. 

When asked how he finds 
his new job, he responds 
enthusiastically 

“T love it. I absolutely 
love it,” he said. “There 
hasn't been one instance 
when I have realized that I 
had to go to something or 
do something and say: ‘oh 
no, not that again” — 
although he admits that 
when some speakers stand 
up and “start beating a 
drum,” the phrase may pop 
out as he leans over to so- 
meone sitting next to him. 

But despite the enjoy- 
ment he brings to his new 
position, he misses the 
days when he could work 
on the family farm in 
Prince Edward County. 





“I love farming ... this 
time of year, when I see the 
guys goin’ and I smell the 
soil — once a farmer, 
always a farmer!” 

As associate critic of 
agriculture for the 
Liberals, however, his far- 
ming interests have taken 
a shift in emphasis as he 
keeps himself close to the 
roots of the agricultural 
organizations he was in- 
volved with in Prince Ed- 
ward County. 

And he hasn’t been shy 
about raising farm issues 
in the House. The man who 
promised Prince Edward- 
Hastings during his elec- 
tion campaign that he'd 

“warm the debate — not 
the bench” has done just 
that. 

His first chance was to 
give an emotional address

in the House as the last 
member to speak on free 
trade legislation before a 
final vote. He has since 
raised a couple of 
agricultural questions to 
members of the govern- 
ment, including 
agricultural minister Don 
Mazinkowski. And both 
questions have gotten 
straight-forward answers 
— something many would 
say is a rarity in the House 
of Commons. 

Although some may ask 
why he’s only spoken to 
these few issues, Vanclief 
points out that he wants to 
be known as a member who 
only asks pertinent ques- 
tions. 

“T am not one to stand 
up and talk for the sake of 
talking unless I think 
there's something wor- 
thwhile to say,’”’ he said, 
adding that he tries to keep 
his questions to the point 
and expects to get 
straightforward answers 
back. 

“To stand up and run at 
the mouth — I’m not 
prepared to do that,’’ he 
said. ‘I'd rather have that 
reputation than ‘oh, here’s 
Vanclief with another 
dumb question.” 

His reputation is already 
beginning to manifest 
itself within the Liberal 
caucus. The Liberal finance 
critic, for example, has call- 
ed him into private 
meetings to discuss a mat- 
ter when others members 
haven't been invited.

Bayshore to ‘light up’ for Waterfront Festival 


The Belleville Water- 
front Festival and 
Folklorama will become a 
“festival of lights’ if 
organizers have their way. 

Last week, the festival 
committee unveiled plans 
to “light up the bay’’ for 
the three-day festival. 

The intent is to have 
owners of all homes, con- 
dos, businesses and other 


buildings around the Bay 
of Quinte outline their 
buildings, trees and other 
structures with strings of 
miniature white lights dur- 
ing the festival weekend. 
“We want to get the 
whole community involved 
to light up the bay for the 
weekend of the festival,’’ 
said Wold Tausendfreund, 
chairman of the Light Up 


the Bay Committee, at a 
press conference last Fri- 
day. 

He said the idea was the 
brainchild of Gary Reid, 
this year’s festival chair- 
man who has been involved 
with the festival for “‘more 
years than anybody can 
count.” 

The committee also 
hopes to persuade both the 


provincial and local 
governments to help light 
up the Norris Whitney 
Bridge, which Mr. Reid 
calls “the focal point of our 
bay.” 

Mr. Tausendfreund also 
said he planned to ask 
Belleville city council at 
their Monday meeting to 
allow the city hall tower 
and other prominent city 


landmarks such as the 
water tower to be outlined 
with the lights for the 
festival. 

Private homeowners and 
business people on both 
the Belleville and 
Ameliasburgh side of the 
bay will also be asked to 
participate. 

After the press con- 
ference, Ian McFarlane of 


the Downtown Belleville 
Association said member 
businesses plan to par- 
ticipate. 

“This will really be a plus 
for the community and for 
the festival,’ Mr. Tausend- 
freund said enthusiastical- 
ly. 

A special “Lights On” 
ceremony is planned for 
10:30 p.m., Friday, July 14.

UNBALANCED BUDGETS 

The Tories were going to cut the deficit. They were go- 
ing to balance the budget. They were going to muck out 
the stables after a generation of Liberals had left a mess. 

A budget that in- 
creases taxes, cuts a few programs and still winds up with 
a larger deficit than last year. 

What's going on? 

Most of the weight of budget balancing — such as it is

When Global Television's Ottawa bureau chief 
Doug Small showed a small booklet on national 
television Wednesday night, the nation’s capital 
was turned on its ear. A situation without a Cana- 
dian parliamentary precedent came to life — the 
budget was leaked before being officially unveiled 
by Michael Wilson in the House of Commons. 

Since then, the finance minister has been asked to 
resign, questions about how many people profited 
from the leak have cropped up and a full investiga- 
tion into the leak has been launched by the RCMP. 
The leak became more newsworthy than the con- 
tents of the budget — which is where the real pro- 
blem lies. 

When Global television released the contents of 
the budget, it became the creator of the news — not 
the reporters of it. 

There was nothing to gain by releasing the budget 
to Canadians one day early. When Small leaked the 
contents, all he managed to do was disrupt the 
democratic process. Everything gained in the broad- 
cast was personal. 

The result is irresponsible television journalism. 

Keeping the leak a secret, however, would also 
have been a mistake. 

Global should have told the public that they had 
obtained a copy of the budget synopsis and focused 
their attention on how the leak occurred. The con- 
tents should have remained under wraps. 

Found in the same situation, however, many jour- 
nalists may have made the same mistake. Even 
when one writes the headlines every day, the temp- 
tation to be in them is still there. )

From the moment the Canadian budget was leak- 
ed by Doug Small, a Global Television bureau chief, 
cries came out from members of the opposition for 
Michael Wilson to step down from his position as 
finance minister. 

But should Wilson be reponsible for something 
completely out of his control? 

Since the finance minister is ultimately responsi- 
ble for the contents of the budget, Wilson should be 
asked to step down but only pending the results of 
an RCMP investigation into the matter. 

If the leak was caused because the security 
system over the budget was severely flawed, the 
resignation should become permanent because he’s 
ultimately responsible. But if the leak was caused 
by someone able to cheat a reasonable security 
system, Wilson's portfolio should be returned.

Salvaging 
your Iris 





While few things look more spectacular than a display 
of tall bearded Iris backing a full-sun garden, few things 
look sadder than a neglected bed of Iris with its mat of 
twisted rhyzomes stuffed with grass and weeds. For- 
tunately they can be salvaged. 





ARDENING 
AND GROWING

Right after flower, lever the clumps out of the ground, 
wash the roots clean with a hose and go to work with 
sharp scissors trimming the leaves to a length of 4 to 6 in- 
ches and in the process remove any shrivelled or dead 
leaves and dead flower stalks. Discard them. Then go to 
work on the roots cutting out the fleshy outer roots so 
that you are left with V-shaped pieces each bearing a 
clump of leaves. Throw out all the rest. 

Replant the salvaged roots in a fan with the leaved sec- 
tion pointing outward and make sure the top of the roots 
are left just at the surface of the soil. Fill, pat the soil firm 
and water in thoroughly. 

Rather than let your bearded Iris get in such a sad 
state, split them every three to four years and enjoy the 
benefit of 3 or 4new plants from every old rhyzome. 

Iris are heavy feeders. Begin in early Spring with a 
feeding of a high phosphorous and high potash fertilizer, 
such as Canagro’s organic-based flower food with a 6-8-12 
formulation and continue to feed every two weeks over 
the next six to eight week period. 

The one pest that you want to avoid at all costs is the 
Iris borer. The adult moth lays its eggs in the Fall on any 
debris in or around the plants on twigs, dead foliage or 
leaves. Hence the need for an early Spring clean-up. the 
tiny caterpillars hatch in the Spring, crawl to the top of 
the Iris leaves and bore downward, much in the manner of 
leaf miners. If you spot the bore holes, usually sometime 
in May, you can kill the larvae simply by running the 
leaves between your finger and thumb and squashing 
them. Far more efficient is a spraying of Cygon 2E, a 
systemic insecticide, as soon as the leaves reach a foot or 
so in height. And other than that all you have to do - is en- 
SEP in various classifications are readily available at 
any nursery. But if you are looking for some of the more 
exotic, brilliantly- coloured bearded varieties, get in touch 
with your local horticultural direct mail house that 
specializes in bulbs, corms, rhizomes and 
rhizomatomas roots. Most of them have a colour 
catalogue that they world be happly to send along.

That evening, when news 
of a budget leak hit the air- 
waves, John Turner spoke 
to a gallery full cf reporters 
during which time Vanclief 
turned and asked ‘does 
that sound like someone 
who’s about to resign?” 

Speaking about the 
budget only hours before 
its leak to the Global 
television network, 
Vanclief said that he plann- 
ed to keep his complaints 
about the budget 
reasonable. 

“IT need to be con- 
structively critical ... I do 
not believe that if the 
budget says that 
motherhood is a good idea 
that I should come out and 
say ‘noit isn’t’ because I’m 
in the opposition. 

“It is not the opposi- 
tion’s role to say over the 
next few days what we 
would of done had we been 
there. 

“It’s our job to take a 
look at what they do and 
analyse it and say by doing 
this to Canadian society ... 
it will do that.” 

With the budget debate 
limited to just six days, 
however, Vanclief can only 
hope for a chance to speak 
on the budget personally in 
the House of Commons. 

“T don’t see the fact that 
I am standing up in the 
House of Commons ... as 
key or as critical as what I 
can do at the committee 
level or at the caucus level 
or national caucus or sit- 
ting in the lobby with other 
members. You have to 
recognise that in the Cana- 
dian political system, darn 
few political decisions are 
made in the House of Com- 
mons,” he said, adding 
that speeches in the House 
are nothing more than 
“posturing.” _ 

“It’s getting your name 
in Hansard (the official 
parliamentary record of 
debates in the house),”’ he 
said. 

An example he gives is 
his input in the committee 
level on Bill C-7, an amend- 
ment to the political code 
regarding horse racing, 
something his riding has a 
stake in. 

“There were a couple of 
our caucus who got up and 
spoke to the principle of 
the bill but the real input is 
on the committee level 
where the amendments will 
be made.” By the time a 
third reading comes about, 
it’s ‘cut and dried,’ he 
adds. 

He’s quick to point out, 
however, that if he has 
strong feelings about an 
item that comes up, he'll 
fight to get his name on the 
list of Liberals speaking on 


it. 
But Vanclief doesn’t join

“There’s such a need for 
these little guys,” Fobert 
says, explaining that big 
sisters provide them with a 
female model normally pro. 
vided by the mother. 

Most of the little sisters. 
come from single parent 
families, most single 
mother rather than single 
father families. Most have 
more than one child, says 
Fobert, citing one single 
parent who has five 
youngsters. And in most 
cases, the single parent is 
trying to work, which 
leaves little time for the 
children. 

And that’s .where Big 
Sisters comes into the pic- 
ture. Big sisters provide 
time and attention to their 
little sisters. They are en- 
couraged to take their little 
sisters for walks, to play 
games with them, to go to 
the library together, to 
follow shared interests. 

Finding matches is a 
rigorous process. Potential 
big sisters have to fill out 
an application form and 
present references, which 
Fobert checks. She checks 
with the police, their doc- 
tors, their employers if 
they have jobs, After an 
orientation session, . she 
visits the potential; big, 
sisters’ in .-their.-' homes, 
When she., finally .-thinks,; 
she has a match, she offers, 
the big sisters two choices 
followed by a meeting 
between the big sister, the 


little sister and her family.

Relaxing in his worn car- 
digan, red suspenders and 
brown loafers, Fred Weeks 
looks like any other resi- 
dent of Prince Edward 
County might. The worn 
leather briefcase lying on 
the table is one of the few 
evidences that he’s a 
serious businessman. 

The interview is held in 
the Isaiah Tubbs Resort 
where many businessmen 
have met. The only dif- 
ference is he’s the one who 
owns it. 

He also owns a number 
of hotels, resorts, water- 
front property, a lake and a 
mountain. On a more per- 
sonal level, he keeps homes 
in Prince Edward County, 
Florida and on the 13 miles 
of oceanfront available in 
New Hampshire. Cars in 
his garage range from a 
collection of Mercedes to a 
Rolls Royce. 

The magnificent statue 
ofa baldeagle overlooks 


West Lake through his'liv-> 
ing Toom 


som ‘window in’ Prince 
Edward County. Only two 
others exist in the hands of 
Margaret Thatcher and 
Ronald Reagan — a symbol 
of where he lies politically, 
he suggests. 

“The Germans make 
cars, the French make fine 
wine,” said the man who 
enjoys many of the com- 
forts of life. And the com- 
forts he enjoys today relate 
to making other people 
comfortable. 

When he was a child, his 
family used to come to the 
shores of West Lake in 
Prince Edward County to 
vacation in the summer. 

“Rochester. (where. the 
family lived) ‘was’ only a 
place where we put in our 
time,” he said. “All the ma- 
jor holidays were spent 
here.” 

Ironically, one of his 
favourite memories is sit-

ting on a stone wall around 
the historic Merrill proper- 
ty in Picton with his 
father, making dandelion 
necklaces. He used to think 
to himself “what a neat 
house,” little knowing that 
one day he would own it 
and operate it as the Mer- 
rill Inn. 

The decision to make a 
career change after 20 
years in telecommunica- 
tions set him on the path 
that would bring him back 


' to to Picton and to the 


Merrill house. \ 

As owner of a telecom- 
‘munications business, he 
came to the realization 
“you can’t really change 
what you do a whole lot ... I 
just wasn’t enjoying it 
anymore,” he said. 

Deciding that high 
technology stocks were 
“about as expensive as 
they were going to get,’’ he 
concluded it was time for 
something different, so he 
plunged into the world of 
real estate. Initially, 
however, he had difficulty 
deciding what he wanted to 
dowithit. | 

Considering shopping 
centres and subdivisions 
“not really fulfilling,’’ 
Weeks thought of 
Someplaces Different (a 
concept for a series of inns) 
in a burst of ideas. 

“T filled two yellow legal 
pads without stopping 
with ideas, the majority of 
which haven’t changed to 
this day in a way we 
operate the inns,’ he said. 

The first Inn of Distinc- 
tion he opened was the 
Merrill Inn in 1985. 

More inns followed — the 
Sise Inn in Portsmouth, 
New Hampshire, the 
Glenerin Inn in 
Mississauga, the 
Hochelaga Inn in 
Kingston, the Idlewyld Inn 
in London and the Captain 
Daniel Stone Inn in 
Brunswick, Maine. He also 
branched out into resorts

under the name of The 
Spot To Be — the Isaiah 
Tubbs Resort at West 
Lake and a proposal for a 
project on Lake Tarleton in 
New Hampshire. The uni- 
que feature of these inns is 
that each is a_ historic 
structure that has been 
restored to its previous 
grandeur. And many of 
them are well off the 
beaten track. 

A unique feature of his 
inns and resorts is that 
they’re centred on the 
businessman as a client. 

Drawing on his own ex- 
perience in business, he 
built proper conference 
facilities with break-out 
rooms in all the inns and 
the resorts. 

“People can come here to 
have a serious meeting,” he 
said from one of the small 
meeting rooms at the Isaah 
Tubbs resort. 

From his previous ex- 
perience in the business 
world, he knew that big 
cities would draw conven- 
tions that weren’t meant to 
accomplish a great deal. 
“More often than not it’s a 
lot of party time,” he said. 

But he also found that 
many hotels didn’t offer 
facilities needed for 


meetings where a lot of 
work had to be accomplish- 
ed. Meeting rooms were 
converted banquet halls 
and break-out rooms con- 
sisted of motel rooms with 
the beds still in place. 

Hookups for VCRs, per- 
sonal computers, fax 
machines and any other 
business convenience is 
available in all the inns and 
Isaiah Tubbs, as well as a 
few personal touches to 
make things a little more 
comfortable. 

He made sure, for exam- 
ple, that all the rooms at 
Isaiah Tubbs have win- 
dows that actually open in- 
stead of being sealed off to 
maintain a temperature 
controlled environment. 

“Why air condition in 
the spring and fall ... why 
not listen to the birds?” he 
said. 

Fireplaces in meeting 
rooms provided at Isaiah 
Tubbs help set the at- 
mosphere for many of the 
meetings as well. “The 
fellows when they come to 
meetings here they 

aren’t in their ties or three 
piece suits,” he explained. 

Even the rooms 
themselves are given that 
extra touch to truly make

it someplace different. 
Many rooms at the Isaiah 
Tubbs have wood for the 
fireplace and a VCR for the 
many training films cor- 
porations bring to their 
meetings. Skylights help 
light the rooms with 
natural sunlight instead of 
the glare from a fluores- 
cent tube. 

Kitchen facilities are 
available 24 hours a day 
with fresh croissants, 
cheese, fruit, juice and cof- 
fee. Each guest is also ask- 
ed to fill out a comment 
sheet, every one of which is 
checked for suggestions. 

Observing these fine 
details, the Isaiah Tubbs 
resort has come a long way 
from the area he first saw 
when purchasing the pro- 
perty. 

“There were 150 trailer 
sites here,”’ he said, during 
a tour of the grounds. “I 
am just anti-trailer park.” 

The potential he sees for 
other types of development 
is apparent as he’s 

negotiating for another 
trailer park on the shores 
of West Lake. He is also 
heading a campaign 
against a Christian-theme 
trailer park on the lake

that is proposing an expan- 
sion onto environmentally 
protected land. He is afraid 


of the impact of the 
development on the water 
quality of West Lake. 

“If that happens, you'll 
see a for sale sign on this 
property,” Weeks said. 

He makes the same pro- 
mise if an effort isn’t made 
to clean up the problem 
that exists. He’s already 
halted a multi-million 


dollar expansion of the 
resort because of it. 

“Why should I put any 
more money into it?” he 
asks. 

Despite his immediate 
concerns about West Lake 
water quality, he is still 
fond of Prince Edward 
County. 

“It’s the best kept secret 
in all of Ontario,” he said. 
“The beach at Outlet Park 
is world class ... It (the 
county) has 600 miles of 
shoreline ... all it lacks is a 
mountain and we can work 
on that.”’ 

If the water quality of 
the lake is improved, his 
faith in the county will be 
proved through expansions 
in the form of additional 
lodge units, as well as an 
18-hole golf course and 
other plans for property he 
recently purchased across 
the road. 

Even with this expan- 
sion, very little will be 
taken away from the sur- 
roundings. For example, 
only two trees were remov- 
ed for construction of The 
Restaurant on the Knoll 
Overlooking the Sand- 
banks at West Lake. And 
he was still able to main-

tain the best possible view 
for all of its patrons. 

Similarly, other 
buildings are designed to 
be as aesthetic as possible 
while maintaining as many 
of the trees as he can. 

If things work out, he 
even hopes to become a 
Canadian citizen, changing 
his principle residence from 
New Hampshire to the

harlie Yukl was born to music. His father 
played the French horn with the Baltimore 
and Washington Symphony Orchestras 
while his mother was a music arranger for 
dance concerts and musical reviews. It was 
only natural that Charlie had a flair for 
music 
At the age of four, Charlie was taking piano lessons 
from his mother. Soon, he was attending 
Baltimore's Peabody Conservatory of Music. 
Charlie's mother gave birth to a second son, Franz. 
Nothing seemed the same after that. To Charlie, it 
appeared that his parents loved the new addition to 
the family while they merely tolerated him. 

When Charlie was seven, his parents separated. 
His father, with Charlie in tow, moved to Los 
Angeles, where he obtained employment as 
principal trumpet with the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic. Charlie was enrolled in Rio Vista 
Elementary School 

Things didn’t go well for young Charlie. His 
father was now deeply involved in his own musical 
career. He had little time for his son except to 
discipline him by beating him severely

In 1950, Charlie entered high school. His grades 
had slipped so badly that he was now failing 
subjects. Still a loner with a stutter and an ae 
uncaring father, he decided to join the Navy. : i 
father signed the necessary documents without as 

h as a comment. 
Charlie and the Navy simply didn’t see eye to 
eye. From the time he joined up in 1952 until 
his court martial for being AWOL two years later, 
Charlie was continually in hot water. Now 20 years 
old, he returned to high school and managed to 
graduate in June, 1955. Typically, his father gave 
him a $5 bill and wished him all the luck in the 
world. He was on his own. 

Charlie moved to New York where he enrolled 
in a photography course. It was while at the 
New York Institute of Photography that he met — 
a young girl named Enkin. The couple was married 
on April 6, 1961. A few of the bride’s een : 
attended the ceremony. None of Charlie's amily 
showed up. : 

Initially, Charlie and Enkin seemed to be making 
a modest success of their marriage. Charlie played 
piano at several New York night spots while Enkin 
worked at an insurance office. Photography was 
their common interest. 

Charlie advertised among friends that he would 
take flattering publicity shots of aspiring ac- 
tresses for less thatn the going rate. That's when 
the trouble started. 

Charlie always scheduled his photographic ses- 
sions for times when his wife would not be home. 
He would arrange to be taking a shower when his 
client arrived. The door would be unlocked. Cunn- 
ing Charlie would leave a note pinned to the door. 
It read: ‘‘Walk in. Back in five minutes.” 

As soon as the unwary actress was in his apart- 
ment, Charlie would dash out of the shower and 
into the living room in some state of undress, 
apologizing profusely that he thought the appoint- 
ment was for an hour later. The truth is, Charlie 
had become an exhibitionist. 

To keep a steady supply of young women com- 
ing to his apartment, Charlie advertised that he 
was giving piano and voice lessons. Soon, he had

Dripping, naked 
Charlie looked surprised to see Suzanne. He 
stuttered an apology and returned to the bathroom. 
He reappeared fully dressed, once again apologizing 
profusely that he thought the lesson was an hour 
later. Suzanne felt uneasy. Her teacher had never 
behaved like this before. 

That’s about all we can relate of Suzanne's 
thoughts, for the young woman with the burning 
ambition only fad moments to live. Charlie 
strangled her with his necktie. Then he calmly 
took a beer from the fridge and drank it. 

Charlie undressed the body. Time was of the 
essence. His wife would soon be returning to the 
apartment. He dragged the lifeless Suzanne out the 
apartment door, down a flight of stairs and into a 
vacant apartment. Now feeling more secure, he 
ravished the body. 

Charlie returned to his apartment, gathered up 
Suzanne’s clothing and took his dog Bessie for a 
walk. He threw Suzanne’s clothes into a garbage 
container. 

When Enkin came home, Charlie had a surprise 
for her. He took his unsuspecting wife down to the 
vacant apartment and showed her the body of 
Suzanne Reynolds. He told her he had noticed the 
door ajar when he went to walk the dog. He entered 
and discovered the body. 

Enkin called police. When they found blood on 
Charlie’s shoes, he became a prime suspect. By 
the following morning, New York detectives had 
enough evidence to charge Charlie Yukl with —

Charlie returned to his wife and home to await 
trial. Because there was some doubt that the state 
could prove premeditation, Charlie was allowed to 
plead guilty to manslaughter. He was sentenced to 
not less than seven and half and not more than 15 
years imprisonment. 

At Sing Sing, Charlie proved to be an exemplary 
prisoner. In 1971, he was transferred to Walkill 
Correctional Facility, a far easier place to serve 
time than Sing Sing. Charlie took advantage of the 
institution's facilities. He revamped their 
photographic department. The soft-spoken 
photographer, who was a whiz on the piano, was a 
favorite with everyone with whom he came in 
contact. On June 19, 1973, Charlie was paroled from 
prison after serving five years and four months in 
prison. 

Enkin, the dutiful wife, was waiting for her 
husband upon his release. Charlie got a job as ' 
a photographer. He borrowed money for tuition 
and enrolled at Hunter College, where he took 
sociology and psychology. When Charlie received 
his midterm marks, he was upset at achieving 
only Bs. He thought he would do better. in his 
spare time, he taught voice and piano, but let it 
be known that he planned on producing plays for 
the government. Surely, this was a man intent on 
remaking his life. 

Karen Schlegel liked Charlie Yukl from the time 
she first met him in the early summer of 1974. She 
visited him at his apartment a few times, where 







































































































































































for his government project and that Karen was the 
type of girl he required. It was just a matter of 
waiting until he received a pending government 
grant. 

One day, Karen walked the five floors up to 
Charlie’s apartment. She had only a few minutes 
to live. Charlie strangled her with his necktie, 
just as he done to Suzanne Reynolds so long ago. 
He undressed the body. The telephone rang. It 
was Enkin, advising him that she would be home 
in 15 minutes.

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removed the body from under the bed and dragged 
it up one flight of stairs. After pulling the lifeless 
im out onto the roof of the apartment, he went to 
work. 

At noon, Charlie came home for lunch. The body 
had been discovered. Police were swarming over 
his apartment building. He told them, “It must 
have been some nut, a real weirdo.”’ Later that 
same day, when detectives found correspondence 
from Charlie to Karen, they homed in on their most 
logical suspect. It didn’t take long to uncover the 
fact that Charlie had killed before in the same way. 
He confessed for the second time to the act of 
murder. 

Charlie pleaded guilty and was sentenced to 15 
years imprisonment. Once again, he appeared to be 
a model prisoner. He enrolled in a correspondence 
course in abnormal psychology at Empire State 

College. Unbelievably, there were those who thought 
that Charlie might once again be a good parole 
risk, but on Saturday morning, Aug. 21, 1982, 
Charlie Yukl lost his will to survive. 

On that day he meticulously knotted pieces of 
his mattress into a rope and hanged himself.

Terry Langstaff, who operates a local guide and charter 
service, is steadily gaining recognition as one of the top 
walleye anglers in the province due to his success in ma- 
or pro tournaments. 

When asked on some tips for opening day, Terry said, 
‘small and slow”. When jigging in the early season this 
year Terry will be tieing 1/8 to 1/16 jigs on 4 pound test 
line. 

For trolling, Terry suggests No. 5 Shad Raps or No. 3 

ibrex in charteruse or orange shades. He also will be 
taking a look at Wallleye Hoggers and Jiggler Jigs. 

Bill Storms, another local walleye enthusiast, spends 
countless hours on the Bay of Quinte and has been suc- 
cessful in local derbies. 

For tackle, Bill suggests red or chartreuse Blue Fox 
spinners and slow trolled Erie Dearies when tipped with 
worms. Bill also relates that Big Island and Minnie 
Blakely shoal have been his successful hunting grounds 
for early season walleye in past years. 

Wonder Lure spoons, if they are still made, have been 
dynamite for pike over the years for Bill.

Rainbow trout anglers who found the crowds of last 
weekend’s season opening too hectic will find more 
solitude during the week. Many of the people who fre- 
quent the streams on the opening weekend are party 
seekers from the big city who vanish after their opening 
day fiascos.

Festiva chases small car market

Mini cars like the Chevy 
Sprint, Nissan Micra and 
Subaru Justy are taking a 
bigger share of the 
automotive market every 
year, according to 
statistics. 

Last year alone 38,000 
were sold in North 
America. 

This growth has spurred 
Ford to introduce the 
Festiva to Canadian 
buyers. The Festiva has 
been on the market for two 
years in the United States 
and*'hagproved a good 
seller — last ‘year in thé 
U.S. the Festiva out-sold 
the Chevy Sprint. Ford 
hopes it will be just as big a 
success in Canada. 

The Festiva is built in 
Korea by the Kia Motors | 
Corp., of which Ford owns | 
10 per cent. The mechanics , 
are of Mazda design — 
again a company in which | 
Ford has an interest. 

This basic front-wheel- 
drive comes in two models | 
— the base model L and the 
LX deluxe. 

The difference is that the 
LX has a_ five-speed 
manual transmission, rear 
wiper/washer and some 
upgraded trim inside and 
outside, which adds just 
$400 to the base price of 
$7,940. In fact, the Festiva 
is the least expensive mini- 
car on the market. 

The only option offered 
is an automatic 
transmission, to which a 
fuel-injected engine is add- 
ed. This is because 
automatic transmissions 
do tend to rob a little 
power from the engine to 
operate. 

In a plot to dress up 
these little cars, Ford is of- 
fering Festiva buyers their 
‘choice of striping, from 4 
selection of five. The car I 
tested had the wave-type 
striping, which really 
highlights the car’s shape. 

The boxy shape of the 
Festiva makes for one of 
the roomiest interiors in 
the mini-car market, but 
most of ‘the controls are 


within easy reach’ of the 
driver — or passenger, for 
that matter. 

Seating in the L model is 
comfortable but lacks a lit- 
tle lower back support. 

Good planning and 
design has netted good in- 
terior room in the rear 
seats. 

Since loading anything 
into a smaller car is always 
a planned event, I was very 
surprised to find this 
wasn’t the case with the 
Festiva. Folding down the 
back seat or folding up the 
botton cushion and’ then 
folding the seat down 
results in cavernous cargo 
space. 

Ever since small cars 
came on the market they 
have been plagued with 
motors that aren’t suitable 
for the Canadian market. 

Ford took a look at the 
problem and felt that the 
best motor would be a little 
larger; thus the Festiva 
uses a 1.3-litre overhead- 
cam four-cylinder. This car- 
bureted engine puts out 58 
horsepower, which I found 
during my testing to be 
more than enough for 
everyday driving. 

Testing took place in the 
Niagara-Oakville area. 
Here the Festiva was sub- 
jected to one test I can 
rarely arrange - crosswinds 
and long hill-climbing. I 
was able to take the 
Festiva over the Burl- 


ington Skyway during high 


I zipped up the bridge in 
fourth gear, experiencing

no loss of power. The high 
winds did tend to move the 
Festiva a little, but no 
more than a regular-sized 
car. 
Since my test car was the 
L version, it came standard 
with a manual four-speed 
transmission. This unit 
performed well, but tended 
to be a bit noisy when 
cruising on the highway. 
But if you're not on the 
highway very often the 
four-speed is more than 
enough, and is quiet 
around town. 

By reports from other 
drivers, the automatic 
works just as well as the 
manual, even on the steep 
climb up the Burlington 
Skyway. 

One interesting note 
while on the subject of the 
Festiva’s drivetrain, is 
that the car will be using 
12-inch tires. I was told by 
a Ford representative that 
in tests the 12-inch wheels 
worked as well as the 13- 
inch tires that are more 
common in small cars to- 
day. 

I was surprised to find 
out that the Festiva will 
not come with air condi- 
tioning as an option, even 


as a dealer-installed option. 
That should be taken into 
consideration if the hot 
weather really gets to you. 
The Festiva is a fine at- 
tempt by Ford to take a 
slice of the mini-car 
market. It may not be the 
best looking of the group, 
but when it comes to in- 
terior space and comfort it 
walks away from the rest. 
As for quality, the 
domestic manufacturers 
are in my books putting 
everything they can into 
building quality products. 
They are just as good as 
any Japanese manufac- 
turer, and in many cases, 
much cheaper.

At 15, a local girl found herself getting drunk 
every night of the week, trading drinks for sex- 
ual favours. 

At 16, another girl lost three days of her life 
on a drinking binge, waking up to find herself 
in a room in another town with 15 naked 
strangers. 

Extreme examples of teenage drinking? 
Perhaps. But both are actual incidents 
reported by a local addictions counsellor who 
says problem drinking can begin at a very 
young age.

John Fryters of Fryters 
Addiction Consultation 
Training Services 
(FACTS), a private addic- 
tions counselling firm in 
Belleville, estimates that 
seven per cent of all 
teenagers are problem 
drinkers. He bases the 
estimate on statistics for 
adults, but says the situa- 
tion is no better or worse 
among teens. 


A 12-year study of 


teenage drinking by the 
Addiction Research Foun- 
dation of Ontario confirms 
his estimate. The study, 
conducted since 1977, 
looks at drinking patterns 
from Grade 7 to Grade 13. 
Asked by researchers if 
they wish they drank less, 
7.3 per cent of males in the 
study said ‘yes’, an indica- 
tion of problem drinking. 
The study indicated that 
students in higher grades

are more likely to report 
heavy drinking. A total of 
11 per cent report that 
they have had five or more 
drinks four or more times 
in the past month. 

“I know kids that lose 
every weekend,” Fryters 
said. When these teens are 
asked about their weekend 
plans, they reply ‘‘we're go- 
ing to party’’ or “let's go 


get drunk,’’ he said. 
“Those are the ones with 
problems.” 


Interviews with several 
dozen area high school 
students revealed a similar 
picture to that painted by 
Fryters. 

“Some of my friends play 
their weekends—8tlevillo 
drinking,’ says Tammy, a 
Grade 10 student. ‘When 
it comes to Friday night, 
they’re always drunk and 
then again on Saturday.” 

Others agree. “It’s all 
anyone seems to do 
anymore,’’ says Laura, a 
Grade 11 student.

With the announcement of his resignation last 
week, Turner has ended months of speculation on 
the part of the media and public and months of what 
must have been a personal agony.

“Ninety five per cent of 
kids are good kids,”’ he 
adds. “They know what is 
right or wrong and can 
make up their own minds.” 

He warns, though, that 
there are dangers for 
teenage drinkers. 

One danger is that some 
people are predisposed to 
become an alcoholic — 
“And you don’t know who 
they are,” he says. ‘‘Drink- 
ing could be risky”’ at any 


age. 

One of the factors can be 
alcoholic parents. Fryters 
said some alcoholism may 
be genetic. If your parents 
are alcoholics, there’s a 
50/50 chance you will 
become one too, he says. 


tant developmental stage 
of life. Teenagers are 


up,” Fryters says. 

Alcohol goes through the 
bloodstream to all the 
organs and heavy drinking 
can “retard development 
at all levels,” he says. 

“T’ve seen people at age 
25 or 27 who are heavy 


drinkers and their func- 
tional level is age 16 or 17,” 
he says of his counselling 
experience. 

Fryters no longer drinks 
himself because alcohol is a 
poison. “Why would any 
clever human being know- 
ingly take in poison?’’ he 
asks. 

However, he is quick to 
add he is “no prude.”’ He 
believes people, teens in- 
cluded, should have the 
freedom to chose. And, 
speaking as the father of 
teenagers, he knows “if 
you say no, no, no, no, 
what are kids going to say? 
Yes, yes, yes, yes.” 

He is more concerned 
that youngsters learn 
responsibility. “If you're 
not responsible by Grade 
13, there’s a problem,” he 
says. 

Teens at area high 
schools agreed. 

“T think it’s all right if 
you are able to know when 
to stop. It’s the kids that 
don’t know when to stop 
that shouldn’t be drink- 
ing,” says a Grade 10 stu- 
dent. 


Another Grade 12 stu- 
dent agrees: “Older kids 
should be able to make a 
mature decision.’’ 

As Scott, a Grade 13 stu- 
dent, says: “I’m 18, con- 
sidered an adult, old 
enough to vote, why 
shouldn’t I be able to 
jrink?”

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Vines and ivies 
need attention 


Vines and ivies have to be visualized in order to be 
appreciated. In your mind’s eye, picture a brilliant, 
purple-flowering clematis twined around an entrance 
door, or a climbing rose with fiery-red blossoms washing 
over a trellis and you will get a vivid image of the esthetic 
role of vines and ivies. But they have a practical side too.

Such as a cooling roof of Virginia creeper over a latticed 
patio or a dark-green sea of Boston ivy over a barren wall. 
In addition, vines and ivies can be used to soften a corner 
of the home, to grace a post mr decorate an evergreen. 

Before you commit yourself there are two things you 
should recognize about vines and ivies. First, plan to 
make them a permanent part of your landscape because 
once they are established, their massive root systems 
make transplanting next to impossible. Secondly, during 
their first year they require special attention, especially 
in terms of watering, and from that point on, yearly prun- 
ing to promote either maximum bloom or to keep them 
under control. 

Your choice depends on how you wish to use them. If 
ornamentation is your main purpose there are two I 
would recommend: Clematis, or a climbing rose. If the 
prime point is shade, screening or masking a wall, you 
should consider Virginia Creeper or Boston Ivy. 

While vines and ivies have individual cultural needs, 
they have one common denominator, a requirement for 
thorough site preparation. This need is based on the hor- 
ticultral axiom that the volume of top growth is in direct 
proportion to the volume of root growth. In other words, 
nature maintains a balance between the two and since the 
root system is developed first, don’t expect too much in 
terms of top growth for a year or two, at least not until a 
large root system has developed. 

Once you've chosen the site, two weeks before planting, 
dig a hole two feet deep by two feet across keeping the top 
soil, (the dark stuff), and the sub-soil, (the light stuff), 
separate. Discard the sub-soil and mix the top soil with 
enough peat, soiless mix or compost to make up for the 
lost volume of sub-soil. Return the mixture to the hole,

tamping lightly, and when the hole is half full, soak with a 
formulation such as 10-52-10. Top up and soak again. 

There is nothing tender about the four vines and ivies I 
am recommending but before you make your final choice, 
check the hardiness in your zone with your local provin- 
cial agricultural office or your favourite nursery. 

Canada’s most popular flowering vine is undoubtedly 
the Clematis and for good reason. Not only do they flower 
profusely but there is an almost unlimited choice of 
flower form, shape and colour: pitcher-shaped, bell- 
shaped or flat blossoms in reds, yellows, blues, purples or 
whites in single colours or two-tones. 

The theory in selecting a site for clematis has always 
been, ‘* head in the sun, feet in the shade”. Not so. In the 
wild, the clematis are at their best in the shade of a host 
plant such as a conical evergreen, large shrub or small 
tree. If you decide to grow on a wall, support is necessary 
in the form of a trellis or chicken wire. Within a few years 
both will be completely hidden by the vine. And give the 
Clematis a helping hand by attaching a tendrils loosely to 
their support with rwist’ems. If planted in the sun, screen 
the roots with a small shrub such as Potentilla or mulch 
with bark.

23) ways loved people,” said George 
ore his corner office on the fourth floor 

of Belleville’s newly renovated city hall. And 
it’s this same love of people and a close rela- 
tionship with his family that’s brought him to 


this office. 


His childhood was spent in a Front Street 
apartment where he lived with his mother, 
brothers Peter and Tom and sister Helen. His 
father died when he was a young child, but the 
memory of how he died is still too painful to 


discuss. 


“We've always been a close family,” said 


Zegouras. 

Despite financial pro- 
blems, they always pulled 
together and stuck 
together. 

“We didn’t have 
anything,”’ he said, looking 
back on his childhood. “We 
had to hold down jobs to 
support the family.”” 

Both he and his brother 
Peter soon got their start 
in the produce business, 
working in local grocery 
stores to help support the 
family. His brother work- 
ed at a Loblaws store on 
Pinnacle Street for 13 
years and he worked at a 
Dominion store, ultimately 
rising to produce manager 
in Peterborough on a 
career path that lasted for 
10 years 

Both he and his brother, 
however, had something 
special in common. 

“There was something in 
us,” he said. “I wanted to 
be independent in life.” 

The 1966 decision to 
return to Belleville to run a 
fruit market and a later 
decision to help run a cof- 
fee shop and groceteria 
with his brother also 
started him on his career in 
municipal politics. 

From the time he return- 
ed to the city, he had 
already begun work with 
service clubs because of his 
“love of people.” Work 
with the Rotary Club, 
United Way and Ys Men’s 
Club made his name known 
in the community, but it’s 
his relationship with a 
handful of people that 
sparked his interest in 
politics. 

“I didn’t have a clue 
what council was about,” 
he said. 

But loyal customers in 
his coffee shop such as 
council dean Arthur 

Keegan and Harry Rollins 
gave him his first introduc- 
tion to political life of 
Belleville, 

“All they ever talked 


about was politics and 
community affairs,”’ 
Zegouras said. 

Several people, including 
a close friend from his 
United Way work, former 
Mayor Ben Corke, convinc- 
ed him in 1973 that he 
should run for office. So, 
seven years after returning 
to Belleville, he ran for 
alderman — and lost. 

“I didn’t know about 
how to campaign,” he said. 

despite this handicap, 
he still managed to finish 
in 11th place, missing out 
on the final council seat by 
just 142 votes. 

“That's a number you 
don’t forget,”’ he added. 

But the loss taught him 
a personal lesson: “I feel I 
became a better person 
because of it (the loss) ... 
more humble.” 

One year later, his time 
came. In October 1974, 
Alderman Arnold Orr was 
forced to retire due to 
sickness, leaving an empty 
seat in the chamber. 

“I had 5,400 votes; a 
good mandate,” Zegouras 
said, and he was appointed 
to council for the rest of 
the term. 
ghee enjoyed the role of 

lerman,” said Zegouras. 
“T’'ve developed an ap- 
preciation for a lot of 
things ... all segments of 
the community. I can see 
their points of view.” 

In his second term, 
Zegouras decided that he 
would either move up if the 
Opportunity presented 
itself or move out. 

In 1978, Mayor Ben Cor- 
ke said he wasn’t going to 
run again and Zegouras 
leaped at the opportunity. 
When the 1980 election 
campaign began, however, 
Corke had ¢'! his 
mind and Zegouras found 
himself running against 
the same man who had 
helped convince him to get 
involved j municipal

ed,’ said Zegouras, 
describing how he found 
his new job. ‘““You have to 
deal with people from all 
walks of life ... you have to 
gain respect.”’ ies 

In his years as the city’s 
longest serving mayor, 
Zegouras has seen the city 
expand at a phenomenal 
rate with completion of an 
ambitious downtown 
reconstruction program, 
industrial, residential and 
commercial expansion and 
revitalization of the city’s 
waterfront area. Even 
road reconstructions were 
considered ambitious. 

The decision in 1985 to 
renovate Belleville’s city 
hall is one of his favourite 
accomplishments as 
mayor. “The citizens were 
searching for a focal point 
in city hall,” he said. 

“I'm the proudest man in 
the city along with 
members of council who 
took the initiative and the 
flack,” said Zegouras. 
“People forgot the 
criticism about washrooms 
in the mayor's office and 
other insignificant com- 
ments when they saw it.”’ 

He is pleased by the 
results of the renovation: 
“The environment (in the 
old city hall) was terrible ... 
productivity has increased 
tremendously.” 

Before the ribbon was 
cut, however, a series of ar- 
ticles written by Globe 
and Mail reporter Andrew 
McIntosh cast doubt on 
number of land dealing 
Zegouras completed as 
mayor with his brother 
Peter. Indeed the two 
brothers had come a long 
way since their first 
groceteria, acquiring a 
number of properties 
throughout the city with a 
large wholesale food outlet 
as well. 

“Obviously I was hurt,” 
said . “But if I 
felt for one moment I was 
wrong, I'd be the first to 
admit it .. I threw the 
challenge to anybody to br- 
ing forward proof... I acted 
responsibly.”” 

But the charges hurt. 

“It left a scar,” he ad- 
mits, looking back on the 
last election, which was 
closer than many people 
anticipated. 


“Life goes on,”’ he added 
philosophically. ‘I decided 
I was running to prove I 
could carry on the banner.” 

And he did, winning 
another election that made 
him the longest serving 
mayor in the city’s history. 

With his family of four 
children and his wife, 
Zegouras still clings to 
close family values, which 
he witnesses his children 
carrying on as well. His life 
now is much more comfor- 
table, and he spends the lit- 
tle free time he finds 


= 


himself walking, swimm- 
ing, golfing and continuing 
his involvement with the 
Greek Orthodox church. 

He even enjoys painting 
— but not with a canvass. 
He enjoys painting the 
walls of the apartments he 
owns. ‘‘I find it 
(decorating) relaxing,” he 
shrugs. 

Looking back on his life, 
he admits that he grew up 
a lot faster than he wanted. 
But “I never knew this was 
Possible,” he said about 
where he’s ended up.

“My door is open day 
and night ... people just 
walk in,” he said. ‘‘We get 
lots of things done that 
way. It eleminates a ton of 
paper ... and it speeds 
things up,” he added. 

“The only time it’s clos- 
ed is when I’m giving 
somebody shit,” he said in 
his characteristicly 
straight-forward manner. 


And through this 
method of cutting as much 
red tape as possible, 
Robertson made a reality 
of many things that were 
tied up in reports for years. 


A new police station that 
was the subject of reports 
for 25 years, anarena that 
the city pondered for 15 
years and a public works 
building that was discuss- 
ed for 10 are all realities to- 


day. 

“All they (council) did 
was talk about them,” he 
said. ‘‘Sometimes I have to 
keep beating them ... Peo- 
ple resist change,” he 
noted. 


The present council, 
however, are all ‘basically 
the same frame of mind,” 
he said. 


He feels his greatest ac- 
complishment as mayor 
was to be a peacekeeper 
with neighbouring 
municipalities. And when 
he first began, this was 
needed. 


“The surrounding 
townships were at war 





with Trenton,” he explain- 
ed. ‘They were at virtual 
war over the stupidest of 
issues.” 


But by calling them 
together for “an at home 
get together” and keeping 
the lines of communication 
open, the municipalities 
have been able to work out 
most of their differences 
ever since. 


Despite these changes in 
Trenton, he’s found that 
municipal politics hasn’t 
changed that much in a 
century. 


The major accomplish- 
ment of his grandfather, 
who served on council in 
the 1800s, was to get a 
board sidewalk placed on 
Main Street so citizens 
didn’t have to walk in the 
mud. 


A hundred years later, 
Robertson is still trying to 
get sidewalks in place so 
the citizens of Trenton 
don’t have to walk in the 
mud. 


But progress is being 
made. 


The city of Trenton “‘is 
progressing in a nice order- 
ly fashion,” he said. ‘We 
can handle it (the present 
pace of commercial and 
residential development.)’” 


Despite the progress see- 
ing a new bridge connec- 
ting the city over the Trent 
River and a plan for a new 
city hall in the next few 
years, Robertson still holds 





onto the value of “pay as 
you go.” 


The city is “virtually out 
of debt,” he explained. 
“We haven't borrowed any 
money in 15 years.” 


By issuing debentures 
for projects, you're ‘‘saddl- 
i future generations” 
with debt, he said. 


And the plan must be 
working since Trenton has 
been number one in road ef- 
ficiency for three years in a 
row to compared to any 
other city in its class in the 
province. 


Looking back, Robertson 
says he wouldn’t have done 
anything differently. 


Despite the work he’s 
put into the city, he sug- 
gests that he won't seek 
another term if a worthy 
candidate comes forward 
in the next municipal elec- 
tion. This person, however, 
will have to follow his 
policies of quarterly 
development and an honest 
government — or he'll run 
again, Robertson said. 


“It’s time for somebody 
else to come along,” he 
said. “I've pretty well shot 
all my ideas.” 


This probably won’t be 
the last the city hears from 
Robertson, however, since 
he expresses an interest in 
running for the public 
utilities commission. To 
him, it’s a type of in- 
surance protecting his in- 
terest in the city of Tren- 
ton. 


Since 1970, Piroth ran 
successful campaigns as 
councillor and reeve, but 
three and a half years ago, 
he decided the time had 
come for Picton to have 
what he calls “good leader- 
ship.” 

His first attempt for the 
mayoral position, however, 
wasn’t as successful as his 
previous campaigns. 

“If you can’t stand to 
lose, you shouldn’t be in 
the race,’’ he said, though. 

In a wide-open election 
campaign after incumbent 
Don King stepped down, 
Charles Hepburn squeezed 
past Piroth by 37 votes. 
But right after his first 
loss, he was already plann- 
ing his campaign strategy 
and putting a team 
together for the next elec- 
tion. 

“This time, we were 
ready. No stones were left 
unturned,”’ he said. 

The work paid off with 
an 18 vote win over the 
man who had defeated him 
only three years earlier. 

“The key element was 
leadership,” he said of his 


campaign. 

A distinguished career in 
the Canadian Air Force, 
gave him the experience 
needed for the job. His 
career, inning in 1937, 
brought him in the position 
of training pilots at CFB 
Trenton during the Second 
World War, to base com- 
mander of three stations 
from Egypt to Summerside 
P.E.I. and to assistant 
chief of staff intelligence 
with the 4th Allied Tactical 
Air Force. 

“That’s where you learn 
to deal with nations,” he 
said, looking back on his 
last position. 

“Our responsibility was 

to provide the first line of 
defense (in Europe),”” he 
said. 
He even began his 
political training in the ear- 
ly 50s as the mayor of Mid- 
dleton Park, the town 
made up of PMQs and base 
personnel at CFB Trenton. 

In 1969, Piroth returned 
to Canada as a wing com- 
mander to retire in Prince 
Edward County, the area 
he had grown to know dur-

And 
many times when someone 
goes to him for an answer, 
he has to turn to the staff 
to find it himself. 

He’s also proud of the 
way different committees 
are handling their pro- 
blems by using teamwork. 

“A team is only as good 
as its weakest link,” he 
said. And with a strong 
team, the “‘slow ones catch 
up with the fast ones.” 

Last April, however, it 
looked like Piroth wouldn't 
have a chance to be a part 
of any of these teams. 

While in Prince Edward 
County Memorial 
Hospital, he sufferred a 
massive heart attack. 

“T was dead,”’ he said. 

After a hospital stay and 
surgery, however, he was 
told by his doctor that he 
had the heart of a 50-year- 
old. ‘‘He just told me to 
remember that my body's 
older than that,” Piroth 
said. 

Since then, he’s careful 
to slow down when he 
begins to feel tired — “but 
that doesn’t happen very 
often,”’ he said. 


He began to notice that 
while people “‘in the final 
stages of their life’ were 
moving to Picton, the 
children of the area were 
leaving at an even greater 
rate. When he first ran for 
mayor, the population was 
still dropping and there 
still wasn’t the industry 
needed to keep a younger 
generation from leaving 
the county. 

When he won the last 
election, he found that he 
was the mayor of a town 
only slightly over 4,000 
people.

Walleye season opens 


If the forecast was correct at the time of this writing 
(Fri.May 5th), the opening weekend for walleye was again 
hampered by inclement weather. We hope the fish were 
more co-operative than the weatherman. 

A new technique for those trolling for walleye is the 
floating jig head with a bottom walking sinker attached 
about 10 inches in front of the jig, it allows one to put the 
bait where the fish are without a lot of hook ups and bot- 
tom snags. Some are being sold locally with a stinger 
hook that can be attached when the fish are biting soft or 
short. They are worth a try! 

Knowing that walleye are nocturnal in nature and do 
most of their feeding after dark should be of assistance to 
the novice walleye angler. Rapalas, Rebels, A.C. Shiners 
are a few of the stick baits that work well for twilight 
anglers in this area. Experiment with different colours as 
walleye do become colour selective in varying conditions. 

The wheels are now in motion for a major ice fishing 
derby this winter. Cash prizes of over a $1,000 will be up 
for grabs every two weeks with all profits going to con- 
servation related projects.

Stream trout anglers will still find some good rainbow 
trout action in waters west of here.

ally, relatives smell a rat and assist police. 

Stanley and Josephine Albanowski of 
Trenton, New Jersey, simply couldn't 
believe that their beautiful daughter, Patri 


cia, had been a hit-and-run victim in New 
Orleans. They hired a lawyer, who contacted New 
Orleans police. The lawyer's inquiry was routinely 
turned over to Det. John Dillman, who responded by 
getting in touch with Patricia's mother 
Mrs. Albanowski informed the policeman that 
Patricia had moved from New Jersey to Dallas in 
November, 1972. About two weeks before Christmas, 
her daughter met Dr. Claudius Giesick, who swept 
Patricia off her feet. Patricia had never received 
such attention from a man in her life 
Handsome, debonair Giesick, who had a PhD in 
psychology, showered gifts and attention on naive 
Patricia. As a token of his affection, he gave her a 
pair of St. Bernard puppies. On Jan. 2, 1973, they 


were married. Dr. Geisick reportedly gave his wife 
a new Monte Carlo automobile for a wedding pre- 
sent. The happy couple took off for Miami, where 
they were to board a cruise ship for a trip through- 
out the Caribbean. Patricia was on Cloud Nine. 
disaster struck. At first, the Albanowskis 
thought it was a minor setback. Their daughter 
phoned them from her motel room in New Orleans 
She was alone in her room when she informed them 
that her car was in a repair shop. She had just 
walked some distance to pick up a pizza

their daughter was dead, the victim of a hit-and-run

driver. Dr. Giesick was understandably beside him- 
self with grief. = 

The doctor explained to investigating officers that 
he and his wife had gone for a midnight stroll. They 
were walking back to their car when Patricia and 
he raced across the street. They didn’t see the vehi- 
cle approaching. Early next morning, Patricia died 
in hospital without regaining consciousness. 

A few days later, the Albanowskis met their son- 
in-law for the first time at their daughter's funeral 
in New Jersey. The doctor was accompanied by a 
man who was introduced to them as his spiritual 
adviser, Rev. Sam Corey. 

A couple of things bothered Josephine Albanowski. 
A few hours before the tragedy, Patricia had told 
her that her car was in a garage for repairs, yet 
the doctor said they were returning to their car 
when the hit-and-run took place. Why the discrep- 
ancy in stories? Mrs. Albanowski informed police 
that the doctor’s first wife had also been a hit-and- 
run victim. On the phone, Patricia had mentioned 
that her life had been insured by her husband. 
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et. Dillman did some poking 
around. He found out that Dr. Gie- 
sick had picked up the Monte Carlo 
from the repair shop eight hours 
before the death of his wife. Dill- 
man looked up the officer who had 
taken the hit and run report. The 
officer had been sympathetic to the doctor, which 
was only natural. The poor man had just lost his 
wife on his honeymoon. 

When the officer had asked where Dr. Giesick’s 
own vehicle was, the doctor had pointed to an Olds 
Cutlass parked in the motel parking lot. The officer 
took the doctor’s word and didn’t bother to check. 
There didn’t seem to be any point. Now Dillman 
wondered if the doctor had an ulterior motive in 
pointing to a motel patron’s car. 

It was also revealed that Dr. Giesick had paid his 
bill at the Ramada Inn with a credit card issued to 
Dr. Charles Gulliam. The motel’s management 
assured the detective that this is often done. They 
merely checked to insure that the credit card was 
good. 

More inquiries uncovered the fact that Dr. Giesick 
had taken out a $50,000 life insurance policy with 
Farmers Insurance Group of Houston, Texas. The 
policy had a double indemnity clause, doubling its 
value in case of Patricia’s accidental death. It had 
been purchased five days after the wedding. 

Dr. Giesick had attempted to collect on this policy 
the day after Patricia’s fatal accident, but had been 
delayed until the insurance company completed 
their investigation.

Det. Dillman was now sure that Patricia Giesick 
had not met with an accident. He found out that 
Giesick lived in Dallas, but could not reach him on 
the telephone. Without benefit of interviewing his 
chief suspect, Dillman delved into the history of the 
dead girl and her husband. He learned that Patricia 
had worked for a couple of days in a body massage 

rlor. Naive Patricia didn’t know the place was 
really one of several such parlors, which were 
fronts for a prostitution ring run by Rev. Sam 
Corey. It was Reverend Sam who officiated at 
Patricia’s wedding and later accompanied her hus- 
band to her funeral in New Jersey. 

You couldn’t miss Reverend Sam. He weighed 
more than 350 pounds and stood no more than five 
feet nine inches. Among those who knew the 
Reverend Sam’s real vocation, he was called the 
Massage Parlor King. 

While the net of circumstantial evidence was 
slowly encircling Dr. Claudius Giesick, he was 
picked up for passing a bad cheque in Dallas. By 
the time Dillman arrived in Dallas to question his 
man, Giesick had been released on bail posted by 
Rev. Sam Corey. 

Det. Dillman interviewed Rev. Corey, who admit- 
ted knowing Dr. Giesick for some time. He had had 
dinner with the Giesicks a few days before they left 
on their honeymoon. He claimed he had learned of 
the tragedy from Patricia’s mother, who had 

honed him while Patricia was unconscious in 
ospital. Dr. Giesick had called him a few hours 
later, advising him that his wife had died. He 
invited the doctor to stay at his house in Dallas. 
Giesick accepted his invitation and together they 
had flown to Trenton, N.J. for the funeral. 

Dillman had no trouble checking pores story. 
The Albanowskis swore they had not called Corey 
and stated that the first time they had seen him 
was at their daughter’s funeral. 

Dillman proceeded to learn the address of Dr. 
Charles Guilliam, whose credit card had been used 
by Giesick to pay his bill upon checking out of the 
Ramada Inn after his wife’s death. Mrs. Guilliam 
informed the detective that her husband was not at 
home. She appeared nervous. When asked about 
Giesick, she told the investigator that he was a 
business associate of her husband's. 

While interrogating Mrs. Guilliam, Dillman 
noticed the two Guilliam children playing with a

When 
Patricia found out what was 
expected of her in the massage 
parlor, she threatened to quit. The 
doctor swept her off her feet. On 
the night of her death, he conned her into taking a 
walk. Unknown to her, the Rev. Sam Corey was 
waiting for the pair to appear. He roared down the 
road with his car lights extinguished. Dr. Giesick 
tripped Patricia, sending her sprawling into the 
path of the car. 

It took the jury only 20 minutes to find Rev. Sam 
Corey guilty of first-degree murder. He is now serv- 
ing a life sentence in Louisiana State Penitentiary 

Claudius James Giesick was sentenced to 21 years 
imprisonment. On May 17, 1986, after serving 11 
years in prison, he was released from custody

In another recent ad- 
vance, Bell Canada has 
started a relay service for 
hearing impaired with a 
TDD (Telephone Device for 
the Deaf). The device 
allows the deaf to type 
messages over the 
telephone and to receive 
typed messages. An 
operator in Ottawa serves 
as the middle person, 
allowing a deaf person with 
a TDD to communicate 
with someone who isn’t 
deaf and doesn’t have a 
device. 

One of the reasons that 
access barriers are falling 
for the disabled is increas- 
ed awareness of their 
needs. National Access 
Awareness Week, held last 
year for the first time, has 
helped. 

In Belleville, for exam- 
ple, organizers asked local 
aldermen and the mayor to. 
spend part of a day in 
wheelchairs to i 
firsthand what the disabl- 
ed experience every day. 
Shortly after that, city 
council approved a $13,000 
budget for sidewalk im- 
provements to help replace 
high curbs that are bar- 
riers to wheelchairs. 

This year, the week will 
be held June 4 to 10. A 
highlight of the week will 
be displays at the Quinte 
Mall June 8-10. Specialized 
equipment for the disabled, 
including motorized 
wheelchairs, TDDs and 
others. Information will be 
available about travel for 
the disabled through VIA 
and Air Canada. The CNIB 
plans to demonstrate 
working dogs for the blind.

The final report of a har- 
bour planning study of Pic- 
ton Harbour has met with 
almost immediate approval 
by Picton town council.

Having a 
pet is like smoking cigarettes or going down the to beer 
store when you're on welfare — something everyone says 
you shouldn’t do.

Bolting the door 


In a classic case of bolting the door after the horse 
has bolted, the Canadian government has closed 
most border crossings to oil tanker trucks to allow 
closer inspection for loads that may be tainted by 
toxic chemicals. f 

But for the government, it is a case of too little too 
late. The move to step up inspections comes more 
than two years after government officials ignored 
the first warnings that toxic chemicals might have 
been mixed into gasoline and other petroleum fuels 
and shipped into Canada 

We say ‘might’ because no one even knows for cer- 

tain that the chemicals ever were mixed into fuels. 
An investigation by the FBI has revealed plenty of 
possibilities but no “smoking gun,”’ as one FBI in- 
vestigator says. And at this late date, probably 
nothing will ever be found. According to the infor- 
mant who set the FBI investigation into motion two 
years ago, the tainted fuel scheme ended last year. 

The government has blown it. The possibility that 
fuels were being illegally tainted with toxic waste 
deserved the highest priority. Granted, the tainting 
wouldn't offer an immediate health hazard to con- 
sumers, but the continued dispersal of toxic 
residues into the air would obviously affect air quali- 
ty and thus public health. In addition, the scheme, if 
it was in fact carried out, would represent a massive 
end run around the law to properly handle toxic 
wastes. Such an end run can not be tolerated. 

The failure of the government to react quickly is 
especially puzzling given its overreaction to Chilean 
grapes after two grapes were found to contain 
minute amounts of cyanide. Toxic residues being 
released into our air would, in the long term, repre- 
sent more of a danger to public health than even the 
cyanide-laced grapes. 

We remain not only puzzled but angered. Where 
was the government when action was needed? It

The deaf are the invisible

get into an office, ‘‘that’s 
noticeable,” she says. ‘‘The 
deaf are not as noticeable.” 

Perhaps as a result, bar- 
riers to ordinary living re- 
main for the deaf. No local 
movie theatres, for exam- 
ple, offer an FM system. 
Basically just a 
transmitter and receiver, 
an FM system can take the 
form of a headset or an at- 
tachment to a hearing aid 
to improve sound for the 
deaf. Some churches have 
FM or other sound 
assistance systems while a 
few others have signed ser- 
vices, Parks says. 

Closed captioning has 
opened the world of televi- 
sion and video to the deaf. 
Parks notes that most net- 
works have increased the 
number of hours of closed 
caption programing. 
Videos can still be a pro- 
blem, though. Most new 
movies released on video 
have a code for copyright 
protection that blocks out 
closed captioning along the 
bottom. The recently- 
released movie E.T. is an 
example. 

Telephone devices for the 
deaf (TDDs) have also 
allowed access to the 
telephone for the deaf. 
Basically, the devices have 
a keyboard on which outgo- 
ing messages can be typed 
and a print out or screen on 
which to receive messages. 

A recently-instituted 
Bell Relay Service now 
allows people with a TDD 
to “speak” to people who 
don’t have a TDD. 
Operators in Ottawa serve 
as intermediaries. The 
number is toll free and 
there is a 50 per cent dis- 
count for qualifying TDD 
users.

Although the association 
has an interest in the case, 
this definition is widely ac- 
cepted in the water in- 
dustry and among 
chemists. Even high school 
chemistry students would 
be given this definition, 
confirmed Dick Bird, MSc, 


a chemistry teacher at 
Quinte Secondary School. 

Traditional water soften- 
ing systems remove 
calcium and magnesium 
from water, using the prin- 
ciple of an ion exchange 
process. Water passing 
over a resin bed exchanges 
sodium ions for calcium 
and magnesium ions. Once 
exhausted, the resin bed 
must be recharged, ususal- 
ly with rock salt. 


Annual pruning 
essential for 
clematis 


_ Yearly pruning of the clematis is essential for max- 
imum flowering. If your choice flowers in early spring, 
(‘Montana‘ varieties), the first spring after planting, right 
after flowering, cut all stems back to 10 to 12 inches. The 
second spring, back to 30 to 36 inches and each 


subsequent spring, simply remove any dead or weak 
stems.

If your Clematis flowers in late spring (Nellie Mosher, 
The President) follow the same procedure for the first and 
second spring and from there on prune back after flower- 
ing each spring to a pair of healthy buds. 

But if your Clematis flowers in mid to late summer, 
(‘Jackmani‘, ‘Orientalis‘), the first spring after planting, 
cut all stems back to 10 to 12 inches and each following 
spring, back to 24 to 30 inches. 

When planting your Clematis, add a handful of 
limestone to the soil mix and be sure to set the plant four 
to five inches below the soil level in the pot. Water it once 
or twice a week, feed it monthly with a high - phosphorous 
fertilizer, and it will be in its glory for many, many years. 

By contrast, care of the climbing rose (Blaze, Paul 


Another accepted 
system for softening water 
is that of passing the water 
through a membrane and 
by reverse osmosis, leaving 
the calcium and 
magnesium 
Although the method is 
common in drinking water 
systems, it isn’t 
economically feasable for a 
household to soften all of 
its water in this way. 

Once water is softened, 
soap will form a lather, 
whereas hard water will 
react with the soap to form 
acurd. 

Aztec Industries claims 
to have a better soft water 
solution. 

Jim Bird, president of 
Aztec Industries Eastern 
Ltd., based in 
Mississauga, claims the no- 
salt softener works using a 
“catalytic bar.’ According 
to an advertisement put 
out by Aztec, a process 
called “epitaxial nuclea- 
tion” is used to “form 
calcite crystals from the 
calcium carbonate in hard 
water, to give the water

‘soft 
characteristics. 
“We make a physical 
change (to the calcium and 
magnesium),’’ Bird ex- 
plained, saying other 
softeners chemically 
change the water. In the 
Aztec system, he said: 
“They (calcium and 
magnesium) no longer act 
as hard water minerals ... 
but you still have the 
benefit of them.” 
Canadian scientists 
testing the product for a 
court case between Aztec’s 
distributor in Regina and 
Canadian Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs, 
however, didn’t have 
Bird’s faith in the product. 
Tests conducted by Dr. 
Keith Johnson, University 
of Regina, brought him to 
the conclusion that the 
“catalytic bar” would not 
soften water. Johnson con- 
ducted tests on behalf of 
the association and the 
Crown. 
Dr. Wayne Larson, also 
with the University of 
Regina, completed a series

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Scientists raise questions about ‘softener’ 


of tests on behalf of the 
association and for the 
Crown as well. After both 
series of tests produced the 
same results, he announced 
at a press conference: ‘‘the 
Aztec Stabilizer does not 
soften water, nor does it 
provide the benefits of 
softened water. There is no 
scientific basis for the 
claims made about its 
operation. As a water 
softener, this product is ut- 
terly useless.” 

Dr. Hyman Gesser, with 
the University of 
Manitoba, was quoted in 
the Consumer Alert ad as 
saying the unit was a 
fraud. 

Bird complained in an in- 
terview that Gesser was 
the only completely impar- 
tial scientist to do studies 
for the prosecution since 
the services of the others 
had been obtained by the 
association. He also said 
that Gesser had since 
retracted his earlier state- 
ment. 

In a phone interview, 
however, Gesser stressed 
that he had only 
‘“‘qualified’’ his answer 
because he found that, ‘‘as 
far as scale is concerned, 
there may be something.” 
Hard water is known to 
leave a scale in water pipes. 
He also added that he 
couldn’t explain why the 
“catalytic bar” might af- 
fect the scale. 

He repeated that in his 
opinion, the Aztec device is 
still not a water softener.

He pointed out that he 
wasn’t satisfied with test 
results produced by Aztec 
since it wasn’t tested with 
the accepted double blind 
approach and was tested 
with detergent, which in 
itself has water softening 
qualities. Tests by scien- 
tists for the prosecution 
used Ivory cake soap — 
not a dete gent. The dou- 
ble blixu approach is 
followed when a control 
group is used in an experi- 
ment. 

“I personally wouldn’t 
buy one,” he added. 

The only testimony on 
behalf of the defence was 
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Scarlet or Improved) is quite straight-forward. Plant at 
the same level as the soil in the container and follow the 
same watering and feeding procedures as with the 
Clematis. Insect and disease protection is essential with 
the application of an insecticide and fungicide every week 
to ten days from late spring through fall. For maximum 
flowering, as blossoms fade, prune the stem back to the 
first set of five leaves and the new growth generated will 
bloom the following year. 

For screening or for providing overhead shade, my first 
choice is the Virgina Creeper. Same planting, watering 
and feeding procedures as the climbing rose but switch to 
a balanced fertilizer such as 20-20-20 rather than a high- 
phosphorous such as 10-52-10. The only pruning 
necessary is the stem tips in order to keep it under con- 
trol. 

For glamourizing a wall, nothing compares with the 
Boston ivy. While it takes a year or two to get started, 
once it takes hold, growth will surge and the wall will 
soon be covered in a dark-green sea of shiny leaves. Plan- 
ting, watering, feeding and procedures are exactly the 
same as for the Virginia Creeper. But one word of warn-

motels or restaurants. 

A planned public 
walkway under the study 
will require a 30 metre set- 
back from all commercial 
and medium-density 
residential sites. When 
completed, the walkway 
will be paved and land- 
scaped. 

But the walkway won’t 
stop behind other residen- 
tial areas. The adopted sec- 

| tion of the report mentions 
a future plan to develop a 
floating or fixed boardwalk 
to continue the walkway. 

A 10 metre setback from 
the high water line will be 
instituted behind first den- 
sity residential properties. 
Within two metres, no per- 

- Manent structures such as 
patios will be allowed while 


restrictions for the remain- 
ing eight metres will still 
allow landscape structures 
such as uncovered decks. 

Other sections of the 
report, however, go well 
beyond zoning changes. 

The study has also pro- 
vided a new master plan 
and guidelines for the 
development and improve- 
ment of municipal harbour 
facilities and has identified 
a series of objectives to 
meet regarding improve- 
ment of the harbour area. 

A proposed increase of 
wet berths, however, may 
be the most significant fac- 
tor in bringing more 
tourists to Picton. 

According to projections 
in the study, growth in de- 
mand for boat berths will 
require the addition of 58 


to 99 slips by 1998. 

Potential development in 
the next five to 10 years in- 
cludes 28 new slips at the 
Tip of the Bay Motel (with 
50 per cent being seasonal), 
29 additional slips at the 
proposed Mortimer Street 
condominiums (all of which 
will be seasonal) with 30 
additional slips at the 
Villeneuve Property (all of 
which will be seasonal).

given by Dr. Ronald Barile 
of the Florida Institute of 
Technology. Barile is also a 
minor shareholder with 
Fluid Mechanics, the com- 
pany that produces the 
Aztec system. 

Barile said his ex- 
periments, using detergent 
instead of soap, were more 
effective than the others 
because they used soap 
with a high quantity of fat- 
ty acids. Soap, however, 
must contain fatty acids to 
be soap. 

Bird claims that the 
defense had six other 
witnesses to call, including 
two more scientists. One of 
the two scientists was Dr. 
Fredric Llyod, also of FIT 
and the technical director 
of Fluid Mechanics. Bird 
confirmed that he himself 
was also one of the six 
witnesses. 

Before the six took the 
stand, however, Aztec In- 
dustries western Ltd., 
plead guilty to five counts 
of not being able to 
substantiate its claims 
with proper testing while 
80 additional charges were 
stayed. The judge in the 
case didn’t have the oppor- 
tunity to make any fin- 
dings. 

But investigations by 
Canadian Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs aren’t 
over with this plea bargain. 

“At the present time, the 
marketing practices 
branch of the Canadian 
Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs is examining the 
Aztec water softener with 
regards to violations of the 
Competitions Act,” said 
Art Faguy, an investigator 
for the branch. Although 
representatives in the Win- 
nepeg office haven't 


reported consumer com- 
plaints since court pro- 
ings, the present ex- 
amination is the result of 
consumer complaints. 

The examination is try- 
ing to determine whether 
the complaints are 
legitimate or if people are 
mis-reading Aztec ads, 
Faguy said. 

Even if convicted of 
charges, however, the 
Aztec system could remain 
on the market. Convictions 
from charges laid by Cana- 
dian Consumer and Cor- 
porate Affairs could only 
result in fines, jail terms or 
retractions of advertising. 

Bird thinks the actions 
of the association against 
Aztec are a classic case of a 
monopoly trying to squash 
a new idea. ‘It’s like a 
Tucker story here,” Bird 
said of the association’s 
tactics, referring to an 
American entrepreneur 
who unsuccessfully took on 
the auto industry after the 
Second World War. 
“They're trying to bury 


us. 

Defending his product, 
he pointed out in a phone 
interview that thousands 
of Canadians have pur- 
chased the unit, which 
costs $1495 — including 
the University of 
Waterloo, which purchased 
one in February, 1987 after 
a seven month trial period. 

In a 24-page package 
defending the product, 
Bird included a testimonial 
letter from a university 
technologist, praising the 
product. A paragraph deep 
in a story by the Kitchener- 
Waterloo Record in his 
package, however, pointed 
out that the technologist 
was later reprimanded by 
the president of the univer- 
sity for sending the letter 


on a university letterhead. 

Another article included 
in Bird’s package describ- 
ing the product, is in- 
troduced with a disclaimer 
that Water Conditioning 
and Purification Magazine 
was remaining neutral — 
neither supporting nor con- 
demning the product. 

A Toronto Star article, 
also included in his 
package, claimed the 
system ‘“‘strips” calcium 
and magnesium away, con- 
tradicting Bird’s claims. 


Fighting back, Aztec has | 


launched millions of dollars 
in defamation suits against | 
publishers and the associa- 
tion. While Bird says many — 
people have settled out of | 
court, he defends a delay in 
action against the associa- 
tion by saying: ‘‘we just 
haven’t got to the associa- 
tion yet.”

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Salmon stocking good news for local anglers

The recent news for the angling community was the 
stocking of some 40,000 chinook salmon in Lake Ontario 
off Wellington. These underwater tigers will bring an in- 
flux of tourissm dollars to the County and a smile to the 
faces of many anglers. 

Equally important is that the fish will malee their an- 
nual migrational run back into Wellington waters, mak- 
ing an ideal fishery for shore anglers who will be shoulder- 
to-shoulder along the breakwall and channel there. 

These fast-maturing fish will reach about 10 pounds as 
two year olds and reach upwards of 40 pounds at sexual 
maturity at four years and return to spawn and end their 
life cycle. 

Those who have never done battle with a 25-pound plus 
Salmon”’need only to imagine hooking onto a 
runaway locomotive. These fish can tear out 300 yards of 
line in a matter of minutes and have made more wives 
“fishing widows” than of any other species. 

Brighton charter boat captain Doug Davis once said 
with tonque in cheek that “‘chinook salmon fishing is not 
a sport for women or small men’’. 

Although we have been blessed with good king salmon 
fishing in this area for the last five years most of the fish 
have been stocked in New York State waters. They 
migrate back to that south shore of Lake Ontario in the

Minnow or worm tipped spinner baits attracted the ma- 
jority of the fish caught in open water, while drifting and 
Jeehe sccounted for a lot of fish for the river en-

News stories should be fair and accurate reports 

of events, which is almost impossible to do when the 
reporter is too closely involved in them. And accor- 
ding to Nobles, Niblett had failed to do this in 
previously published articles. 
" The editorial page should remain the only forum 
where a newspaper can voice its opinion. The re- 
maining pages should be dedicated solely to the 
reporting of events, allowing the public to form their 
own opinions 

Without following these guidelines, a newspaper 
simply becomes a propaganda sheet for an editor’s 
or a reporter's views. 

Unfortunately, through his actions, another pro- 
blem may grow. 

Now that a council has successfully banned a 
reporter from covering meetings, they may lose 
sight of the few times this power should be exerciz- 
ed. 

They must be careful to distinguish between bias- 
ed reporting and fair and accurate reporting which 
may not support their decisions. 

No council should put itself in a position where it 
feels it has a power to ban a member of the press 
because he or she doesn’t spread the “proper” ver- 
sion of the story. 

The media at these meetings have been and 
should remain extensions of a public audience. 
That’s how their role should be accepted and that’s 
where it should stop. 

_It’s the public’s role to make sure council’s ac- 
tions remain in check. And without the media infor- 
ming them, how could they?

As the cost to remain a 
smoker increase, it is the 
expectation of our 
organization that more 
people will be encouraged 
to become non-smokers. 

Results from a Gallup 
Survey released in Oc- 
tober, 1988 reveal that 
Canadians drastically 
underestimate the severity 
of the health risks of 
cigarette smoking. Some 
90 percent of adult Cana- 
dians remain unaware that 
cigarette smoking is the 
leading cause of premature 
death in Canada. 


Nicotine is an addictive 
drug. The Lung Associa- 
tion works hard to spread 
this message in schools 
throughout Ontario 
through its Lungs Are For 
Life school program. We 
know that many children 
start smoking at six or 
seven years of age. By the 
time they become 
teenagers they are ad- 
dicted. 

While our youth seem to 
have plenty of money to 
spend, the evidence clearly 
indicates that a higher 
price per package of 


cigarettes will cause a 
number of them to deter- 
mine to stop smoking, or 
never take up the habit in 
the first place. 

The decision to increase 
the cost of cigarettes must 
be viewed by all Canadians 


as another positive sign in 
the chain of events leading 
towards a smoke free 
Canada.

And all of the articles 
have been written locally, 
Wright confirmed. 

Information about 
QERA, a membership form 
for the organization and a 
list of local environmental 
offices and services are 
also included. 

“Once people realize how 
easy it is to avoid the 
hazardous products, they 
might stop using them,” 
Wright said. 

But what are some of the 
suggestions the guide 
gives to households that 
can really make a dif- 
ference? 

Hints listed for the kit- 
chen range from a way to 
clean your oven or making 
a drain cleaner with baking 
soda instead of a toxic 
substance to making your 
own environmentally safe 
furniture polish. 

The book doesn’t end 


with cleaning hints, 
however. 

What about reducing, re- 
using and recycling your 
own household wastes? 
What if you brought a 
ceramic coffee cup to work 
instead of using a 
disposable container? 

These are only some of 
the ways any household 
can make their own dif- 
ference. But how many 
people are really going to 
be changed by a pamphlet 
hanging on a hook by their 
kitchen sink? 

To help increase the 
awareness of the book, 
QERA volunteers will be 
distributing it door-to-door 
and talking to people about 
how to use it, Wright said, 
adding she hopes to swing 
a few “fence sitters.” 

Even Langer, however, 
admits ‘‘you can’t move a 
person set in their ways 
(thinking they can’t make a 
difference or that what 


they do isn’t really harm- 
ing the environment).” 


: QERA will be canvass- 
ing throughout the area 
during Environment Week 
from June 4-10, leaving 
manuals at almost 1,000 
homes in Belleville and 
even more in surrounding 
municipalities. They will 
also be available at a 
display in the Quinte Mall. 

“Tt won't change a lot of 
people,”’ Wright conceded. 
“But three months ago, I 
wasn't a member of QERA 
... Lhave changed.” 


And time may be runn- 
ing out for people to do so. 

Wright is quoted in an 
introduction to the book as 
saying: “Our ‘buy now, pay 
later’’ society is rapidly 
becoming aware that we 
are, in fact, living on a very 
tight budget.” 

And QERA hopes their 
work might help balance 
that “budget.”

ment in which we can all 
live and prosper,”’ she said.

“It’s you people that 
have to keep _ it 
(Neighbourhood Watch) 
going,” he stressed to the 
quarter-filled auditorium 
at Trenton High School. 


He added that in a pro- 
gram such as 
Neighbourhood Watch, 
communication between 
participants and police is 
essential. 

DeMille said the com- 
munication link is especial- 
ly important in the rural 
districts since houses are 
often far apart. Police try, 
she said, but sometimes 
they can’t cover the 
distances in the country 
fast enough. Neighbours, 
however, can be there in 
minutes. 


People in the rural areas 
have to know their 
neighbours so they will 
know when something is 
wrong. Neighbourhood 
Watch teaches this 
awareness, DeMille said. 


The awareness is help- 
ing, she stresses. Criminals 
in the Brighton area are 
afraid of being watched, 
reducing crime in an area 
where, she said, almost 
every household has been 
robbed at least once. 

“Everybody is working 
together’’ for a safer com- 
munity, she said. 
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While many people were able to take a rest from their jobs during the Victoria Day 
weekend, Andrew Hippolytt and Alfred Joseph were some of the many workers planting 
tomatoes at Fosterholm Farms in Prince Edward County.

Trenton’s Dundas Street 
swing bridge will swing no

Why the need for a 
replacement? According to

He says Trenton would 
have had to spend approx- 
imately $2 million to bring 
the bridge to acceptable 
standards and would only 
keep the swing bridge in 
working order for another 
10 years. And after spen- 
ding the money, he said in 
a telephone interview with 
Quinte Weekly News last 
week, the city would still 
be left with a swing bridge 
that often slows traffic 
during the summer mon- 
ths. 

So for a mere $6.8 
million, Bot Construction 
Ltd. of Oakville is building 
the structure with a 
scheduled completion date 
of November 1990. Demoli- 
tion of the old bridge will 
add another $1.7 million, 
bringing the total cost of 
the project to $8.5 million. 
The Ministry of 
Transportation will con- 
tribute 75 per cent of the 
cost through a connecting 
link grant. 

Boat underpass 

The new bridge will have 
a seven-metre clearance, 
thus eliminating the need 
for the bridge to swing. In 
appearance, the three- 
span, two-pier bridge will 
resemble the MacDonald 
Bridge that lies to the nor- 
th. 





When Clerk of Works 
Nicol Hugh Baird visited 
Trenton in 1829 he looked 
across the Trent River 
and had visions of a 
bridge that would be se- 
cond to none in Canada. 

Baird was no stranger 
to bridge building. He 
was involved with the 
Rideau Canal system and 
he played a part in the 
construction of a bridge 
across the Cataraqui 
River in Kingston, com- 
pleted in 1829. 

He envisioned a bridge 
very much like the one he 
had just finished building 
in Kingston, spanning the 


The bridge will end some 
traffic tie-ups in the sum- 
mer because boats will be 
able to pass underneath 
the bridge. But Hoornweg 
said he doesn’t expect traf- 
fic problems to change 
much since most of the ac- 


tual tie-ups result from the 
traffic lights in the 
downtown core. 


“I don’t think you will 
find traffic going any 
faster. It (the new bridge) 
is not going to be a 
miracle,’’ he added. 

Although traffic might 
be slow during con- 
struction, Hoornweg said 
modern technology being 
used to build the replace- 
ment bridge means traffic 
will only be shut down for a 
one week period as the new 
bridge is being shifted into 
place. 

Hoornweg explains that 
the new bridge will be built 
next to the existing bridge 
in four sections and will 
later slide into place 
hydraulicaly with the aid 
of teflon-coated stainless 
steel channels. The 14-hour 
process of sliding the 
bridge over 40 feet into 
place will also include the 
use of technical computer 
programming to insure 
that all four bridge sec- 
tions move at the same 
time and fit perfectly with 
each other. The computer 
will also act as a safegaurd 
and monitor the movement 
continually. 

Hoornweg attributes the 
expensive price tag 
associated with the bridge 
to the hydraulic and com- 
puter technology needed. 
He says he doesn’t think 
the process has ever been 
used for a traffic bridge of 
this magnitude in Ontario 
or even Canada, although 
he said it is often used in 
Europe. 


Trenton River. It seemed 
only natural to him that 
there should be a bridge 
linking Trent Port on the 
west bank to Annwood on 
the east.

nant Govenor of Upper 
Canada, Sir John Col- 
borne, in January 1831. 
After the completion of 
the Rideau Canal, Baird 
spent two weeks in Tren- 
ton in October 1831, stu- 
dying the best location 


for the bridge. He sent his 


recommendations and 
amended design to the 
Lieutenant Govenor and 
in Feburary 1833, the 
Legislature of Upper 
Canada passed a bill 
allowing the work to pro- 
ceed. 

Construction of the 
bridge, built by Ezra 
Church and Dean 





Howard, began in July 
1833 and was completed 
in the spring of 1834. The 
bridge was based on 
Baird's design and cost 
3,250 English pounds to 
build. It had a width of 32 
feet for a roadway and a 
five and a half foot wide 
path for foot passengers. 
The 750 foot bridge had 
six spans founded on 
seven timber piers. 

Since it was a wooden 
bridge, the planking soon 
needed™.replacing, but 
before any work could 
take place, a fire broke 
out in July 1856 and 
destroyed the west end 


= ee ee = 
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Expensive method 


Trenton chose this more 
expensive method of 
bridge building over con- 
ventional methods because 
the city was concerned 
about the amount of time 
the bridge would be out of 
commission, Hoornweg 
said. 

He points to railway 
bridges, which are re 
constructed in a similar 
manner to cut the length of 
time they are out of order. 
He says the feeling in Tren- 
ton is that the Dundas 
Street Bridge is too impor- 
tant to shut down for any 
length of time. 

Traffic will continue to 
use the old bridge until the 
last span of the new bridge 
is completed just before 
the winter season. He says 
work on the last span can- 
not take place until Oc- 
tober since the span would 
prohibit the opening of the 
swing portion of the old 
bridge. 


Temporary location 


“The west side of the 
bridge will still swing open 
since boats have to travel 
through until October,” he 
said. 

Once winter comes, traf- 
fic will travel on the new 
bridge in its temporary 
location. The construction 
company will shut down 
for the winter, but by 
March they will begin 
demolishing the center 
spans of the old bridge so 
spring boat traffic can pass 
under the new bridge. 

“By May (1990) they will 
need the two spans out so 
boats can use the middle 
channel,’’ Hoornweg said. 

When the spans are 
taken out, Hoorweg says 
the construction crew will 
begin building piers on the 
lengthy concrete slabs that 
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were laid down with the in- 
tention of accommodating 
the bridge in its temporary 
position and then in its 
completed position. 

If all goes well, Hoorn- 
weg says, the sliding pro- 
cess will take place in 
September of 1990. 

“We thought the steel 
sliding would take place in 
September. That’s more 
than a year away. We don't 
know what can happen in a 
year,”’ he said. 

But by November the 
bridge should be ready for 
traffic, he says. 


Traffic dangers 


While he agrees that 
some people might not see 
the need to move the 
bridge, he says traffic safe- 
ty problems could arise if 
the bridge was left at its 
temporary location. The 
curve in the road along 
with the six per cent grade 
of the bridge would in- 
crease traffic dangers, he 
said. 

“Traffic-wise it’s bad 
It’s not safe,"’ he added. 

Hoornweg said the pier 
foundation for the new 
bridge will be stronger 
than that of the old bridge. 
Much of the money spent 
repairing the old bridge 


was, in fact, used to 
strengthen the weakening 
piers. This, Hoornweg 


says, is to due the method 
used to pour the cement 
foundation. When the old 
bridge was built in 1917 
wooden forms were used to 
hold the cement. In water, 
he said, this caused 
weakening of the cement 
since the forms were not 
water tight and the cement 
lost much of its strength. 

When the cement is 
poured this time, water 
tight steel forms will be us- 
ed so the cement will re- 
main strong. 





First bridge was completed in 1834 


and drawbridge. 

Half the drawbridge 
was temporarily repaired 
by 1863 but broke again 
in 1865. The other half 
was unsafe and in decay- 
ing condition. 


In 1868 the unsatisfac- 
tory wooden lifting span 
was replaced by a swing 
span on a masonry pier, 
but the wooden section of 
the span constantly need- 
ed repairs. 

The bridge deteriorated 
and in 1879 the poor con- 
dition of one of the piers 
closed the bridge for 
some time. Travellers on 


foot had to use a pontoon 
bridge while carriages 
once again crossed the 
river by ferry. 

A new pier was built 
and an iron swing was 
placed on the bridge. For 
the next 35 years 
maintenance of the 
bridge was kept at a 
minimum. 

In 1916 the old bridge 
was demolished to make 
way for a new swing 
bridge, completed in 1917. 
What was then the new

For a 
while, he moved in with a 23-year-old woman, who 
had a young son. Cameron liked the arrangement. 
For a short time, he worked at the only job he ever 
held, but the heavy drinking continued. The girl- 
friend gathered up her little boy and moved out. 


On Labor Day weekend, 1983, Cameron sat under 
a tree in Sim Park, directly across the street from 
his father’s home. He and his friends were drinking. 
One by one, the friends left. Cameron stayed on, 
drinking. Inside, 19-year-old Cameron Kerley 
raged. His rage was deep, unforgiving, and directed 
at his tumultuous life in general and his abusive 
father in particular. 

Cameron crossed the street, broke a yindow and 
crawled into the Kerley home.

n 1983, the government of Manitoba placed 
a permanent ban on the adoption of native 
children to the U.S. It was too late for 
Cameron Kerley. On Jan. 5, 1984, when 
sentencing Cameron, Judge Robert Helsel 
stated, “I don’t think the fact his father 
was a homosexual gives him the right to 
murder him.” 


Cameron was sentenced to 18 years to life. Four 
months later, when the sentence was reviewed, it 
was reduced to 15 years to life. Eventually, 
Cameron applied for transfer to a Canadian prison. 
In June, 1985, he was flown to Winnipeg and on to 
Stony Mountain Penitentiary. 


Cameron has since been transferred to a mini- 
mum security institution, where he awaits the day 
in 1991 when he will be eligible for day parole. He 
will be eligible for full parole in 1994. 


One wonders if he ever thinks back to the eight- 
ear-old boy, who witnessed the murder of his bio- 
logical father 17 years earlier.

Motorists may have 
noticed the RIDE program 
set-up along roads in the 
Belleville area during the 
Victoria Day weekend. 

For the first time, the 
Ministry of the Soliciter 
General, in conjunction 
with the OPP, regional and 
municipal police forces 
sponsored a co-operative 
RIDE program that will 
take place during the sum- 
mer long weekends. 

The goal of the program 
is to reduce drinking and 
driving motor vehicle ac- 
cidents by increasing the 
risk of apprehension. 

Bill Chard, an OPP in- 
spector with the Belleville 
detatchment, said the co- 
ordinated effort will have a 
greater impact on 
highways, reducing the 
number of impaired 
drivers. 

Chard said that during 
the summer long 
weekends, the Belleville 
police will set up ride 
blitzes in the city, while the 
OPP will set up in the sur- 
rounding areas and the 
Trenton police force will 
set up in Trenton. This, he 
explains, will increase the 
odds of impaired drivers 
meeting a RIDE stop. 

The blitzes will take 
place at any time during 
the weekends and not just 
the evening hours. Chard 
says impaired drivers are 
not only on the roads at 
night. 

The concept of the co- 
ordinated program came 
from a traffic management 
group that was looking at 
ways to solve commom 
accident-causing problems 
that affected police forces 
throughout the province.

Queen Victoria loved her colonial subjects, and why 
not? They named half the world after her. To this day the 
sun never sets on Victoria. There’s little in Britain to 
commemorate her because by the time she became 
popular most of England was already named and old, if 
not yet dead. 

Like its peerage, England’s weather is insufferable. 
That’s why Victoria promoted the Empire. Irish ter- 
rorists could emigrate and police or bomb foreigners, © 
Scots could take their bagpipes and kinky sartorial 
predilections elsewhere, and Brits could be civil to one’ 
another, thus making the country habitable. ' 

Brits’ efforts to keep to themselves, referred to as in- 
sularity, are universally appreciated.

You'll likely first notice 
that the car has very 
similar lines to its smaller 
sibling, the Corsica. In 
fact, during my test drive 
many people thought it 
was a Corsica. 

Of the Luminas I have 
seen, the Euro Sedan is my 
favorite in terms of looks. 

The one-color scheme of 
the Euro model, with its 
handsome rear spoiler, 
gives the Lumina a look of 
the future. 

At first the Lumina will 
come in two basic models: 
the base and the Euro. 

Standard equipment on 
the base model will be fair- 
ly comprehensive. The base 
equipment will include 
power rack and pinion 
steering, power four-wheel 
disc brakes, AM-FM stereo 
with clock seek and scan, 
reclining seats, tinted glass 
and four speakers. 

On the outside, standard 
features will include sport 
mirrors, full wheel covers, 
a rear window defogger 
and all-season radial tires. 

GM has done a lot of 
research on the interior of 
the Lumina to ensure its 
appeal to consumers, but 
have stuck to a rather con- 
servative look. 

The heating and cooling 
controls and the radio are 
in the centre of the dash, 
allowing easy access by 
either driver or passenger. 
Instrumentation is conven- 
tional but very modern and 
business-like; a nice touch 
for a new model. 

Seating on my car was 
the standard 60/40 split 
bench seat. I usually don’t 
like bench seats, but as the 
back part of the seats 
reclines, I found these to be 
very comfortable. Rear 
seating is also roomy and 
comfortable, with easy exit 
and entry. 

Under the hood the 
Lumina has the tried and 
true 2.5-litre four-cylinder 
that is the base engine for 
many GM cars. This 
engine gets a boost in 
Power, making it the most 
powerful in its class with 
112 horsepower. 

The optional power plant 
for the Lumina will be the 
3.1-litre V6. This engine is 
an enlarged version of the 
2.8-litre V6 that many of us 
have come to know. During 
my drive I found the car's 
8.1-litre to be a marked im- 
provement over the 2.8- 
litre.

Sears adds to city’s ‘stable economy’ 


By Gavin Fletcher 

Belleville already has a 
stable economy, and accor- 
ding to city hall industrial 
director Dave Parker, the 
Sears Canada project 2000 
due for completion in 1993 
will ensure the economy 
stays that way. 

Sears recently announc- 
ed plans to close three 


metropolitan Toronto 
warehouses, replacing 
them with a single distribu- 


tion centre in Belleville 
where they will serve the 
company’s clients in 
Quebec and Ontario. 
Parker says the 25-acre 
Sears warehouse will add 
tremendously to the 
economy of the city, but 
adds that Belleville has a 
wide-range of industries 
that insure a_ stable 
economy. Belleville isn’t a 
one-horse town, he said. 
“We are not dependent 


on one industry. Diver- 
sification is one of the keys 
to the economy of the city. 
We have a diversified in- 
dustrial base and I guess 


Sears will help us continue : 


to attract a diversified 
range of companies,’ he 
said. ‘‘And from an 
economic standpoint,’’ he 
adds, ‘‘this will be very 
good.” 

While he agrees that in- 
dustrial and commercial 


spinoffs from the project 
will occur, he says he 
doesn’t think they will be 
prominent for a few years. 

“Everyone made the 
statement that there would 
be great spinoffs (commer- 
cial and idustrial). But they 
won’t be noticeable until 
they (Sears) begin 
operating,” he said. 

And when these spinoffs 
do occur, he added, they 
will be even more signifi- 


cant since the Sears pro- 
ject is coming on the heels 
of the Goodyear project in 
Napanee. 

He expects the real 
estate deals and increasing 
land and building values 
that happened in Napanee 
to be the inevitable result 
here, as well, after the 
Sears announcement. 

“People are buying land 
so demands can be met 
down the road,”’ he said. 


To prove Parker's point 
there has already been land 
speculation following close- 
ly in the wake of the Sears 


decision to build in 
Belleville. 
Toronto developer 


Stephen Mernick, who pur- 
chased $7 million worth of 
property surrounding the 
Goodyear plant last year, 
appears to have set his 
sights on high-priced com-

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Memorable moments in education 


What was the most memorable moment in your educa- 
tion? 

That was one of the questions asked at a conference 
last week on education for the future. The pattern to the 
answers offered by participants was striking — almost 
without exception, everyone offered a story that revolved 
around being accepted as a person. 

My story was about a 
history teacher in high 
school. Handing back a 
test, he remarked that I 
had given the wrong 
answer to one of the ques- 
tions — but that he had 
thought it over and decid- 
ed that my answer was at 
least as acceptable as his 
even though it wasn’t the | 
answer he was looking for 
and it wasn’t the answer 
he would give. 

I remember being stunned. Here was a teacher who was 
willing to listen, to listen even to answers with which he 


Others told similar stories, but the perhaps the most 
striking story was one told by a middle-aged woman 
about a visit by the school inspector, something that 
struck fear into everyone’s hearts. The class had been do- 
ing art projects and the inspector was very interested in 
them. In fact, he was particularly interested in her art 
project, which he singled out for praise. 

“He was really interested in me and what I had done,” 
she said. “I don’t think that ever happened again in my 
education.” 

What a tragic statement.

GROWING UP 

What was your most memorable moment in school? 
The pattern of the responses offered by participants in 
last week’s conference was strikingly similar to the pat- 
tern that everyone goes through growing up in a family. 

What is growing up all about? It’s about figuring out 
how to become your own person and yet have your place 
in the family, to know that you can be loved for who you 
are. 
The most memorable moment in school for most people, 
whether the memory is positive or negative, revolves 
around the same dilemma. Try it yourself. You will pro- 
bably find that your most memorable moment was a mo- 
ment when you and your ideas were accepted — or re- 
jected — by a teacher. 

We talk about technological change and how schools 
have to change what they teach and how they teach it, 
how each of us will have to accept the need to return to 
school at intervals for new training as technology 
changes. And yet, when you come right down to it, the 
relationship of a teacher and student is still the most im- 
portant part of education. 

Love is not always an acceptable word in professional 
circles, but let’s use it anyway. If a teacher knows and 
loves his or her field of study, if a teacher knows and loves 
his or her students, then you've got something. But if you 
don’t have love, to paraphrase the Apostle Paul, you have

That message was brought home one day later at a 
goodbye party for Peter VanHuizen, principal of Quinte 


Christian High School for the past ten years. Close to 500 
people packed the auditorium at Calvary Temple to say 
thanks for the job he has done since becoming the 
school’s first principal when the school was still meeting 
upstairs above the Royal Trust in downtown Belleville. 
Teachers, students, parents and friends joined in the 
celebration. 

The message that came across was of a school com- 
munity in the finest sense of the word, a community of 
parents, teachers and students who respected each other 
and worked for each other. 


There were memorable stories told lovingly about Peter 
— and stories that he could tell about the students and 
teachers. Perhaps the most moving moment, though, was 
when Peter picked out one student as special. He had 
been to other schools and this was his last stop. If it 
didn’t work out here, he wasn’t going back to school. And 
no one knew what to do with him or how to help him or 
how to break through the barriers. 

But the school did succeed. The teachers couldn't do it 
on their own. They had to ask the other students at an 
assembly to help. “We broke all the rules," Peter told the 
audience. But it worked, and that night the young man 
could stand up there proudly with his principal. There 
was hardly a dry eye in the house. 

Those are the real successes of a school system. 

The bright students, the well-adjusted students, the 
students who have strong support at home, the students 
who have it all together, these students will do well no 
matter where they study or what teachers they have. But 
not the others. They need attention. They need work. And 
above all, they need love. 

That’s why teachers are still so important no matter 
how technology changes, no matter how schools change.

Seeking direction 


Schools carry a lot of freight for the rest of socie- 
vy ° 

: Not only do we invest all our hopes and dreams in 
our children — a heavy enough burden for schools — 
but we ask schools today to take over many of the 
functions that once belonged to the church and the 
family 

Families break down, so schools are asked to 
teach parenting skills. Sexual ethics break down, so 
schools are asked to teach sex education. Drugs and 
alcohol are commonly abused, so schools are asked 
to teach of their dangers. Values break down, so 
schools are asked to teach values education. And the 
list goes on — things fall apart, the centre does not 
hold, so our schools are asked to pick up the burden 
of other failing institutions. 

Governments add their burden to the demands, 
depending upon the political crises of the day. The 
country needs bilingualism for the sake of national 
unity, so schools are told to make French man- 
datory. An AIDS epidemic may sink our health care 
system, so schools are told to make AIDS education 
mandatory. In the last provincial budget, it happen- 
ed again. Facing a day care crisis, the province has 
told boards to start pre-kindergarten programs. 

And along the way, schools have become con- 
troversial. Extension of funding for separate 
schools, a decrease in provincial funding for public 
schools and salary demands by teachers have all 
become explosive issues in the eighties, especially in 
the face of widespread dissatisfaction with the 
results produced by schools. 

But in all this welter of voices and arguments 
about education, few voices are raised to ask ques- 
tions about the goals of eduction. What should be 
the characteristics of an educated person? What 
kind of people do we want graduating from our 
schools? 

Without common agreement on the goals of 
education, public education will not be possible — 
and coming to a common agreement won't happen 
unless we discuss educational goals more often. 

That’s the real significance of a a recent con- 
ference sponsored on educational policies for the 
future hosted by five area boards of education. The 
boards are to be commended not only for asking the 
questions, but for having asked them of the general 
public our schools ultimately serve — participants 
invited included students and retirees, business peo- 
ple and artists, newspaper editors and farmers.

“NEW SMOKE EATERS”

As the Quinte Learning 
Centre celebrates 10 years 
of community operation, it 
also celebrates an expan- 
sion this year to four other 
communities in Eastern 
Ontario. 

Centre president and 
founder Mike Maloney 
says the centre will not on- 
ly provide services for 
young students in 
Belleville, but will also pro- 
vide services to Ottawa, 
Peterborough, Oshawa and 
Kingston. 

Maloney says the pro- 
gram — geared to elemen- 
tary and junior high 
students who have pro- 
blems with reading, 
writing and arithmetic — 
has proven itself to the 
Belleville community over 
the last 10 years. 

“Ten years means we've 
gone through a lot of 
changes. We've proven 
that this program satisfies 
the community,” he said. 

The learning centre uses 
its own educational 
technology to teach young 
students who have pro- 
blems learning skills of- 
fered in traditional public 
schools. By limiting the 
ratio of students per 
teacher to five to one and 
developing its own com- 
puter software to teach 
with, the centre has been 
able to do a better job of 
teaching than teachers can 
in a conventional 
classroom atmosphere, 
Maloney says. 

“Our children tend to 
learn at least twice as fast 
as children do in school,” 
he says, adding that it is 
difficult for a teacher with 
28 students to give each 
student the individual at- 
tention they need. 

“We can afford it, 
though,”’ he continues. 
“We work with that child 
until they know it. 

“T don’t have to worry 
about having a field day in 
the middle of reading class. 
We don’t have those in- 
terferences,’’ he says. 

Once the children learn 
the basic skills and acquire 
the base they were miss- 
ing, they can resume their 
normal school studies, 
Maloney explains.

He says the learning pro- 
grams are working well 
and he offers a virtual 100 
per cent success rate as 
proof. Of course, he con- 
tinues, the centre checks to 
see how the children are do- 
ing after they have finished 
the program. 

The Quinte Learning 
Centre offers three part- 
time school programs to 
coincide with the regular 
schooling of its clients. At 
present the centre offers a 
one month summer school 
program, an after-school 
tutorial session and a half- 
day learning program. 

Over ten years, the cen- 
tre has come full circle. 

“Ten years ago we open- 
ed the ing centre in 
the mall (Maze Mall). When 
it became a school we moy- 
ed to Queen Mary Com- 
munity School. Now the 
administrative portion has 
moved back into the Maze 
Mall,” he said. 

Sitting in his office at the 
Maze Mall, Maloney says 
that one of the surprises he 
has has encoutered along 
the way is the development 


of his own computer soft- 
ware, which he calls the 
leading line of educational 
software in North 
America. 

“We are more than just a 
place where children come 
to learn the three R’s. We 
keep in touch with current 
research and we develop 
tools for use in front of 
kids,” he says. 


The software program 
was developed five years 
ago when Maloney saw the 
need for educating 
students with computers. 
He says he looked but 
could not find adequate 
educational software 
packages. This, coupled 
with his desire to share his 
teaching methods with 
others, prompted him to

develop his own ideas. 

“I personally can only 
teach so many kids ... We 
thought that if we took the 
technology and shared it 
on a disk we could help 
parents and kids,” he says. 

Expansion of the learn- 
ing centre from Eastern 
Ontario across the rest of 
Ontario is high on his list 
of priorities, but he adds 


that future developments 
are hard to predict. 

“I never know what will 
happen next. We never in- 
tended to become a school, 
and we certainly never in- 
tended to become a soft- 
ware developer. We just 
responded to the situation 


as it developed and we will 
continue to do it,”’ he said.

Cont. from Page 1 
the task in the morning 
and afternoon. Instead, 
participants were divided 
into small discussion 
groups that met 
throughout the day.

policies, he said, citing pre- 
kindergarten and other 
programs, but most are 
what he called “‘a political 
reaction” to crises rather 
than policies with a focus- 
ed goal. 

“What is our view of 
what it means to be 
educated?’’ he asked. 

Acknowledging that the 
public school system is 
generally said to need im- 
provement, he added: “‘we 
are very vague about what 
counts as improvement.” 

Without agreement on 
that, he worries about the 


future of public education. 

“We need to find out if 
there is common ground on 
what makes education,” he 
said. ‘If we don’t have any 
agreement, then public 
education goes by the 
boards. If there is the 
possibility of agreement, 
then there is still a role for 
public education.” 

At the conclusion of the 
day, Burle Summers pro- 
mised participants that at- 
tention will be paid to their 
comments in the group 
discussions. Tapes were 
made of each group and the 


boards of education and 
OISE researchers plan to 
listen carefully to all of 
them for a complete report. 

Stating that he felt 
discussions had revealed a 
“high level of agreement 
on what the product of 
education should be,’’ he 
summarized his reaction to 
the conference in one word: 
hope. 

“Hope that we can 
agree,” he said. ‘‘Hope that 
we can take action, hope 
that we can get the results 
that we all want for our 
children.”

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Program helps families 
care for Alzheimer patients

Alzheimer Respite Pro- 
gram has been in operation 
for only two months, but

The program 
“provides regular relief in 
the home for caregiver, 1n 
order to ease the emotional 
and physical strain that 
may develop as a result of 
the constant responsibility 
of giving care,” she said. 

For a nominal fee of $8 
per half-day, a health aide 
will visit the home. 
Together with the 
caregiver, the aide will 
develop a suitable program 
of support for individual. 

“We don’t come in as ex- 
perts and tell them what to 
do,’ McGuigan says, 
although health aides and 
nurses surprise the 
caregivers with some of the 
activities they bring to the 
home.

“But that’s okay,” she 

continues. ‘It’s our job to 
know what activities to 
do.” 
McGuigan says all the 
activities are geared to the 
strengths of the cognitive 
impaired patients rather 
than their weaknesses. Ac- 
tivities are simple step-by- 
step tasks such as baking 
muffins or working in the 
garden, she says. 

She says that the pro- 
gram, despite its name, 
isn’t just for Alzheimer pa- 
tients. It is for people who 
have memory problems 
and need the constant at- 
tention of a caregiver. 

The VON Community 
Alzheimer Respite and 
Enrichment program is 
funded by the Ministry of 
Community and Social Ser- 
vices. It was developed by 
the VON with assistance 
from the local Alzheimer 
Socities and does not 
replace any other service 
offered to the home.

In a routine manner, police questioned 
Phoebe.

Daughter Verren also swore that she had not 
harmed her stepfather. 

There was nothing of a material nature 
connecting Phoebe and her daughter to Eric’s 
murder.

In an effort to beat the 
back to the shores in the 
upscale market, General 
Motors has introduced the 
Seville STS. The initials 
STS in the Seville name 
stand for Sports Touring 
Sedan — and that’s just 
what this car is all about. 

Since the Seville’s in- 
troduction back in the late 
1970s, it has always been 
the Cadillac that dared to 
be different. 

One of the biggest dif- 
ferences in the Seville, com- 
pared to the other 
Cadillacs in the line, has 
been its size. 

They have always been 
just that bit smaller than 
the full-size Cadillac we 
have all become accustom- 
ed to. This led to the in- 
novative rear-end styling 
of the Sevilles of the early 
1980s with its long sloping 
trunk that was loved by 
some and despised by 
others. I personally 
thought it was rather 
elegant myself. 

One of the talked-about 
engines in GM’s most re- 
cent past has been the 4-6-8

V8 that was introduced in 
the ealy ’80s in the Seville. 
This engine, designed dur- 
ing the oil crisis, was to 
help those larger, more 
thirsty V8’s of long ago. 

What this engine did was 
to run on less cylinders 
when less power was re- 
quired. It all sounds good 
on paper, but it didn’t seem 
to be that successful at 
first, so rumers stared to 
spread about the engine. In 
fact, the ones that did 
work-or should I say, the 
ones that were reworked- 
under warranty, performed 
well for years. 

With this kind of devo- 
tion to finding a new style 
or design, Cadillac has now 
brought us the Seville STS. 
The Seville is the sportest 
car in the Cadillac lineup 
with an overall lenggth of 
190.8 inches, just a shade 
shorter than the Eldorado 
Cadillac’s sporty coupe. 

The STS starts with very 
clean looking body lines. 

Hood ornaments, and 
large amountsof chrome 
are missing on this car.

Cadillac more in tune with 
its European counterparts. 
Sporty looking and wider 
mag wheels are then added 
to finish its efficient shape. 

Instead of carring on this 
fresh look of the outside 
Cadillac, designers felt a 
more traditional Cadillac 
terior was better. This is 
where I feel the designers 
were wrong. The European 
flair trying to be conveyed 
with the STS’s exterior 
just doesn’t fit with a 
traditional Cadillac dash. 

If GM wants to give the 
STS a European flair, then 
the car should have a spor- 
tier interior all the way. 
It’s the younger buyer that 
the STS appeals to, not the 
traditional Cadillac buyer. 

Putting style aside, the 
interior of the STS is quite 
lavish, with such extras as 
real elm burl—more wood 
inlaid in the dashand on 
the doot panels. The car’s 
front and rear seats are 
cvered in 95 square feet of 
premium color-matched 
leather. 

This interior was very in- 
viting, and the fine smell of 
the leather certainly left an 
impression. 

Comfort was good in font 
seats, while I found the 
back seats tended to be a 
little too upright for me (I 
tend to slouch anyway). 
Leg room in both the front 
and rear were fairly good 
for a car of this size. 

As with all front-wheel- 
drive Cadillacs, the stan- 
dard 4.5-liter V8 is used in 
the STS. Cadillac is the on- 
ly division to use the V8in 
the front-wheel-drive con- 
figuration. This V8 is much 
the same as the V9s of the 
past, that only thing being 


different is that the 
transmisson is grafted to 
its lower quarters. 


a The digitally fuel- 
injected engine pushes out 
a respectable 155 Hp and a 
very healthy 240 Ibs.-ft. of 
torque. I can’t complain 
here; the engine always 
delivered plenty of Passing 
power when you needed it. 
Since this is Cadillac’s 
sporty model, maybe next 
year the STS can get just a 
little bit more power, 
maybe a little help from 
the Allante’s 200 Hp. V8 of 
the same size. 

All in all, the engine 
worked well and is Bini 
good for those everyday 
trips around town and on 
the highway. 

If I had to pick the best 
automatic transmission on 
the market, it would have 
to be those made by GM. 

The only transmission 
available for the Seville 
STS is a four-speed 
automatic and viscous con- 
verter clutch.

The memory of one woman remains with 
Leanne Bovay, program co-ordinator of Three 
Oaks, a shelter for abused women — butit’s a 
memory she'd probably like to forget. 

Over the years, her client had endured severe 
physical beatings to her head and arms to the 
point that facial deformities had developed. 

“He (the husband) had inflicted literal tor- 
ture on her,” she said, looking back. 

The two teenage children in the family, who 
had been exposed to the violence for so long, 
would actually assist the father by holding 
their mother down. All three would inflict ver- 
bal abuse as well. 


When the woman finally 
gathered up the courage to 
go to Three Oaks for help, 
Bovay says she wondered 
how the woman was still 
alive. 

Despite the condition she 
was in, however, this 
woman is one of the suc- 
cess stories from the home 
for abused women. She has 
returned to the community 
and relocated, making a 
new life for herself. 

“T can still visualize her 
face,’ Bovay said. “You 
just can’t turn it off.”

Once again, Zaban has 
turned to his studio, and 
with the help of a number 
of area artists, he has 
recorded a much stronger 
version of The Elements of 
Variety in a second 
volume.

110 women and jjj 
children, as well as fielding 
400 crisis calls, 

Most received a new 
lease on life, but according 
to Bovay, it’s a discourag- 
ing fact that many women 
will continue to stay in the 
abusive environment, even 
blaming themselves for the 
beatings or verbal abuse, 
Almost 45 per cent of the 
women who come to Three 
Oaks return to their 
abusive partner. 

The abuse will often 
start with little things 
such as putting socks in 
the wrong drawer. 

In an attempt to avoid 

iggering the abuse, “‘a lot 
of times they (the abused 
wife) will keep a list,” 
Bovay said. ‘‘But the list is 
endless. Soon they’re walk- 
ing on eggshells.” 

And those who finally go 
to seek help have already 
endured a great deal of the 
abuse. According to 
statistics, a woman who 
decides to seek help has 
probably already incurred 
35 beatings. 

Unfortunately, many of 
these women may. even. be 
discouraged from. going to 
the shelter because of its 
seclusion, To seek help. 
may also mean being forc- 
ed to leave their job and be 
uprooted from their com- 
munity. 

Three Oaks was forced to 
move into the country in 
the first place because of 
the lack of a bylaw for such 
a group home in Belleville. 

The original Three Oaks 
facility was opened in July 
of 1983 on Charles Street 
in Belleville. After fierce 
opposition from a com- 
munity with visions — of 
enraged husbands coming 
to the home for their wives 
and a boarding house rul- 
ing allowing only five 
unrelated people in 8 
house, the shelter was clos- 
ed by November 1984.

Stuart Murray is now in

“The majority.” of our 
clients ‘come’* from 
Belleville,” Bovay’said, ad- 
ding that many of the ser- 
vices to which they need 
access. also require 
transportation to 
Belleville.

Belleville plans to extend store hours

Belleville council’s deci- 
sion to extend Wednesday 
night shopping hours ap- 
pears to be a sign of the 
times as other Eastern On- 
tario cities, both larger and 
smaller, already have ex- 
tended shopping hours. 
However; it ‘seems: the 
Quinte Mall store owners 

- are the only Belleville mer- 

chants who wish to take 
advantage of the extra 
hours. 

Gil ‘Small, Quinte Mall 
manager, says the mall will 


begin extended hours on 
June 14, pending approval 
of a formal bylaw. It was 
the mall that had re- 
quested council to consider 
extending Wednesday 
shopping hours to 9 p.m. 

“All in all there is no 
doubt that council made a 
good decision,”’ Small'said, 
adding the extended hours 
are a step in the right direc- 
tion. 

He says results from a 
poll of Quinte Mall stores 
show that all but six were 
in favour of the extended 





hours. However, all stores 
will be open late on June 
14, Small says, because of 
a clause in the lease that 


states all stores have to re- 
main open during 
operating hours. 


In a poll conducted by 
the Downtown Belleville 
Association, 78 of the 80 
downtown retailers said 
they did not want to stay 
open to 9 p.m. on 
Wednesdays, DBA 
chairperson Peter King 
said. 

He said the majority of

downtown businesses are 
family-operated and gives 
this as a reason why they 
are against extended 
hours. Many of the owners 
work in their own stores 
and extended hours simply 
means missing another din- 
ner each week, he added. 

“Adding a Wednesday 
night is not going to be 
easy for family-operated 
and owned businesses,’’ he 
said. 

King said that store 
owners would hire more 
employees to work the ex- 


tra periods if they thought 
they would make money. 
But, he continued, it is ob- 
vious the store owners 
don’t think the extended 
hours will benefit them. 

King said the DBA en- 
courages downtown stores 
to stay open for as many 
hours as possible, but add- 
ed the DBA will remain 
democratic and allow 
stores to either stay open 
during the extended hours 
or close. 

“We do not or cannot 
force the stores to stay 


open,” he said. 

King said the extended 
hours were expected 
sooner or later as part of 
the natural progression of 


every city. 
Belleville Plaza’s 
manager Julie Chisholm 


said last Thursday the 
plaza had not made a deci- 
sion on extending hours of 
operation.

tunate because they have no resistance to the tomato’s 
three plagues, verticillium, fusarium and nematodes. By 
contrast, newer varieties that produce excellent fruit, 
such as Early Girl, Better Boy and Wonder Boy, have 
high resistance to such pests. No matter what you plan to 
grow, ask at your nursery about resistant varieties. 

Also, you can set up resistance in your garden by com- 
panion plantings, scattered plantings and crop rotation. 
For example. Garlic, chives, coriander, anise and petunias 
act as a deterrent to aphids. Celery, catnip, mint, thyme 
and rosemary deter cabbage worms and nasturtiums 
deter leaf miners. 

Block plantings of vegetables attract insects like a 
magnet. A much better practice is to interplant your 
vegetable plantings and scatter vegetable plants such as 
pepper and tomatoes through your flower gardens. 


And one of the oldest controls is still a good one - crop 

rotation. Insects and disease organisms overwinter at the 
site of the current season’s host plant. Yearly crop rota- 
tion avoids the heavy infestations that can build up if one 
crop is grown in the same location year after year. 
; If you are really serious about cleaning up your garden- 
ing act, be prepared to invest in some good books, such as 
Canada’s first organic gardening book, How To Get Your 
Lawn And Garden Off Drugs. Ask for it at your nursery 
or contact Ellie Barrington, Friends Of The Earth, Suite 
701, 251 Laurier Avenue West, Ottawa, Ontario, K1P 
5J6, (613) 563-8128. 

Finally, recognizing that the world’s only source of ox- 
ygen are its green plants, be prepared to plant your 
garden heavily with the primary oxygenators, shade 
trees and flowering shrubs.

Autopsies performed on the two dead 
girls revealed that both had died as a 
result of poisoning by cantharidin. 
Detectives informed Art of the girls’ 
deaths and received an unusual 
response. “‘Oh, dear God, what an awful 
thing I’ve done! Why didn’t someone tell 
me? I’ve been a fool. Let me tell you 
the whole story.” 

From his sickbed, Art related the 
story of how he had heard of Spanish 
Fly years earlier and how his memory 
was jarred by the customer’s inquiry. 
He decided to try some Spanish Fly on 
Betty Grant, and admitted that he had 
inserted the drug into a chocolate meant 
for her. He claimed that the drug must

have adhered to June Malins’ chocolate 
accidentally. 

Art stated, “I gave one of the pieces 
to Miss Grant. We were very fond of 
each other. She kept putting me off and 
I made up my mind to give her canth- 
aridin in the cocoanut ice to stimulate 
her desire for me. I cannot say how 
Miss Malins got the other piece, except 
that it was an accident. I am deeply 
sorry I gave Betty Grant the drug. | 
now realize that I caused the death of 
these girls by doing this crazy thing at 
the expense of losing my dear wife and 
children.” 

It was too late for self recriminations. 
Two girls had died in agony because of 
Ford's foolish and reckless action. 

n due course, Art stood trial for 
manslaughter in London's 
famed Old Bailey. Defense 
attorneys stated that there was 
no doubt in anyone’s mind that 
Art Ford had not intended to 
kill the two girls. 
Yet he had been warned by his com- 
pany’s senior chemist that the drug was 
a “Number One poison.’ Crown attor- 
neys emphasized that at that point a 
reasonable man should have cancelled 
any harebrained schemes to gain a 
girl's affection through drug stimula- 
tion. 

Marjorie Ford stood by her husband 
throughout his well-publicized trial and 
forgave his infatuation with Betty Grant. 
Arthur Ford was found guilty of man- 
slaughter and was sentenced to five 
years imprisonment.

Quinte Crime Stoppers 
in co-operation with 
Belleville Detachment of 
the Ontario Provincial 
Police are asking for your 
assistance in solving an at- 
tempted murder which oc- 
cured in mid April. 

On Wednesday, April 19, 
1989, 64-year-old Sterling 
Henry Eves left his 
residence to attend an auc- 
tion sale that was being 
held north of Belleville. 
Police know that Eves pur- 
chased some aluminum 
siding, loaded it into his 
truck and returned to his 
residence. He left the auc- 
tion at approximately 9:00 
and it is assumed that he 
went directly home. 


Eves resided alone in a 
farm house on the-north 
side of Highway 2 east of 
the CN overpass east of 
Shannonville and just west 
of the Salmon River Motel. 
Police speculate that the 
suspects either were 
waiting at the residence or 
arrived at approximately 
the same time as the vic- 
tim. 

Once inside of the 
residence the culprits 
struck the victim with a 
heavy, solid object on~his 
head, leaving’ him’ un- 
conscious on the floor of 
the kitchen. The thieves 
then removed his black 
wallet from his pants, as 
well as a .22 calibre rifle,

the house. 

The culprits fled the 
scene in Eves, 1973 Ford 
3/4 ton pickup truck, leav- 
ing the aluminum siding on 
the ground in front of the 
residence. Police describe 
the truck as being a cream 
color on the upper part and 
a greenish color on the bot- 
tom, The truck had several 
rust spots on it and was 
bearing the Ontario 
Licence DX4 776 when it 
was stolen.

three worms on a hook. The channel cat's poor vision dic- 
tates the bait should be on or very near the bottom of the 
river. Anglers who have surf-fished for rainbow trout 
may want to try that method, using a rod holder and a 
shding weight 

Slow moving water with a dept of four feet or more 
would be a good target area. 

This writer remembers years ago when a Belleville 
angler landed quite unexpectedly a 37-pound sturgeon 
near Glen Ross while fishing for channel cat. Other in- 
cidental catches may well include pike, walleye or even 
the odd musky

Belleville wants Thurlow to pay

Thurlow Township and 
Belleville aired their dif- 
ferences over whether the 
township should help pay 
the city’s sewage treat- 
ment debt of $19.6 million, 
but the two sides left city 
hall on Friday no closer to 
an agreement. 

A sewage pipeline, coupl- 
ed with a $24 million plant 
expansion in 1982, has left 
Belleville with a current 
debt of $19.6 million. City 


Treasurer Frank Morrell 
says that since both pro- 
jects were developed with 
Thurlow sewage in mind, 
the township should pay a 
share of the debt — $3.6 
million — through a grant 
from the Ministry of the 
Environment, since other- 
wise the debt would be left 


to the ratepayers of 
Belleville. 
According to Morrell, 


Thurlow could apply to the 
Ministry of the Environ- 


ment for a $3.6 million 
township grant, which the 
ministry could put towards 
the city’s debt, reducing it 
to less than $16 million. 

Jim Pine, clerk-treasurer 
of Thurlow Township, con- 
tends the township was 
issued a 15 per cent grant 
from the ministry during 
construction to pay for 
their share of the pipeline. 

Morrell, however, says 
this isn’t the case because 
the 15 per cent grant was 
given to Belleville and not 
Thurlow as a capital pro- 
ject grant. 


Morrell says the confu- 
sion stems from figures for 
the total number of people 
the pipeline was intended 
to service — 46,000 from 
Belleville and 8,000 from

the 54,000 total. That 15 
per cent figure has no con- 
nection with the 15 per 
cent ministry grant, says 
Morrell. 

Margaret Geldart, a 
Ministry of the Environ- 
ment official present at the 
meeting, corraborated 
Morrell’s statement. 

Pine remained convinced 
that the ministry allocated 
funds on behalf of Thurlow. 
He maintained after the 
meeting that it was the 
township's understanding 
that the Ministry of the 
Environment paid 15 per 
cent of the capital cost to 
accomodate Thurlow’s 
sewage. And since the 
township has already paid, 
he said: “Our position is 
that there is nothing for 
Thurlow to pay.”

Area shopping malls and 
retail stores may lose their 
ability to fight unaccep- 
table behaviour on the 
premises if the provincial 
government passes an 
amendment to the 
Trespass Act, says Nor- 
man Sterling, Progressive 
Conservative Critic for the 
Ministry of the Attorney 
General. 

Should the proprietor 
wish to remove someone 
under the new bill, known 
as Bill 149, a written notice 
stating the reason for 
removal and legal rights of 
defence must be issued to 
the trespasser. 

According to Stirling, 
the trespasser could im- 
mediately re-enter the 
premises by responding in 
writing that the rules have 
not been broken or that the 
rules are unacceptable. The 
person, Stirling says, must 
be allowed to remain on the 
property until the matter 
is resolved in court. 

However, a spokesper- 
son for Attorney General 
Ian Scott says Stirling's 
interpretation is wrong. 
The spokesperson says the 
trespasser could only re- 
enter the store long enough 
to deliver a letter to the 
owner stating that the 
rules were unjust or 
weren't broken. They 
would then have to vacate 
the store for 30 days or un- 
til a decision has been 
made in court. 

The Attorney General’s 
office says that an error in 
the interpretation of the 
bill is responsible for the 
difference of opinion, 
however, Stirling main- 
tains his office has legal af- 
firmation to back up his in- 
terpretations. He says that 
even if the Attorney 
General claims the 
trepasser can only go back 
into the store long, enough 
to deliver the letter, it 


won't make a difference 
when the bill passes before 
a judge. 

“It won't be the At- 
torney General (who makes 
the decision). It will be a 
judge. That’s one of the 
principles in legislative 
law,” Stirling said. 

At any rate, the At- 
torney General's office 
says the new bill will focus 
on the length of time so- 
meone could be banned 
from a shop. The maximum 
of 30 days will prevent pro- 
prietors from abusing peo- 
ple with a life-time ban.

Now people who feel they 
have been abused can pro- 
tect themselves with a let- 
ter and take the pro- 
porietor to court. 

However, Stirling says 
the new bill will restrict a 
property owner's right to 
evict people who are a pro- 
blem and that it will give 
new rights to gangs, 
derelicts and _ trouble- 
makers. As a result the 
Conservative MPP has 
launched a province-wide 
campaign against the bill,

Centres help | 
students find 
summer jobs

The Canada Employ- 
ment Centre for Students 
aims at providing students 
with jobs for the summer, 
but it also encourages 
them to go out and look for 
themselves. 

Centre supervisor 
Laurie Kannegiesser says 
that students registered 
who also look for 
themselves are responsible 
for the declining placement 
rate in the last three years. 

Kannegiesser says the 
goal of the centre is to help 
students find jobs 
regardless of how they find 
them. 

She says that if a stu- 
dent really wants to work, 
then they will almost 
always have a job by the 
end of the summer. It’s the 
students who register 


because their parents want 
them to or because their 
friends did and then don’t 
ever come in to the office 
that are left at the end of 
the summer without jobs. 
To date 1,600 students 
have registered and 307 
have been placed in jobs by 
the Belleville centre. Kan- 
negiesser estimates that 
only 1,100 students 
registered are still looking 
and the rest have found 
employment on their own. 
In Trenton, Mary Anne 
Chapman said that there 
are 381 students 
registered, a 10 per cent 
drop from last year. Like 
her counterpart in 
Belleville, she feels that 
figures are dropping 
because more students are 
going out and looking for

The best way to start a pot pourri garden is with no 
garden at all or one that has been stripped clean. Other- 
wise you'll have to work around elements that are already 
there and that is the first step towards hodge podge. 

A pot pourri garden requires an area 24 to 30 feet long 
and five to six feet wide. It can be free standing or alonga 
lot line, but it should never, never be rectangular. Prefer- 
red are a kidney or half-kidney shapes, the former free- 
standing and the latter along a lot line. 

Whether you are starting with a new garden or an old 
garden that has been stripped, you'll need help in achiey- 
ing the kidney or half-kidney shapes. You'll find all the 
help you'll need in your garden hose and spade. 

Lay the hose out over the area in a rough kidney shape 
“half-kidney” along a lot line), then walk around the edge 
a couple of times, tapping here and pulling there, until 
you have achieved the exact shape you want. 

Imprint that shape by cutting on a slight angle with 
your spade along the inside and outside. edges-of the hose. 
Then remove the hose, pull the sod strip and there is the 
outline of your garden, all or some of which will be still 
covered in sod. 

When you remove the sod, don’t discard it. Rather, dig 
a trench along the spine of the bed and bury it upside 
down. Distribute the soil and that has been gained along 
the centre line so that it will form a slight ridge from one 
edge to the other. And don’t worry about it being subsoil

‘6 days shall 
you labour’ 


JUNE 14 


On June 14, 1823, Journeymen House Carpenters of 
Philadelphia shocked their employers by demanding a 10- 
hour day. With their six-day week, they’d work only 60 
hours a week. There seemed no end to the selfishness of 
organized labor’s profit-shearing plans. 

The quest for shorter 
hours has always been hard 
to understand. After all, 
what’s wrong with 60 
minutes? If God really did 
create the world in just six 
days, He obviously wasn’t 
unionized. 

Some activists claim the 
next big fight will be for the 
four-day week. That would 
be nice, giving us all more 
time to moonlight; but who’s 
gonna pay for the coffee 
breaks and lunch hour we'd 
lose? 

Other observers insist it won’t be a big fight at all. 
Most wage-earners already do a four-day job, but take 
five days to do it in. Everyone stops looking for work 
once he’s found a job. Few want to risk trouble with their 
union by being caught working on the job. 

And modern sick plans can make five-day weeks rare. 
Sick pay is clearly ill-gotten gains. 

Robert Frost once observed that if the workingman got 
his hours reduced much further, he’d start meeting 
himself coming home whenever he went to work. He also 
figured that work kills fewer people than worry because 
more people worry than work. 

Frost was not the workingman’s friend. He suggested, 
too, that by toiling faithfully eight hours a day, one could 
get to be boss and toil 12 hours a day. Of course, anyone 
can happily work any number of hours when it'isn’t at the 
work he should be doing. 

Working may be less tedious than amusing one’s self, 
but like Clarence Darrow, at least remain a friend to the 
workingman. It’s so much better than having to be one. 

It took Philadelphia’s carpenters 37 years to finally win 
their 10-hour day ... in 1860.

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_As the years passed, the ¢ase developed into a much 
discussed mystery. Five years after the death of her 
stepbrother, Constance, who was living in a home run by 
the Anglican sisterhood, celebrated her 21st birthday. She 
electrified all of England by releasing a written con- 
fession detailing how she had murdered her five-year-old 
stepbrother, Francis. 2 

On the night of the murder. she secured her father’s 
straight razor and waited until everyone in the house was 
asleep. Constance carried the sleeping Francis to the 
cave, where she cut his throat and stabbed him. She 
cleaned the razor and returned it to the rest of her 
father’s shaving gear. He never knew it had been dis- 
turbed. 

Constance washed the few spots of blood from her 
nightgown, but when she was helping the laundress 
make up her list, she noticed that a faint outline of the 
Stains was still visible. She took the nightgown and later 
burned it. 

Constance went on to explain that she had nothing what- 
ever against the victim. In fact, she was very fond of 
little Francis. For some time she had felt that her step- 
brother and stepsisters were being treated far better than 
the children of the first Mrs. Kent She had stored up 
her resentment against her stepmother until the oppor- 
tune moment arose. She wreaked vengeance on her 
stepmother by killing her favorite child After five long 
years, Constance’s conscience got the better of her. She 
had to confess 

Constance stood trial for murder, was found guilty 
and sentenced to death. This sentence was later com- 
muted to life imprisonment. Constance Kent spent 20 
years in prison before being released in 1885. It is 


believed she spent the rest of her life with a religious 
order.

Although many people 
working through the ranks 
of today’s business world 
are “‘individuals’’, she says 
business of the future will 
require people to work in 
groups of specialists more 
than ever before.

Not only will'tomorrow’s 
workers — today’s 
students — need to be able

A common approach us- 
ed to expose students to 














learning both independent- 
ly and in groups involves 
teaching a variety of sub- 
jects under a single theme. 
Choosing a different sec- 
tion each day, the students 
focus their attention on 
their theme but cover sub- 
jects as diverse as math, 
english and science. While 
some problems are solved 
individually, others require 
group solutions. 

The final project, such as 
a final report filled with 
stories published on a com- 
puter, is then evaluated. 

The system starts 
already in Grade 1. 

Mr. Teal, vice principal 
and Grade 1 teacher at 
Rednersville School, shows 
a book of stories created by 
his students. He points to 
a young girl in his class 
who has chosen to write a 
story over any of the other 
activities, which include 
games or painting, as proof 
that, the focus for. the work 
is successful; * ore 

The students :working, on 
games or a_ painting, 
however, -will also write 
stories with the games or 
paintings are their basis. 
An example is a child pain- 
ting a dinosaur (one of the 
two themes underway in 
the class, the other being 
Canada). He will soon write 
a story about a day in the 
dinosaur’s life or who it is. 

Teal also encourages 
them to extend their 
vocabulary by allowing 
them to use words they 
don’t necessarily know 
how to spell. The spelling 
will be corrected later. 

Children also use a spell- 
ing game on a computer set 
at a second grade level 
while the others follow the 
avenue of their choice with 
their peers, resulting in 
fewer line-ups at the 
teacher’s desk for help.

CHANGES 


The physical structure of 
the classroom has also 
changed to allow these 
teaching avenues to be pur- 


sued. 

The traditional rows of 
desks are gone, replaced by 
tables grouped together so 
students can more easily 
turn to peers for assistance 
and work on group pro- 
jects. Other changes in the 
classroom involve activity 
centres where different 
students work in larger 
groups, paint, write a story 


or operate a computer — all 
at the same time. 

O'Sullivan points out 
that some kindergarten 
and Grade 1 classrooms in 
the separate school system 
are even being joined by a 
physical opening between 
the classrooms.

He stresses, however, 
that it’s difficult to teach 
morals to students in an 
amoral society — which 
proves it’s more important 
to do than ever before. 

“Education cannot re 
main isolated from socie- 
ty,’’ Summers stressed. 

What kind of world will 
the graduates of 2000 face? 
We can’t know in detail to- 
day, and all our guesses 
may be wrong. But even if 
we're wrong, educators 
hope that teaching 
students how to learn will 
help the class of 2000 to 

cope with life in a new cen- 
tury.

Days a Week 
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Quickert makes 
Reid’s Dairy 
cream of the crop 


By John G. Smith 
Outside the store's walls, 
you can hear the sound of 
farm animals coming from 
a petting zoo surrounded 
by park benches. Inside, 
you can hear the whistle of 
a model train circling the 
perimeter of the store, 
passing a sign proclaiming 
“through these doors pass 
the greatest people in the 
world — our customers.” 
Both the sign and its sur- 
roundings reflect Armin 
Quickert’s philosophy of 
business. ‘I wanted to 
make it a fun place to 
shop,’’ he said, ‘‘a place the 
whole family could enjoy."’ 
Quickert is the owner of 
Reid's Dairy, one of the 
most successful of the 12 
privately owned dairies left 
in Ontario. And through 
his efforts in the Belleville- 
based operation, these 
dairies now have a fighting 
chance to compete against 
industry giants such as 
Silverwood and Beatrice. 
Up until two years ago, 
dairies in Ontario were 
operating under a distribu- 
tion system outlined by the 
Ontario Milk Marketing 
Board. With these restric- 
tions, Quickert was limited 
to selling his products from 
Brockville to Bowmanville 


— well out-of-reach of the 
lucrative Toronto markets. 

“They (the larger dairies) 
wanted it all to 
themselves,"’ he explained. 
And without the access to 
this market, it was possible 
that smaller dairies would 
soon disappear. 

Deciding not to take the 
legislation lying down, 
Quickert took on the cor- 
porate giants in a court 
battle — and won. Reid’s 
Dairy had the right to 
distribute in the Toronto 
area. A year after he 
challenged the system, 
distribution area restric- 
tions for dairies were aban- 
doned. 

“Increased competition 
is what we want,” he said. 
“The consumer is the per- 
son we're trying to cater 
to.” 

But Quickert also had a 
one year jump on this new 
competition and was well 
on his way to becoming a 
dairy giant himself — a 
long way from his origins 
in Belleville. 

His family moved to 
Belleville in 1951 from Ger- 
many as post-war refugees 
with barely a cent to their 
name. During their first 
three months in the city,

Treatment plant solves village’s 


By Gavin Fletcher 

Frankford will receive an 
$856,000 water treatment 
plant as an interim solu- 
tion to the ’s need 
for improved and increased 
water supplies. 

Frankford Reeve Earl 
Hewison said the tem- 
porary plant will operate 
for three. years while per- 
manent water treatment 
and sewage facilities are 
under construction. 

At present most of the 
village’s 2,040 residents 
obtain water from two 
municipal wells. Although 
recent rains have kept the 
wells from up,

heavy usage has left the 
ground water supply badly 
depleted. 

And as the water supply 
has declined, so has water 
quality. According to 
Hewison, when water sup- 
plies are low, nitrate levels 
often rise, sometimes 
raching a reading of nine. 
He said a reading of 10 is 
considered unsafe by 
health and safety officials. 

Since there doesn’t seem 
to be any hope for the 
depleted ground water sup- 
ply, Hewison says the 
village has no alternative 
but to draw water from 
another source — the Trent

River, which runs through 
the center of Frankford. 

“The ground water is low 
and all indications are that 
it is going to disappear,” 
Hewison said. 

While the temporary 
plant will improve water 
quality and quantity by 
drawing water from the 
Trent River, it will also 
stunt the village’s growth 
during its three years in 
operation. Hewison says 
the plant will be designed 
to handle only Frankford’s 
current population. With 
the exception of some 
residences, no additional 
hook-ups will be ac-

Hewison says the pre- 
sent sewage facilities were 
built to accomodate 2,000 
people, and the facility is 
already working to its 
Maximum capacity of 
200,000 gallons per day.

Treaty needs strength 


Promises made by U.S. Senator Al Gore to 
strengthen President George Bush's proposals for 
reducing acid rain can be correctly compared to a 
light at the end of the tunnel. — r 

For years, Canadian prime munisters and 
American presidents have been negotiating for a 
clean air treaty to control the problem linked to the 
death of Canadian forests. All that was ever produc- 
ed was a series of speeches and associated political 
double-talk. 

When George Bush finally announced the propos- 
ed Clean Air Act, a glimmer of hope appeared in the 
eyes of every Canadian environmentalist — until the 
details were announced. As it stands before con- 
gress, Bush's legislation still fails to put a cap on 
total emissions. Without this cap, emissions could 
become worse than ever before. 

One of the most controversial aspects of the bill, 
however, includes a plan for ‘‘emissions trading”’ 
that would counter-act any possible improvements. 

The system would allow some industries to release 
more pollutants into the atmosphere as long as 
other industries cut back. Theoretically, clean air in- 
dustries could provide other industries with the 
right to release more pollutants into the air than 
ever before. 

If the Clean Air Act isn’t toughened with a cap on 
emissions and the emissions trading program isn’t 
abandoned, it will be another example of man failing 
to protect his environment as it crumbles around 
him.

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Suicide: Teens 


By Wendell Laidley 

Suicide is the final futile attempt by a 
desperate person to get control over his 
life. It is also the ultimate paradox: to 
succeed is to lose completely. 

Statistics compiled by the Regional 
Coroner’s office show that in 1987 (the 
last year for which complete numbers are 
available) in Eastern Ontario alone, 180 
people killed themselves. By contrast, on- 
ly 29 homicides were recorded in the same 
year. 

Why teens attempt suicide is par- 
ticularly worrisome. 

Gwen Brain, a 12-year veteran with 
Telecare, attributes teen suicide, in part, 
to the dramatic physical changes 
adolescents are undergoing in addition to 
external psychological pressures, It is a 
time of uncertainty and emotional flux. 
Small criticisms can trigger major self- 
doubts in teens, who tend to take 
everything to heart. 

Most manage to cope, but some of the 
insecure ones don’t. 

Peri Ballantyne, a social worker at 
Belleville General Hospital’s Crisis Cen- 
tre, says females attempt suicide three 
times as often as males, But in successful 
suicides the ratio is reversed: six to one 
for males. 

The reason lies in the methods used. 
Males tend to resort to violent, con- 
clusive means like shooting, hanging or 
drowning. (The less common vehicular 
suicide is difficult to establish.) Females

is no_textbook profile of a can- 
didate for suicide, only an array of things 
that may nudge or push a person toward 
self-destruction. 

Gwen Brain of Telecares’s Belleville 
chapter lists four feelings common to 
those who contemplate suicide: 
loneliness, helplessness, worthlessness 
and depression. The stages in this deadly 
progression are not separate and distinct. 
Each has several aspects and often 
overlaps on others. 


Young adults suffer lonliness when 
communication dries up in the family, 
creating distant relationships where 
teens can feel misunderstood by parents 
and siblings. This sense of loneliness is 
made worse when families are split by 
separation, divorce or the death of a 
parent. 

The mobility of society today makes it 
hard for teens to form lasting relation- 
ships, outside the home. Even in solid 
family units the principal breadwinner 
may be subject to periodic transfers. In 
the case of marital breakups, the children

Lacking input, young people can see 
themselves as bit players acting out a 
script they had no share in writing. 

“For some youngsters,”’says Ballan- 
tyne, ‘‘the decision to end their lives may 
be the first independent choice they've 
ever made.” 

And it could be the last. 

If child abuse or a teen pregnancy are 
factors, the victim’s situation may ap- 
pear utterly hopeless. 

Lack of accomplishment in school or 
the inability to find and hold down a job 
can build an impression of worthlessness 
in young minds, according to Brain. This 
negative self-image is enhanced if teens 
are put down by teachers and peers or 
berated by parents, she says. 

Busy parents may attach minor impor- 
tance to the end of a teenage romance. 
The teen, however, may view this as fur- 
ther evidence that he or she is good-for- 
nothing. 

Depression touches everyone to some 
degree. But the person who feels isolated 
from family and friends, powerless to im- 
prove his situation, of no value to himself

Suicide may seem an act of impulse, but 
she states that “attemps are rarely 
without signals.” 

Occasionally the sign can be as overt as 
a dangling noose or the flat statement: 
“I’m going to kill myself.” 

More often it is subtler. ‘‘I won't bother 
you any more,’’ carries the same implicit 
message. 

Ballantyne says neither type of threat 
should be ignored. 

Self-mutilation is another clear danger 
sign. A person who slashes his body or 
pounds his fists or head against a wall 
betrays a loathing for himself that can 
turn murderous. 

Generosity in sudden excess is alarm- 
ing. When a person gives away his 
treasured possessions to friends, it may 
well be a warning of a darker, secret in- 
tention. 

Sometimes music may be a signal. The 
variety termed ‘heavy metal’ is popular 
with many teenagers. However, when the 
focus shifts from the beat to the lyrics, 
which are frequently death- and suicide- 
oriented, and it is listened to privately in- 
stead of friends, it may be a justifiable 
cause for concern. 

Music is alleged to have been a con- 
tributing factor in some suicides, but it is 
hotly disputed and hard to prove.

or others, can easily slide into a state of 
morbid melancholy. 

Preoccupation with often imaginary or 
exaggerated personal shortcomings can 
overflow the depressed person's waking 
hours and steal needed sleep. Extreme 
fatigue and loss of appetite can be symp- 
toms of a depressed mood. 

The best approach to suicide preven- 
tion may lie, not with the various agen- 
cies created to intervene, but with the en- 
dangered persons, their family members 
and friends. The people closest to the 
situation can act to eliminate, or at least 
ease, the pressures on teens. 

According to Brain, people on the brink 
of suicide desperately need someone to 
talk with. When relatives and friends fail 
to provide that hearing ear, she and 
fellow Telecare workers are ready to 
assist. 

Caring too, is mandatory. But concern 
must be clearly demonstrated. Of trying 
to help a suicidal person, Ballantyne says: 
“T let them know I'll do everything I can 
to stop them from doing it.”

That same day, Jesie’s daughter called at her 
mother’s flat. When she received no answer after 
ringing the doorbell for some time, she let herself into 
the flat and discovered her mother’s body. 

Scotland Yard was on the scene investigating the 
murder shortly after receiving a call from the bobby 
on the beat. Even they were amazed at the amount of 
material they had to work with.

Folks, it isn't every day detectives arrive at the 
scene of a murder and find the killer's authentic name 
on a desk beside the body. Throw in the killer's 
fingerprints and you have a case homicide officers 
dream about but seldom encounter. 

Hal wasn’t quite finished with the folly of his ways 
Loaded down with loot from Jesie’s flat. he hailed a 
taxi outside her door and drove to King’s Cross 
Station. So as not to complicate things for the police, 
he went directly to the nearest pawn shop and pawned 
two of Jesie’s rings. Then he hopped a train to 
Birmingham. All of these activities were easily traced 
and Hal was taken into custody on Oct. 18, exactly 
four days after the murder. 

And why did Hal kill Jesie? Let's let him tell it: 

“It wasn’t murder. There was never any intent to 

murder. I have never used violence to anyone in my 

whole life before. What came over me I do not know. 

After I hit her, my mind went completely blank and is

hat was all very fine for Hal to Say, but 
experts disagreed. They-felt that Hal. 
who could be a charmer when in the 
mood, had a deep subconscious urge to 
be caught and sent back to jail. They 
further felt that he left his fingerprints 
and name at the crime scene on 
purpose. 

Hal was tried at England's famed Old Bailey on 
Jan. 28, 1942. His attorneys did their utmost to prove 
their client insane. They were unsuccessful. Hal's 
greatest moment came when the presiding judge asked 
him if he had anything to say. Hal went on for over 
half an hour. 

He touched on a multitude of topics and even warned 
the judge and jury. “I sincerely hope that each of you 
gentlemen of the jury, and the judge too, in passing 
sentence will remember these words, that when each 
of you, as you surely must some day, yourself stand 
before a higher tribunal, you will receive a greater 
measure of mercy than has been meted out (o me in 
this world.” 

Hal was right. He received no mercy at all. Harold 
Dorian Trevor was hanged on March 11. 1942 in 
Wandsworth Prison

Spenard’s heart is racing 


By John G. Smith 

‘It’s something you are 
born with, Richard 
Spenard said about racing, 
referring to the need for a 
thrill. And it’s this same 
need he caters to at the 
Spenard/David racing 
school in Shannonville 
while answering a dream of 
hisown. It was the 
dream of running his own 
business that brought 
Spenard to Shannonville 
with Raymond David to 
open the school, Spenard 
explained from his office in 
a tower over-looking the 
racing facility. But what he 
found in Shannonville 
quickly dimmed the gleam 
in his eye 

“There was nothing,” he 
said, referring to the 
facilities originally 
available at what is now 
one of the best racing cen- 
tres in Canada after 
ccessful inquiries into 
ther schools and 
able to find 
track, Shannon- 
s€ Was Chosen 

With David's funding to 
lease the track and 
Spenard’s teaching ability 
gained from his racing and 
teaching experience at 
other schools, 
Spenard/David was born. 

That was in the summer 
of 1985. Since then, $2 
million has been invested 
into the facility to provide 
an extended track, two 
skid pads, a viewing stand, 
a tower with offices and a 
media center, and garages, 

“Right now it’s the best 
teaching facility I've ever 
worked with,” he said. And 
people are coming to Shan- 
nonville to use them. 

Two, three day courses 
are offered through the 
school using a Camaro (for 
$1,400) or the F2000 (for 
$1,700), a vehicle much 





But 










closer to the standard vi- 
sion of a racing car. 
Despite the prices involv- 
ed, Spenard contends the 
courses aren’t too expen- 
sive. 

“We're not looking for 


the masses for our 
customers, it’s very 
reasonable,"’ he _ said. 


“Motor racing is a very ex- 
pensive sport. Our goal 
right now is to offer a uni- 
que product.” 

And if enrollment is any 
indication, the price tag 
doesn’t seem to be a deter- 
rent. 

Last year, 750 people 
signed up to learn the skill 
involved in racing an 
automobile with some 
students coming from as 
far away as Japan and 
Brazil. Almost 30 per cent 
come from the United 
States to join the classes 
numbering between 12 and 
14 people. 

Each day in the school 
runs from 8:30 a.m. to 5 
p.m. with only one to two 
hours in the classroom — 
the rest of the time is spent 
behind the wheel of a per- 
formance racing machine. 
Time in the car is spent on 
a skid pad where the 
drivers learn skid control 
with other lessons taking 
them through a very 
smooth progression until

they're ready to tackle the 
track at top speeds. 

“We're going to teach a 
lot to the person,” he said, 
adding that graduates will 
also become safer drivers 
on city roads since they’re 
more aware of what a car 
can do. 

Once finished the course, 
students receive a licence 
to participate in regional 
races in Canada. The only 
factor stopping them from 
pursuing a racing career is 
financing. 

Costs can be as high as 
$150,000 a year to race pro- 
fessionally in Canada, mak- 
ing sponsorships a necessi- 
ty. Spenard/David, 
however, opens doors in 
this area as well. 


A series of contests 
within the school can allow 
students to prove they’re 
worthy, possibly opening 
the eyes of potential spon- 
sors. If you're good 
enough, the sport isn’t 
necessarily confined to the 
rich. 

Spenard refers to 
Stephane Proulx, a 
graduate of the school, who 
is now racing in England in 
the Formula 3000 series. 
“He's not a rich kid,” he 
says.

The effort he’s put into 
teaching the classes has 
also shown up on the rac- 
ing circuits across Canada. 

“We've had a big im- 
pact,”” he said about the 
number of racers in dif- 
ferent series who have 
graduated from the school. 

And Spenard doesn’t 
limit himself to the con- 
fines of a classroom to 
show his racing talents, 
driven by the same need 
his students come to him 
with.

Charter boat captain Al Vandusen, who rigs and pilots 
the Crow (475-0941), and fishin’ buddy Gary MacDonald 
each locked horns with 25-pound plus silvery king 
salmon. Al located the chinook in that magic 54 Farenheit 
“comfort zone” some 25 feet below the surface using 
chartreuse spoons. Gary, who spends his working hours 
on the Great Lakes with the Coast Guard, landed his 
chinook on a multi-coloured sppon trailed behind new 
airplane shaped planing device. ce ) 

While the best finhing is yet to come, it’s encouraging 
to see the chinook’s early arrival here. 

Constantly changing winds and varying temperatures 
has made finding the 50 Farenheit thermocline somewhat 
difficult. Having a quality temperature probe, especially 
this time of year, is a definite asset in locating the 
salmon. Those without such a device can check with the 
guys on VHF or CB radios and ask for a “temperature 
check”. The majority of the anglers in our area are more 
than willing to share fishing info with their fellow anglers. 

Those who plan to fish trout and salmon on Lake On- 
tario the June 24th weekend may want to check with — 
myself (966-1652) or Al Spencer (399-5933): about:.thiso) 
year’s CLOSA Invitational.

As predicted, the shad have again invaded the waters 
of the Bay. The good news is that the walleye are still be- 
ing caught in fair numbers through most reaches. 
Weight-forward spinners such as Erie Dearies have been 
hot of late as have Rebels and Ropalas for the right 
trollers. With all the baitfish here the good walleye 
fishing may soon come to a halt as they gorge themselves 
on the shad.

By Gavin Fletcher 
Imagine living in a world 
where impaired vision and 
hearing are the norm, 
where carrying out a sim- 
ple conversation is almost 
impossible. In this world, it 
seems as though gravity is 
increased, as if five-pound 
weights have been strap- 
ped to arms and legs. Arms 
extend into canés and 
walking sticks, supporting

weary bodies. Clutching 
the canes and walking 
sticks are hands and 
fingers so limited in dex- 
terity that it is difficult to 
feed a pay phone with a 
quarter. 

Yes, it is hard to imagine 
living on this restricted 
planet, unless of course, 
you are an older adult, ex- 
periencing some handicaps 
and living on Planet Earth. 


Quinte Weekly News will 
be closed on Monday, July 
3, after the Canada Day 
Weekend.

By the time you realize 
how difficult it is to cope 
with handicaps that grow 
with each passing day, it is 
too late to change the 
obstacles that bring out 
the worst in your han- 
dicaps and make life in- 
creasingly difficult. You 
wish that others who don’t 
face the problems you do 
could see life through your 
eyes and experience the 
restrictions you have to 
deal with. 

Fifteen volunteers in Pic- 
ton had a chance to ex- 
perience life through other 
eyes last Wednesday morn- 
ing as the result of a pro- 
gram, developed by the On- 
tario Ministry of Social 
Services, called Through 
Other Eyes. 


Sponsored by the Prince 
Edward County Communi- 
ty Care for Seniors 
Association, the program 
allowed the volunteers, 
chosen from all walks of 
life, a chance to experience 
that lifestyle for two hours 
in an attempt to show 
them the restrictions older 
adults can face. 

Clad with swimming 
goggles, foam ear plugs, 
five pound weights strap- 
ped to their arms and legs, 
three pairs of gloves on 
each hand and a cane, the 
subjects were let loose on 
the streets of Picton and 
asked to perform simple, 
everyday tasks. 

“I took everything for 
granted,’’ volunteer Dale

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Tugboat takes 
its place on 
local waterways 


By John G. Smith 

Among the freighters, 
battleships and cruise 
ships around the world, 
the tugboat has always 
taken its place as the 
workhorse of the fleet. 
Now, thanks to Picton 
Reeve Bob Clapp, the 
tugboat has taken its 
place on local waterways 
among the traditional 
yachts, sail boats and 
cruisers. 

Six years ago, Clapp set 
out to find a boat design 
that would be more 
durable for trips down 
Ontario canal systems. 
Traditional sailboats 
were easily damaged on 
the walls of the locks, so 
he turned to a tugboat 
design. 

His boat with the shiny 
red hull, similar to that of 


s 


the traditional tug boat, 
is easily maintained and 
operated, he said. 

But even though 
Clapp’s 22-foot tug at- 
tracts a lot of attention 
from both land-lovers and 
sea-lovers alike, he ad- 
mits that not everyone is 
willing to pay the $32,000 
price tag for one of his 
custom-built boats. 

There are certain “‘peo- 
ple who like tugboats,’’ he 
explained, adding, 
“They're too slow for a 
lot of people.” 

So far, the tugs have 
been powered by an 18 
horsepower, 2 cylinder, 
inboard diesel engine. The 
choice, he says, was made 
because the design was 
economical and depen- 
dable.

Province turns on the tap for water treatment plant

Quinte MPP Hugh 
O'Neil has been a bearer of 
good news of late for area 
communities desperately 
needing improved water 
treatment facilities. 

Last week O'Neil gave 
Sidney Township a shot in 
the arm with his annonuc- 


grant earmarked for the 
construction of a water 
treatment plant and local 
watermains for the 
Bayside area. 

The announcement came 
on the heels of O'Neil’s 
notice two weeks earlier 
that Frankford would 
receive $856,000 for the 


million-grant for the con- 
struction of permanent 
water treatment and 
sewage facilities. 

Sidney Township Reeve 
Tom Nobles said the water 
treatment project will end 
many of the water pro- 
blems that have plagued 
the southern end of the 


Nobles, will serve the area 
between CFB Trenton to 
Montrose Road. 

There will come a day, 
explained Nobles, when 
township “residents can all 
turn their taps on at the 
same time’’ and get clear 
sparkling water that will 
be the envy of the Quinte 


““so good,"’ said the reeve, 
that he expects residents 
of other townships will 
come to Sidney Township 
armed with jugs just so 
they can fill up with water. 

Nobles said the water 
treatment and distribution 
system will be capable of 
serving between 5,000 to

South African justice and Canadian racism 


Where's the beef? It’s all around the middle. 

After writing last week’s column about carrying 
around this too, too palpable flesh, I decided to weigh in 
and see just what the bad news was: 198 pounds, a per- 
sonal record, and all done without the benefit of steroids.

SOUTH AFRICAN JUSTICE 

In South Africa, you might say justice is black and 
white. 

Two recent cases dramatically highlighted the dif- 
ferences between justice for blacks and justice for whites. 

Fourteen people are going to hang because they were 
part of a mob that killed a black man. None of them 
struck the fatal blow, but because they were among the 
300 people in the mob, they were held equally responsible

for the murder. 

They are black. 

Meanwhile, another man who beat a black man and 
then dragged him behind his truck until he was dead will 
not face the death penalty. His charge was reduced on the 
grounds that he hadn’t meant to kill the black man, 
although it’s hard to know what else he intended. 

He is white. 

Hard to figure, isn’t it? Whatever else justice may be in 
South Africa, it isn’t colour blind.

SMUG RACISM 

Before we get too smug about it, though, we should 
remember that South African justice is the result of in- 
stitutionalized racism. We may not institutionalize 
racism, but we are racist. 

As an American who moved to Canada in 1976, I 
always hated the smugness of Canadians when it came to 
race relations. I remember working with a woman who 
told me she couldn't understand why Americans were so 
racist. Why, some of her son’s best friends were black. 
Why, her son had attended the University of Chicago and 
he had brought home a black friend once for holidays and 
he was the nicest boy.

New Canadians should expect tolerance of their 
cultures — but surely they should also expect to bend to 
Canadian culture. 

Should the RCMP give up its traditional dress uniform 
because of a Sikh’s religious beliefs? Or should the Sikh 
have sought another job, knowing that he couldn't wear 
the uniform? Is it racist to ask the Sikh to conform to the 
Canadian tradition rather than to conform Canadian 
tradition to the Sikh? 

I think not.

If the protesters are right and Canada’s armed 
forces exist for economic reasons, then let’s close the 
entire defense department down and spend its 
budget on creating real jobs that create real goods 
and real services. It would be a more efficient and 
morally defensible use of the funds — if Canada’s 
armed forces really do exist only for economic 
reasons. 

But if like us, you take the old fashioned point of 
view that an army is for defense, then let’s make 
decisions on the basis of defense and not iohs.

The greatest noise ever measured was 210 dB created in 
a lab by NASA in October 1965. It was estimated to have 
been able to carry 100 miles and bore holes in solid 
material. It would have killed those who heard it at 192 
dB or more, where fatal over-shock waves start develop- 
ing. 

Prolonged noise beyond 150 dB will cause immediate, 
permanent deafness. That’s how modern rock groups re- 
tain their following, though they haven’t the talent to 
recognize a musical mistake.

But despite the small 
scale of the boats, Clapp’s 
tugs have still retained the 
value of a “work boat” 
while also including many 
comforts found in tradi- 
tional cruisers. 

The present design 
displaces only two feet of 
water, allowing for easy 
launching from any boat 
ramp from its two-wheeled 
trailer. 

The stern, as with tradi- 
tional tugboats, remains 
clear of any obstructions 
with only a single post on 
the deck. This allows for 
towing other boats and 
gives room for them to 
turn from side to side. On 
this tug, however, the open 
deck can also provide the 
room needed to set up a 
few lawn chairs. 

The inside of the boats, 
however, offer many of the 
comforts of home. 

His love of woodworking 
is apparent from the large 
amount of British Colum- 
bia cedar that lines the 
walls of the tug’s cab, 
housing controls and in- 
struments, including a 
search light, tachometer, 
water temperature guage, 
depth finder and, of course, 
a stereo. The tug also in-

Down below, through a 
door that’s a little difficult 
to negotiate unless the 
passanger is under five feet 
tall, the main living 
quarters are exposed.

So far, three of the boats 
have been built with an in- 
itial steel model being sold 
to a local high school 
teacher and the first weld- 
ed aluminum model going 
to a Toronto buyer. The 
third is still being tested 
and remains in Clapp’s 
possession. 

“They have a lot of 
character,” he said from 
behind the tug’s wheel. 

Hero, the tug he has 
now, will be put up for sale 
this year just in time for 
construction on a fourth to 
begin this fall. 

“It (construction) eats 


into my time a fair bit,” ad- 
mits the retired 
veterinarian. But he still

y. 

Whether he decides to 
keep a fourth model for 
himself, however, remains 
to be seen since he already 
owns a large sailboat. 

“At times, two boats is 
too many,” he adds. 

Until that decision com- 
es, more and more tugs of 
Clapp’s design may make 
their appearance at yacht 
clubs on local waterways. 
But don’t be surprised if 
these “work horses” aren’t 
piloted by a crew with 
work on their mind.

People often say: “I have 
no time” and they close 
their minds to the thought 
of volunteering, she says. 

“If you want someone to 
volunteer,” Brannen ex- 
plains. “You have to say: 
‘we really need someone to 
do this job.” 

Volunteers give com- 
munity groups anywhere 
from two or three hours of 
their time a day to two or 
three hours a_ year. 
Whatever time a volunteer 
can afford is a help, she 
says.

nitially, police thought that someone had 
committed the perfect murder. A little girl 
lay dead in her bed and no one knew who 
had committed the crime, or why. 
The tiny village of Gomze-Andoumont, 
Belgium had never been tarnished by a 
major crime. The murder of five-year-old 
Natalie Dister on Aug. 19, 1979 angered and, at the 
same time, saddened the community. 
Jeannine and Jacques Dister married when 
Jeannine was only 18 and Jacques 23. Nine months 
later, Jeannine gave birth to a beautiful baby 
daughter, whom the couple adored. Despite the 
admiration both parents displayed toward their 
little girl, the marriage didn’t last. Neither could 
put a finger on their difficulties — they just agreed 


Jacques returned to his home village of Foret- 
Trooz, located about three miles away. He visited 
his wife and daughter often. Theirs was an 
amicable separation. When both parents found 

















themselves unemployed, they felt it unnecessary 
to go through the expense and inconvenience of a 
divorce. 

Jeannine and daughter Natalie lived on the se- 
cond floor of a large old house. When Jeannine 
was nervous about staying alone, she would call 
Jacques, who never failed to drop everything and 
join her. On most of these occasions, he stayed 
overnight and slept with his wife. 

It was a hard life, living on the edge of poverty, 
but Jeannine made do with the small unemploy- 
ment allowance doled out to her by the Belgian 
government. So did most of her neighbours, in- 
cluding her friends, the Severyns. 

The Severyns family consisted of 45-year-old 
Antoinette, who was handicapped and confined to 
a wheelchair, and her 19-year-old daughter Marie, 
Jeannine’s best friend. Marie, too, subsisted on 
unemployment benefits, while her mother drew a 
disability pension. Papa Severyns had long since 
flown the coop. 

Jeannine was looking forward to her little 
daughter’s fifth birthday that summer of 1979. 
Because Marie Severyns’ birthday was in the 
same week, the two families planned on 
celebrating the birthdays together. 

There was the ever pressing matter of money, 
but even that ticklish problem seemed to be well 
in hand. Government cheques were due to be pick- 
ed up from the village administration office 
located within walking distance of Jeannine’s flat. 

Jeannine and Marie made plans to pick up their 
cheques together. They would get Antoinette’s at

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the same time. She was exempt from making a 
personal appearance at the office due to her 
disability. Usually, Jeannine lugged along little 
Natalie, but on this particular morning the child 
looked so peaceful sleeping in her bed that Jean- 
nine didn’t have the heart to wake her. She decid- 
ed to let her sleep. After all, she would be back in 
a half an hour at the latest. 

Thirty minutes later, Jeannine returned to 
Natalie’s blood-splattered room. The child’s throat 
had been slit by one vicious slash of a sharp knife, 
Jeannine’s cries attracted neighbours and before 
long the entire village was assembled in front of 
the old rambling house. The crowd was in a nasty 
mood and talk of lynching was whispered among 
them. However, there was no one to lynch. There 
were no clues as to who had perpetrated the most 
ghastly act ever to take place in the history of the 


The medical examiner informed police that the 
child hadn’t suffered, but had been killed in- 
stantly while she slept. She had not been in- 
terfered with sexually in any way. He suggested 
that the wanton killing must have been the work 
of an insane person. 

when Jeannine recovered her composure, she 
was able to pinpoint the time of the murder as be- 
ing between 8:15 and 8:45 a.m., the times she had 
left for and returned from the administration 
building in the village. Police canvassed the 
village immedialtely, hoping that someone had 
noticed a stranger that morning. No stranger had 
been seen. 


Marie Severyns was questioned. She told of going 
with Jeannine to pick up her own cheque and that 
of her handicapped mother. She confirmed the 
times which Jeannine had already given to the 
investigating officers. p 

Police inquiries seemed to come up against a 
brick wall in locating a suspect. However, they did 
recover the murder weapon, a razor sharp butcher 
knife Jeannine had purchased some weeks earlier. 
It was found in a drawer with the rest of Jeannine’s 
cutlery and appeared to have been wiped clean of 
blood. The killer had missed tiny traces of blood 
adhering to the blade. 


Jeannine had locked the front door of the house 
before leaving. It was discovered that the killer had 
gained entrance by opening a tiny window next 
to the front door. This window had a defective 
catch. Once the window was opened, the killer was 
able to reach inside and release the spring lock of 
the door. The murderer then proceeded up the steep 
Stairs to Natalie’s room. When the killer left the 
house, the door automatically snapped shut. The 

‘door handle, butcher knife, and everything else 
the killer had touched had been wiped clean of 
fingerprints. 

There matters stood. The murder appeared to be 
an impulsive act, yet the killer had taken great 
care to cover his or her tracks after committing the 
crime.

The 
wheelchair bound diabetic had been like a 
grandmother to the little girl. 

The local police were now being assisted by 
Belgium’s finest detectives from Liege. They 
questioned everyone involved and homed in on 
Antoinette Severyns. In delving into her history, 
they discovered that she had suffered from a 
mental illness. Antoinette indicated that she felt her 
daughter Marie was becoming far too friendly with 
Jeannine. She may even have felt that Jeannine 
was coming between her and her daughter. 
Detectives thought it possible that Antoinette may 
have killed Natalie, believing that Jeannine would 
move out of the neighborhood. She would then have 
her daughter to herself.

Antoinette Severyns was judged to be mentally 
deficient and unfit to stand trial. She was confined 
to an institution for the mentally ill, where she 
resides to this day.

The chinook salmon stocking is basically a put and take 
fishery as they have displayed minimal signs of reproduc- 
tion here. On the other hand, the atlantic salmon 
reproduce well in our waters and the government appears 
to be leaning towards this less expensive fishery. The on- 
ly drawback to the atlantic salmon as a sport fish is its 
slow growth rate, perhaps comparable to the lake trout 
species. Chinook, in contrast, reach a weight of over 40 
pounds in only four to five years. 

What makes the atlantic salmon attractive as a game 
fish is its fighting quality. It often spends more time out 
of the water than in it once hooked. 

Huge chinook continue to be boxed off Brighton and 
Wellington waters, although not in great numbers. This 
writer had the opportunity to do battle with a 29 pound 
plus king last week aboard Gary MacDonald's charter 
craft, the Glen Rover. The chinook put the bite on a 
yellow striped Southport Slammer 45 feet below the sur- 
face, putting the 12 pound Ande line to the test. 

Also brought on deck were five silver bows with the 
help of former ship commander Frank Stockwell. Our 
location was south of Proctor Point over 160 feet of 


water.

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Mustang anniversary

This year marks the 25th 
anniversary of the Ford 


Mustang. The Mustang 
started a whole new 
chapter in automotive 


design and marketing. 

Its development began 
in 1961, the brainchild of 
Lee Iacocca, then vice- 
president and general 
manager of Ford. Mr. 
Iacocca’s plan was to 
design a ‘personal car’ for 
younger people, which 
would be reasonable in 
price, fairly sporty and 
have great looks. 

The first prototypes 
were fibreglass, and seem- 
ed impractical and costly 
to build. Taking ideas from 
the success of the Thunder- 
bird, Ford decided to go 
with a four-seater rather

in the production year. The 
six-cylinder was increased 
from 170 cu. in., increasing 
horsepower to 120 from 
101; and the V8 was in- 
creased to 283 cubic in- 
ches, with a horsepower 
gain of 36 with the four- 
barrel carburetor, the eng- 
ing horsepower again rais- 
ed to a whopping 271. 

By the time the Mustang 
hit production, much of the 
car's chassis and drive 
train components were 
shared with the Ford 
Falcon. The Mustang came 
in three body styles in its 
first few years of produc- 
tion. 

The hardtop version was 
the most popular choice, 
then followed by the fast- 
back coupe and the conver- 
tible. The coupe and con- 
vertible versions never 
caught on as well as the 
hardtop. The biggest 
disappointment of the 
groups was the convertible

which started sales at the 

100,000 mark in 1965 and 

dropped to a dismal 15,000 

mark by 1969. 

The first Mustang to be 
sold was in fact sold in 
Canada. The car was a 
white convertible with a 
V8, sold to an airline Cap- 
tain named Tucker in St. 
John, Newfoundland on 
April 17, 1964. 

There are rumors that 
this car shouldn’t have 
sold. In March of 1966 
Capt. Tucker was given 
keys to the millionth-and- 
first Mustang in exchange 
for his very rare car. This 
car now resides at the 
Henry Ford Museum in 
Dearborn, Mich. 

Prices for the original 
Mustang started at $2,872 
in Canada for the two-door 
hardtop. The appealing 

price of the Mustang 
started a buying frenzie; 
dealers were actually well 


over list price for 
Mustangs that were on 
their lots. 


The first year of sales 

caused much excitment for 
the Ford dealers across 
North America. A truck 
driver in San Francisco 
drove his truck through 
the front window of the 
showroom because he ap- 
parently couldn’t take his 
eyes off the car. Dealers all 
over had to lock the doors 
of cars in the showroom to 
prevent people trying to 
pry their way into all the 
cars. 
Up until 1967 model 
year, the Mustang had vir- 
tually stayed the same, 
with little or no change. 
The '67 and ‘68 Mustang 
was the start of the in- 
creased sized car. 

Between the Mustang's 
introduction in 1964 to the 
1973 model year, it gained 
12 inches in length and 600 
pounds in weight. 

As sales started to 
decline in the early '70’s, 
Ford felt that it was time 
to get back to basics with 
the introduction of the

This smaller and lighter 
Mustang led the way to an 
increase in sales of 135 per 
cent. This more rounded 
version continued on into 
the 1978 model year. By 
this time, rising oil and gas 
prices had brought the 
smaller car back into 
fashioh. For 1979, Ford in- 
troduced the Mustang we 
basically have today. 

As the engineers became 
more proficient in the 
design of enine that 
polluted less and perform- 
ed better, the Mustang 
again helped to launch 
another performance era. 
In 1982, the Mustang 
Cobra GT was introduced 
with a high output V8 
generating 157 Hp. 

Sill in keeping with the 
times, the Mustang could 
still be ordered with a 2.3- 
litre four cylinder. 

Today the horsepower 
wars of the '80’s have pro- 
duced Mustangs with 
horsepower ratings in the 
neighborhood of 225 and 
300 lb. ft. of torque all for 
around $18,000, Compare 
this to may other cars with 
this kind of power and you 
will have to pay much 
more.

industry that Ford will in- 
troduce a special limited 
run of 5.7-litre (350 cu. in). 
Mustanges in the 1990 
model year. This model, I 
am told, will have even 
more power than the pre- 
sent 5-litre cars. 

This year, starting April 
17 to April 16 1990, Ford 
will be putting special 
badges and decals on all 
Mustangs produced. This 
will be co-ordinated with 
posters and com- 
memorative books and 
clothing. 

Dealers will also be link- 
ed with Mustang fan clubs 
throughout Canada to set 
up local celebrations. 

There are a lot of factors 
that have contributed to 
the success of the Mustang 
over the years. Ford was 
the first company that had 
the insight to take younger 
buyers seriously, giving 
them the right foot to start 
production of this totally 
new concept. 

By keeping the lid on the 
Mustang project, they got 
a two-year jump on the 
competition, mainly the 
Chevy Camaro.

6. Purple Cone Flower: Begins flowering in early sum- 
mer and never quits until freeze-up. Large daisy-like 
blooms with backward sweeping petals, orchid-pink with 
deep brown centres. 

7. Frensham Floribunda Roses: Sturdy, thirty-inch, 
heavily thorned stems support glossy green foliage and 
clusters of medium-sized, brilliant red blooms all season 
long. Hardy. 

8. Sedum Spectabile: A statuesque plant with fleshy, 
gray-green stems and leaves. In late summer and fall, 6- 
inch flat pannicles of tiny, brilliant flowers appear. But- 
terflies love them. 

9. Bleeding Heart: Arching stems dripping with heart- 
shaped flowers in late spring. Blue-green, deeply lobed 
foliage that dies back in late summer. 

10. Alyssum Saxatile: Also known as “Basket of Gold” 
for good reason - masses of brilliant yellow flowers on 
silver gray foliage in early spring. 

11. Autumnale Helenium: A late summer and fall 
bloomer with medium-sized, yellow or orange flowers 
often overlaid with bronze on four to five-foot stems.

Tests conducted on the 
dioxin levels in the edible 
portion of walleye in the 
Bay of Quinte have shown 
that the fish are within 
consumption guidelines 
outlined by Health and 
Welfare Canada. 

Ten walleye (five from 


Big Bay on the Bay of , 


Quinte and five from 
Prince Edward Bay on 
Lake Ontario) were col- 
lected this spring for the 
analysis. 

Tests conducted by the 
Federal Department of 
Oceans and Fisheries and 
released last month show- 
ed much higher concentra- 
tions of dioxin but Murray 
German, chairman of the 


Bay of Quinte Remedial 


Action Plan, stressed these 
tests were done on the en- 
tire fish. Fish consumption 
guidelines are based on the 
edible portion of fish (the 
skinned filet) while dioxins 
and furans are known to 


accumulate in the fatty 
tissues of a fish. 

The first tests on four 
Bay of Quinte walleye were 
completed in November, 
1988, and prompted the ad- 
ditional tests on five more 


walleye reported last mon- 
th. These subsequent tests 
showed dioxin levels from 
15.4 to 118.5 parts per 
million, German said in a 
telephone’ interview. 
Guidelines for consump- 
tion levels impose a limit of 
20 parts per million of the 
dioxins on the edible fish. 


A study on the edible 
portions of 10 bass, 
however, revealed no diox- 
in accumulations. 


“They were interested in 
looking for dioxin in the 
ecosystem,’’ German said, 
explaining why the entire 
walleye was tested and not 
just the edible portions us- 
ed to determine if the fish 
is safe for consumption. 

“Unfortunately, their

out,”’ he added. ““There was 
a lot of confusion there 
(over what the test results 
meant).” 

the Guide to Eating On- 
tario Sport Fish has put a 
restriction on the consump- 
tion of fish in the Bay of 
Quinte because of mercury 
and PCB contamination. 
These guidelines include: 
O no consumption of 
walleye 24 inches or larger 
limited consumption 
from 18 inches to 24 inches 
in length including: 
—long-term consumption 
guideline of 1/2 lb per week 
—a maximum consumption 
of 5 lbs over a one week 
period 
—a maximum consumption 
of 2.8 Ibs a week over a two 














week period 

—a maximum consumption 
of 2.1 Ibs a week over a 
three week period 

O under 18 inches is safe 
for unlimited consumption 

Although samples of 
pike, perch and a variety of 
other species have been col- 
lected from the bay as well, 
German says results from 
the tests won't be available 
in the near future. 

Since Ministry of the En- 
vironment labs can only 
handle 20 dioxin analyses a 
month for all of Ontario, 
the Bay of Quinte area has 
already occupied two mon- 
ths of lab time. 

In his estimation, results 
from the tests should be 
available ‘‘within the next 
year.”

A grant for $14,000 went to a study of the attitudes of 
Nova Scotians towards animals. No indication is offered 
of what the findings were, but we'd like to know.

Do they love animals just 
as much as Ontarians or do Manitobans outstrip 
everyone in their love of animals. I mean, the future of 
Canada could be at stake here. Or if not the future of 
Canada, then perhaps the future of the Meech Lake Ac- 


Another study looked at the importance of the fool as a 
transitional figure in the historical development of 
Western civilization.

With government funding flowing as freely as water 
from a tap, I will personally volunteer my time to study 
the affects of coffee breaks on journalists, a study that is 
long overdue if you ask me.

Opening Friday at the 
Bell-North Front Centre, 
City Limits could quickly 
become Belleville’s hottest 
night club — but it will be 
off limits for anyone 19 
years or older. 

City Limits will be a 
night club for teens only, 
says Gordon Keith, the 
Montreal-based consultant 
responsible for opening the 
City Limits facility. 

“We want to be known 
as the community centre 
for teens,’’ Keith says. 

And the club probably 
will succeed in doing just 
that. A unique concept in 
teen clubs, City Limits of- 
fers a dazzling array of 
high tech toys to create a 
night club atmosphere that 
challenges any adult night 
club. 


The 5,000 square foot 
facility includes featured 
dance areas, room for live 
bands, tables and chairs 
for teens to relax and talk 


and a ‘bar’ to serve 
everything from soft 
drinks to ‘mocktails’ as 
well as pre-packaged food. 

So far nothing out of the 
ordinary. 

But designer Rennie 
Cheung of Neon Sound and 
Light, the Montreal-based 
company responsible for 
designing the club, has 
made sure the rest of the 
club is extraordinary. Blue 
and white neon lights 
around the club, combined 
with the rough feel of ce- 
ment blocks, jail-style rail- 
ings and the high tech look 
of aluminum light and 
sound girders around the 
dance floor, give City 
Limits what he calls a rug- 
ged but chic style. 

And it gets better. 

The fully computerized 
light and sound system has 
1,000 programs and con- 
trols 15,000 watts of 
lights, 10,000 watts of 
sound (enough to “rattle 


every piece of metal in the 
building,” Rennie says) 
and many special effects, 
including artificial smoke 
from two smoke machines, 
confetti, bubbles, black 
lights, mirror balls, pin 
spots, air craft landing 
lights, double headed spin- 
ners and special effects 
such as a rainbow and 
moonbeam. 

“We're fun, that’s the 
bottom line,” Keith says. 

The package makes City 
Limits comparable to any 
adult night club in the 
region, Keith says, and 
manager Steve Buskard 
agreens. A veteran of eight 
years of playing in night 
clubs with bands, the only 
place remotely like City 
Limits that he can think of 
— for any age group — isa 
night spot in Ottawa. 

“You've got more here 
than anybody else in the ci- 
ty, including adult bars,” 
Keith says to area teens. 


Company also opens 
family amusement centre 


City Limits, a night club 
for teens aged 13 to 18, is 
only one half of a complete 
amusement centre being 
opened by Amusement To- 
Day at the Bell-North 
Front Centre in Belleville 

Next to City Limits will 
also be a 6,000 square foot 
amusement centre that will 
include a nine hole mini 
putt golf course, arcade 
games, a basketball hoop 


and ball toss. There are 
also plans for an indoor 
driving range, says Gordon 
Keith, the Montreal-based 
consultant in charge of 
opening the facility. 

Unlike City Limits, 
which is only open to teens, 
the amusement centre will 
be open to anyone and is 
family oriented. 

“We hope to promote 
family entertainment,” 


Keith says. ‘‘We want peo- 
ple to come down, play 
some golf and take their 
kids down here.” 

He is hoping to make ar- 
rangements that will allow 
mothers to leave their 
children there while shopp- 
ing at the neighbouring 
LOEB grocery store. 

“It gives them an alter- 
native to following a 
grocery cart,” he says.

“So, why go somewhere 
else?” 

But as with all teen- 
oriented activities, City 
Limits will be extremely 
security conscious. 

“We're fighting a lot of 
our predecessors,’”’ Keith 
says, admitting that teen 
clubs often have a bad 
name. “We (as an industry) 
have a bad rap.” 

But City Limits is here 
for the long term, he says, 
and the club is willing to 
sacrifice what he calls the 
“five per cent bad apples”’ 
by maintaining tight 
security. 

“If the first night some 
kid gets hit on the head by 
a 2X4, we're gone,’’ he 
says. “We can’t afford 
that” with half a million in- 
vested in the club. 

City Limits is co- 
operating with city police 
and juvenile authorities, he 
says. Eventually, member- 
ships will be sold in the

expect in the cellar, Gary had her perform both 
oral and conventional sex. He then left her to her 
own thoughts. Josefina screamed. Gary returned 
and as punishment forced her down into the hole he 
had dug under the concrete floor. It was just big 
enough for him to place a board over the opening. 
Gary brought a radio down into the cellar and 
turned the volume up. Josefina could scream to her 
heart’s content. No one «ould hear her. 

Two days later, Gary brought another girl to his 
cellar. Sandy Lindsay had known Gary for about 
four years. This mildly retarded woman had had 
sex with Gary before, but didn’t comprehend what 
was happening to her. When she was chained nude 
to the pipe, she cried medntno ably. 

The two girls were given Water and crackers. 
They ate while Gary enlarged his underground pit. 
Both girls were then forced to take part in Gary's 
particular brand of sexual gratification. 

It was well known that Sandy was acquainted with 
Gary. When she didn’t show up at her usual haunts, 
her sister, Teresa, called at 3520 North Marshall St. 
Gary didn’t answer the door. 

Down in the cellar, the two girls, existing on oat- 
meal crackers and bread, huddled together for 
warmth. Sometimes they were beaten, sometimes 
given treats, such as chicken. Daily, there was sex- 
ual activity. 

November gave way to December. Just before 
Christmas, Gary picked up 19-year-old Lisa Thomas. 
She was introduced to the two scrawny, dirty girls 
in the cellar before being forced to perform sexually 
for her master. 

Deborah Dudley was the fourth girl to be incar- 
cerated in Gary’s cellar. She, too, was initiated into 
the routine of sex and beatings. Sometimes, Gary 
had the girls beat each other with a board. If the 
wielder of the board didn’t act with enough vigor, 
she herself would be beaten. Another punishment, 
instituted on a whim, was feeding the girls dog food 
if they misbehaved. If they refused to eat it, they 
were beaten. Eventually, each girl succumbed to 
the threats and ate the dog food. ¥ r 

On Jan. 18, 1987, prostitute Jacqueline Askins, 18, 
joined Gary’s harem, making a total of five prosti- 
tutes in the cellar. To celebrate the addition of his 
latest acquisition, Gary treated all five women to 
Chinese food. 

Having endured months 
February Sandy Lindsay’s it 
more listless she became, the more beatings she 
suffered. Finally, living in dampness and without 
proper food, Sandy Lindsay died. 

Sandy's death posed a problem for Gary. She was

Some body parts were placed in plastic bags and 

put in an aap refrigerator, while others were 
mixed with dog food in a food processor and fed to 
the remaining captives. Body which could not 
be processed were cooked, which caused a 
nauseating odor. Neighbors complained to police. 
An officer showed up at Gary's door, but was 
placated when Gary told him he had overcooked a 
roast. Satisfied, the officer went away. 
_ On March 18, Gary forced Josefina to assist him 
in a new type of torture. Lisa, Jacqueline and 
Deborah were squeezed into the hole in the floor, 
while Josefina was told to fill the pit with water. 
Gary bared one end of an electric wire and placed it 
against the girls’ chains. The resulting shock didn’t 
torture Deborah; it killed her. Next day, Gary plac- 
ed Deborah's body in his freezer, where it was to re- 
main for four days. 

On March 22, Gary, with Josefina’s help, drove 
Deborah’s body to an isolated spot in New Jersey, 
where it was into a grove of trees. Next 
day, Gary picked up slave number six, Agnes 
Adams. She was unceremoniously initiated into the 
now well-established cellar routine. 

Josefina Rivera realized that sooner or later she 
would become a murder victim of the strange man 
who controlled her every move. She decided to 
attempt to make a deal. She slowly talked Gary into 
letting her visit her family. Josefina had been in the 
cellar for four months and had gained a measure of 
Gary's confidence. He made a deal. If she didn’t 
return, he would kill the remaining three girls. 


n addition, he had her sign a letter con- 
fessing that she had been jointly responsi- 
ble for the deaths of the two girls. If she 
informed on him, he would produce the let- 


ter. 

That night, Gary released Josefina with 

the strict understanding that she would 
meet him at a gas station at midnight. Once out of 
the Caddy, the terrified girl ran the four blocks to 
her boyfriend's apartment. After she hysterically 
convinced him that her horror story was true, the 
police were called. They, too, had to be convinced 
that the tale of kidnapping, rape, cannibalism and 
murder was authentic. Finally, they paid a visit to 
the cellar of horrors at 3520 North Marshall St. 


Gary Heidnik was taken into custody, tried, con- 
victed and sentenced to death. He is presently on 
Death Row at the Western Pennsylvania Correc- 
tional Institute in Pittsburgh.

Children at risk on farms

Farming is a profession 
taken for granted. Unfor- 
tunately, due in part to the 
lack of farm safety educa- 
tion, the security of many 


children playing on 
farmland is taken for 
granted as well. 


The mortality rate for 
children using a farm as a 
recreational area is startl- 
ing. In just 10 years, 80 


children under age 15 were 
killed in Ontario farm ac- 
cidents. Fatalities included 
61 children under age 10 
and 39 children under age 
five. 

In an effort to promote 
farm safety education, 
with children as a focus, 
the Ontario Farm Safety 
Association has dubbed 
the theme of Farm Safety 
Week (July 25 - 31) 
“Children on the Farm — 


Keep Them Safe!** 

Jeanne Hadwen, 
chairperson of the 
Hastings Farm Safety 
Association, says that 
educating both children 
and adults is vital to a 
child’s security. If parents 
know about safety and 
where their children are 
playing, then everyone will 
be better off.

She points to a number 
of accidents that take place 
simply because adults 
often forget that young 
children tend to be 
fascinated with equipment 
and like to explore. 

Accidents such as those 
reviewed by the Farm Safe- 
ty Association are intend- 
ed to remind farm workers 
to pay attention to 
youngsters in the hope of 
preventing & tragedy. 

One case history tells 
about a child who was play- 
ing in a barn near a horse.

Other safety concerns for 
Hastings County Farm 
association are all-terrain 
vehicles. Hadwen says that 
although ATVs are & 
popular mode of 
transportation around the 
farm, they tend to flip easi- 
ly and present a danger to 
drivers. 

Hadwen says it is vital to 
teach farm safety educa- 
tion to youngsters. 

“If you can teach them 
safety when they are small 
they will hopefully 
remember it when they are 
older,” she explains.

Red raspberries are the usual types grown, although 
blacks and purples are also available. The common 
raspberry bears from early to mid-summer and an ever- 
bearing variety, although lacking the subtle flavour of 
the summer variety, produces both a spring crop on the 
previous year’s growth and a fall crop on the current 
season’s growth. 

Raspberries prefer a well-drained soil augmented with 
compost or peat and vermiculite. They should never be 
planted where tomatoes, peppers, potatoes or eggplant 
have been grown since they are susceptible to soil-borne 
diseases associated with these plants. 

Raspberries may be grown in rows or mounds. In row 
plantings, set canes two feet apart in rows four feet apart. 
In clump plantings, set three canes eight inches apart in 
groups spaced four feet apart. After planting, prune 
canes to 12 inches in height. 

Now, when pruning your raspberries in the early spring 
of the second year, thin canes, leaving two or three per 
one foot of row. Prune remainder to three feet to force 
side growth that will bear that summer. After harvest,

ed ones and leaving three to four canes per foot. Top 
prune these to force side branching. 

Raspberry plants should be fed in early spring with the 
same, dry organic fertilizer as raspberries. Cultivate the 
soil around each cane and water in thoroughly. 

Currants are a cold climate fruit widely grown across 
Canada. The 
more popular are the black or red varieties but whites are 
also available. Unlike strawberries or raspberries, the cur- 
rant’s tartness does not make it an eating fruit but it is 
widely used in jams and jellies. The bushes grow three to 
four feet tall and bear 20 to 30 years. Each mature shrub 
should yield three to four quarts of fruit annually. 

Like all small fruits, currents prefer full sun. But unlike 
raspberries, do best in a moist medium to heavy soil that 
has been supplemented with compost, or peat moss and 
vermiculite. 

For berries within two to three years, buy one or two- 
year old plants for setting out, preferable in the fall. Plant 
them four to five feet apart and prune them back to 
within eight inches of the ground. No further pruning is 
necessary for the next three years. 

Each fall or winter thereafter, cut back all the oldest 
canes, (three years or more) to ground level and new canes 
to two or three per 12 inches. Immediately after planting 
and each following spring, feed with a dry fertilizer with 
low first and high second and third numbers. 

Currants are the easiest of the small fruits to pro- 
pagate. In fall, set eight to 10-inch cuttings of one-year 
mere directly in the ground, burying all but the top

century demands but by the needs of a 19th century 
farming economy. 

There was a Lime when closing schools for the 
summer made sense. Once upon a time, Canada was 
a farming country and youngsters were needed on 
the family farm. Long summer holidays and a school 
year that started and ended in time for planting and 
harvesting made sense then. It doesn’t anymore. 

Long summer holidays, although an ingrained 
habit for North Americans, are not necessarily 
desirable. Youngsters are easily bored over a long 
break with nothing to do, and that means trouble, as 
any parent knows — especially in more urbanized 
settings. 

Nor are summer holidays the norm anymore. In- 
creasingly, families beat the winter blahs by taking 
off to warmer climes at Christmas or spring break. 
Others head out to Whistler or Quebec for skiing 
holidays. 

From an educational point of view, year round 
schools would seem to make sense. Every teacher 
knows that students spend the school year learning 
and the summer break forgetting what they have 
learned. Shorter but more frequent breaks might 
help students to retain what they have learned and 
to progress faster. 

And in fact, that is exactly what U.S. schools have 
found when they experimented with year round 
schooling. Pilot projects inthe U.S. have consistent- 
ly shown an increase in learning and a decrease in 
dropout rates. 

We would recommend that school boards take a 
close look at this proposal. It makes sense in a socie- 
ty that has changed enormously since our school 
schedule was first set in the 19th century.

Treks around the pro- 
vince, ranging from Ot- 
tawa and Toronto to areas 
so remote they don’t have 
a telephone, are not uncom- 
mon. And combining the 
travel involved with this 
portfolio and his previous 
one of industry, trade and 
technology, he’s literally 


travelled around the world 
from Asia to Europe to the 
Middle East and across 
Canada. 

“Tt’s quite exhausting,” 
he said. 

But O'Neil is no stranger 
to work. 

“Even in opposition I us- 
ed to ask for a lot of 
meetings,” he said. ‘“‘Even 
in the opposition years we 
got a fair amount for the 
riding.” 

Despite the work, O’Neil 
would like to stay in the 
cabinet. Does he have his 
eye on another portfolio for 
the next cabinet shuffle? 

“There are certain other 
ministries that might be of 
interest to me,” he admits. 
But he won’t list any of 
them fearing that someone 
might think he’s ‘out for 
their job.”’ 

Although he enjoys his 
work, there have been bad 
days. ‘I’ve certainly had 
good and bad days — but 
that goes with life,’ he 
shrugs, adding that things 
usually balance out. 

And one of the bad days 
has been experienced quite 


recently as he was caught 
up in the Patricia Starr 
scandal after she purchas- 
ed tickets to a fund-raising 
dinner he was involved 
with. 

“It affected the lives of a 
lot of people — it should 
never have happened.” 

“I was very upset,’ he 
said, with his now familiar 
grin leaving his face. ““You 
spend a whole life making 
sure that things like that 
never happen.” 

“The members had no 
idea,” he said, defending 
many of the others caught 
up in the affair.

What’s new at the 
museum? 

While trying to find the 
. answer to this paradoxical 

.question, Quinte Weekly 
News toured the coun- 
trysides of Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties, 
stopping at various 
Museums along the way. 

The first stop on the 
agenda was the Royal 
Canadian Airforce 


Memorial Museum, located ' 
as ‘The Great Escape.” 


at the Trenton Air Force 
Base. A variety of war col- 
lections gave curator, Cap- 
tain Earl Hewison — also 
reeve of the village of 
Frankford — plenty to talk 
about. 

Canada’s only RCAF 
museum — the army has 
29 and the navy has three 
— opened in 1984 as a 
special project to mark the 
RCAF'’s 60th anniversary. 

Hewison says the 
museum was established 
as a lasting tribute and 
memorial to all the men 
and woman who served in 
the RCAF and its 
predecessors. And with the 
number and variety of 
displays on hand in the 
cramped quarters, the 
museum does them service. 


Lack of space 

In fact there are so many 
artifacts that Hewison 
says the temporary 4,000 
sq. ft. building which 
houses the museum and 
base library isn’t large 
enough. 

“T’m out of space now,” 
he says with a sweep of his 
hands. 

Hewison says the lack of 
space keeps him from 
showing all the museum 
has to offer. Even so he 
gets comments from 
visitors favourably com- 
paring Trenton’s museum 
to such war museums as 
the one in Ottawa or the 
famous Hendron Museum 
in London, England. 

“They say this place is 
better than any of those. 
It’s more personalized,” he 
says. 

And while the Hendron 
Museum focuses on war 
heros, Hewison says the 


Trenton museum is suc-. 


cessful because it focuses 
on all aspects of the air 
force. 

“We show everything, 
not just the heros because 
the heros would not have 
had the medals if it weren’t 
for others like the ground 
crews,” he explains. 

Hewison points to one 
display, blue uniforms 
worn by the RCAF. He ex- 
plains that the uniform col- 
or and material stem from 
the 1916 Russian revolu- 
tion. He says a Russian 
cavalry regiment ordered 


new uniforms from 


England, but the revolu- 
tion ended before they got 
them. When it came time 
for the Royal Air Force (it 
later became the RCAF) to 
purchase new uniforms, 
the company in Engalnd 
sold the material at a 
reduced rate. 

Past the uniform display 
and back against the far 
wall of the museum, 
Hewison points to a replica 
of the tunnel used in what a 
movie and book referred to 


The tunnel — its height 
and width are the actual 
size — is made of bed- 
boards for support, ration 
cans for air and rails to 
cart loads of sand. 

Sittng next to the tunnel 
is a scaled-down version of 
a Spitfire plane. The half- 
scale plane indicates the 
museum’s need for more 
space as Hewison has had 
to dismantle a wing section 
to fit the piece in the 
building. 

New museum 

But the plane will get its 
wing back once the 
museum is moved to a per- 
manent location, which 
Hewison says has been on 
the horizon for a few years 
now. Sod_ turning 
ceremonies for the new air 
force museum are due for 
1991, while the $2 million 
structure is slated for com- 
pletion in 1992. 

Not only will the new 
museum solve space pro- 
blems, but it will resolve a 
problem that has plagued 
the museum since it opened 
— its location. At the mo- 
ment visitors have to enter 
the base gates to reach the 
building. Hewison says 
this is a deterrent since it 
seems to intimidate 
civilians unfamiliar with 
the base. The new museum 
will have no fence and will 
provide easy access for 
civilians. 

Hewison hopes half of 
the money for the new 
museum — $1 million — 
will be raised through a 
plan that will allow people 
to become founding 
members. For $1,000 the 
founding member will 
receive one limited addi- 
tion set of five paintings, 
each individually 
numbered and regis! 
by the museum. 

Museum hours are noon 
to 5:00 and 6:00 p.m. to 8 
p.m. on Monday to 
Thursday, noon to 5:00 
p.m.m on friday and 10: 
a.m. to 5:p.m. on the 
weekends. Admission is 
free. 

Macauley House 

Macauley Heritage Park, 
located in Picton, consists 
of two buildings displaying 
country life of pioneers and 
settlers in the 18th, 19th

and early 20th centuries. 

Currator Tom Kuglin ex- 
plains that the museum 
has geared exhits to what 
people want to see and 
this, he says, makes it one 
of the better museum 
houses in Ontario. 

“It’s the type of things 
people wish to see,” he 
says. 

Kuglin says plenty of 
time is spent searching for 
exhibits — most come from 
the county — since very lit- 
tle furniture from the 
Macauley house remained 
when Prince Edward Coun- 
ty purchased it in 1974. 

Kuglin says the house, 
built in the 1830s is 
basically what it looked 


like when it was restored in 
the 1850s. The curator, 
who holds a degree in ar- 
cheology, recalls the days 
spent trying to uncover 
clues to help with the 
never-ending restoration 


process. 

“It’s just like playing 
detective,” he says. ‘““When 
the house is restored you 
look around for paint 
samples and wall paper 
samples.”” 

The other part of 
Macauley Heritage Park, 
the ‘old’ St. Mary 
Magdalene Church, 
became home to the Prince 
Edward County Museum 
when it was deeded to the 
county for that purpose in 
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1970. 

Displays on hand at the 
church include a 150-year- 
old loom and a restored 
1854 tracker pipe organ 
and chancel. 

Kuglin says the church, 
built in 1825, is as popular 
with the 12,000 tourists as 
the house. 

“They are both equally 
popular. There is 
something for everyone in 
both the church and the 
house,”’ he says. 

Kuglin says it is an ad- 
vantage to be located in 
Picton so close to Sand- 
banks. And although he 
says the museum draws 
people from places such as 
Toronto, Ottawa and the 
Unites States, a good por- 
tion of visitors are from the 
Sandbanks. 

Macauley Heritage Park 
operates through funding 
from Prince Edward Coun- 
ty and through $1 dona- 
tions collected at the 
church entrance. The park 
is open between 10:00 a.m. 
and 4:30 p.m. Monday to 
Friday and 1:00 p.m. to 
4:30 p.m. Saturday and 
Sundays. 

Glanmore 

The soaring Italianate 
structure with its mansard 
roof and decorative dormer 

and bay windows, known 
as Glanmore, or the 
Hastings County Museum, 
was once a sign of the 
times in Belleville 

As curator Jennifer 
Gillmor explains, it was 
built in the 1880s, a period 
in which the city prospered 
and was among Canada’s 
10 largest cities. She says 
many of the houses built at 
the time were large and 
roomy, an indication of the 
lifestyle enjoyed by many 
during ‘‘the glory days.” 

Glanmore, built for 
wealthy Belleville banker 
John P.C. Phillips, remain- 
ed a family home until the 
Canadian government 
decided to accept the 
building as a_ national 
monument in 1971. Found- 
ed by the Hastings County 
Historical Society, it open- 
ed its doors to the public as 
a county museum in 1973. 

Gillmor says that the 
historical society had 
operated a smal] museum 
on Church Street since 
1961. She says the building 
wasn’t a good place to 
house such exhibits as the 
Coultry Collection — a col- 
lection of furniture, pain- 
tings, silver and cloisonne 
given to the City of 
Belleville by a former resi- 
dent, Ann S. Salamon, in 
1955. 

“It didn’t make sense to 
have Victorian-style collec- 
tions in that. building. 
Glanmore was much more 
suitable to house the collec- 


t the museum? 


tion,” she says. 

Now the museum has the 
“Couldery Collection” 
displayed in its eight 
rooms restored to the 
1880's period. Other in- 
teresting exhibits include 
the “Paul Lighting Collec- 
tion” of over 200 pieces 
ranging from ancient 
Greek and Roman lamps to 
the first incandescent light 
bulb. Gillmor says the 
museum is equally proud of 
its art gallery, displaying 
the work of local artist 
Manly MacDonald and 
other local artists from 
time to time. 

Gillmor emphasizes that 
museum pieces are not just 
displayed because they are 
old, rather they are 
displayed because they 
reflect previous lifestyles 
and mean something to the 
community 

“I feel the role of the 
museum is not to be a store 
house for a bunch of ar- 
tifacts. It is important that 
a museum address the in- 
terests of the community 
It’s a community centre, 
she explains 

According to Gillmor, 
approximately 11,000 
visitors strode through the 
doors of Glanmore

Edyth Germain, secretary-treasurer of 
the festival, said festival organizers plan- 
ned to honour the road after they became 
aware that most people didn’t know that 
the 1.5 mile road linking the Bay of 
Quinte to Lake Ontario is a piece of On- 
tario’s history. 

According to Germain, the road was an 
ancient Indian portage route and has 
been travelled for centuries. After the 
Loyalist immigration to Upper Canada, it 
became an important hub on the western 
fur trade route. After Yonge Street was 
opened to Lake Simcoe, voyageurs of the 
Northwestern Company found the route 
safer and cheaper than the traditional Ot- 
tawa River route. 

The area quickly grew as traffic grew 
from Kingston to York (now Toronto), 
and in 1810, original settler Asa Weller 
opened his Tap House at the portage. The 
family also ran a stage coach line for 
travellers who came across the protected

waters of the Bay of Quinte and then pro- 
ceeded by land over the Danforth Road to 
York. 

Roane of course boaters need no 
longer e a 1.5 km portage, thanks 
the Murray Canal, which was built in te 
1890s to replace the portage route. Built 
then as a commercial canal, the canal now 
serves pleasure boats. 

The first white man known to have 
stopped here is Champlain, who wintered 
in the Quinte area in 1615 after being 
wounded near Oswego, New York. He 
sent back Recollets missionaries to 
establish a mission in the Kente area. 

Carrying Place is also significant as the 
site where the Gunshot Treaty was sign- 
ed in 1787. The treaty, signed by Gen. 
John Johnson, superintendant of Indian 
affairs, gave the British title to lands 
west of the Trent River, including the site 
of Toronto. 

And the area even had its own pirate. A 
renegade settler, according to early anec- 
dotes, who became a fugitive to escape 
conscription, he reportedly would am- 
bush travellers as they set out from the 
Carrying Place for Presqu’ile, abandon- 
ing the travellers on the shores of Kente 
and selling the goods on the south shores 
ofthelake. § Kente Festival

Trenton Bathtub Days Schedul 


TUBS — what is it? How 
did it start? 

TUBS is short for the 
Trenton Universal 
Bathtub Society, the 
organization behind the

Area youth get kick out of soccer 


Gavin Fletcher 

RS Quinte area youths 
are getting @ kick out of 
playing soccer than ever. 
In fact,.it seems that in the 
last year the sport has 

own faster that the grass. 
it’s played on. 
i Cliff ‘Dell, president of 
Belleville Youth Soccer 
Club, says that in the past 
two or three years the 
world’s most popular sport 
“has taken off locally.” 
Registrations for the youth 
house league peaked at 
1,200 children this'year, up 
91 per cent from last year. 

Dell says the sport’s ac- 
tion is one of many 
features that attract 


children to soccer. He says 
other sports such as 
baseball, where a player 
may touch the ball as little 


.as_once or twice in a game, 


can often be boring for 
children. Soccer, he says, is 
fast moving and players 
get a chance at the ball 
every few minutes. 

“In other sports players 
seem to play sporadically. 
They don’t get involved 
that much,” Dell explains. 

On the other hand, he 
says, in soccer “the time 
you have to pick daisies is 
relatively short.” 

Dell says soccer is an in- 
expensive sport, also a fac- 
tor in its popularity. It 


costs $30 to play house 
league and at the end of the 
12 to 14-game season the 
child can keep the team 
uniform. 

“Tf he’s interested he can 
buy a pair of soccer shoes, 
but it is not neccessary,” 
he added. 

Other factors in the 
growth stem from 
Canada’s involvement in 
the World Cup, televised 
international soccer and 
last year’s Olympic play- 
down, Dell explained. 

Of course, stresses Dell, 
the league convenors have 
made a big difference. 

“Locally we have been 
able to package a good pro- 


duct. We have a few people 
who are dedicated to the 
program,”’ he said. 

Glenys Fraser, convenor 
for the Bay of Quinte 
Womens’ league, says she 
has also noticed an in- 
crease from last year's 
registration as well. 

“Tt’s increased a fair bit 
from last year,’”’ although 
she adds, “not as fast as 
youth soccer.” 

Fraser says this year 
there are eight teams of 20 
players each, compared to 
seven teams of 12 players 
last year. 

In the last three or four 
years, she explains, the 
number of women players 


registered had leveled off. 


“This year, for some 
reason, it’s getting 
popular,"’ she says. “We 
even had 20 players who 
phoned the president of the 
league saying they wanted 
to play.” 

She speculates that it 
has taken time for 


knowledge of the league's 


existence to spread.

Although committee 
chairperson Gary Reid had 
a slightly different defini- 
tion for the weekend, he 
still travelled the same 
tangent. 

“From my point of view, 
I’m thinking it was a 
weekend Quinte area 
residents and people from 
the U.S., including New 
York State, really en- 
joyed,”’ he said. 

Reid says that as of Mon- 
day, he hadn’t heard a 
negative comment about 
the festival. 

He attributes a ‘good 
committee” and a large 


variety of enjoyable ac- 
tivities for festival par- 
takers as the secret to its 
success. 

“We didn’t have a weak 
link in the chain at all,” 
Reid said, referring to the 
30-member committee that 
began planning for the par- 
ty last October: 

“There was something 
for everyone (visitors) to 
do. You could spend a 
whole day and you didn’t 
have to eat or drink 
anything to enjoy 
yourself,’’ he continued. 

The committee chairper- 
son said that Folklorama 
was successful in giving 
the festival an interesting 
ethnic flavour. 

“That kind of system 
(different Folklorama 
displays) makes it good for 
everyone,” he said, adding 
that he had good feedback 
from pavilion operators. 

He also had good feed- 
back from the police, he 
said, adding that they:

Article harmed sport fishing market

The article, printed last 
month, was based on tests 
conducted by the Federal 
Department of Oceans and 
Fisheries that detected 
high dioxin levels in a selec- 
tion of walleye from the 
Bay of Quinte. These tests, 
however, included the fatty 
tissues of the fish where 
the dioxins accumulate 


considered ‘‘edible por- 
tions” of the fish. 

. Subsequent tests  con- 
ducted by, the Ministry of 
the Environment showed 


that_-edible portions of 


tested walleye were safe for 
consumption. 


Dave Chatterton of Fish 
Finder Charters in Carry- 
ing Place says he’s noticed 
a dramatic decline in his 
business on the Bay of 
Quinte. Inquiries from 
areas The Toronto Star 
reaches have dropped “a 
good 50 per cent,’’ he said 
in a telephone interview. 

“It’s (business) low for 
this time of year,” said the 
nine year veteran of the 


sport fishing industry. 

“T would say a good 30 
per cent of my business 
-went in June,” said Glen 


“Rupert of Bay of Quinte 


Boat Rentals. ‘I had 
cancellations from Ottawa 
and a lot from Toronto.” 


He also noted that a 
number of his regular 
customers had questions 
relating to the article. 


“It’s going to take a 
while to get this back in 
people’s heads again,”’ he 
said, referring to a number 
of people who still aren’t 
convinced the fish are safe 
to eat. 

An employee at Pilot's 
Marine and Sports who 


didn’t wish to be identified 
noted that “there has been 
a marked decline” in the 
number of out-of-town 
“customers. 

“We've had cancella- 
tions and stuff (after the 
report in the Toronto Star) 
... they just called up and 
said ‘forget it,’ he said. 

“I hope we've hit bot- 
tom,” he added, referring 
to the decline in business. 
“Tt hasn’t been great.”” 

Susanne Mitchel of Pro 
Choice, a bait and tackle 
shop in its first year of 
operation, says business is 
much lower than they ex- 
pected. 

“A few people have been 
concerned about it,” she 


said, referring to a number 
of customer inquiries. 

Mike Peddlesden, owner 
of Outdoor Heritage in 
Belleville said: ‘‘we don’t 
get as many people from 
out of town anymore (since 
the article).” 

“We get a lot of phone 
calls with people saying ‘I 
hear you can’t eat the 
fish,”’ he said. “It’s hard 
to convince people (that 
the fish are safe to eat). To 
many people, the Toronto 
Star is almost the bible.” 

He added, however, that 
local business hasn’t drop- 

“a great amount.” 

“The locals here, they all 
know ... they’ve been 
eating the fish all their life 


— they know they're safe.” 


Additional tests on pike, 
perch and other species are 
expected to be completed 
by the Ministry of the En- 
vironment with results 
released within the next 
year. 

The Guide to Eating On- 
tario Sport Fish have put 
limited restrictions on 
eating fish between 18 and 
24 inches long from the 
Bay of Quinte and warns 
against eating fish over 
that length because of mer- 
cury and PCB contamine- 
tion. Fish under 18 inches 
in length are considered 
safe for unlimited con- 
sumption.

one was special. It made headlines across the coun- 
try as an ex-boyfriend tried to stop the abortion and 
to save the life of the child he claimed as his own. 

The question raised is significant and is by no 
means settled: should the mother alone make the 
decision to have an abortion, or does the father, too, 
have a stake in that decision? ; 

The pat answer and one given all too often is that 
a woman’s body is her own. 

But that simple answer is too simple. It begs the 
question. Of course a woman's body is her own. But 
when does she cease to have the right to total con- 
trol? And don’t kid yourself — no one has a right to 
total control over their own body. Laws forbid, for 
example, the right to suicide. And if a dying patient 
asks relatives to perform euthanasia, those relatives 
will face manslaughter charges at the very least. 

In the Barbara Dodd case, the fetus had been seen 
by the ex-boyfriend and, according to court 
testimony, he believed himself to be the father. The 
shape and form of a living, kicking child was pro- 
jected on an ultrasound screen and he said to 
himself: ‘‘that’s my child.”’ 

But the fetus may not have been his child. In fact, 
the injunction he had successfully sought to prevent 
the abortion was overturned on the grounds that he 
had deliberately misled the court by concealing that 
he knew another man was claiming to be the father. 

The court did not, however, dispute the right of 
the father to intervene. 

It takes two to make a baby and if that relation- 
ship is willingly entered into by both parties, then 
the product of that relationship is surely a proper 
concern to both.

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Ameliasburg expands their museum 


Editor’s note: 

Last week, Quinte Week- 
ly News took a look at both 
the Hastings County and 
the Prince Edward County 
Museums as well as the 
Royal Canadian Air Force 
Museum in Trenton. This 
week, we continue our look 
at museums throughout 
Hastings and Prince Ed- 
ward County.

The Ameliasburgh 
Historical Museum has 
launched a campaign for 
the construction of a 
building to protect a 
restored 1910 Goldie Mc- 
Culloch Corliss steam 
engine — one of their priz- 
ed displays. 

Curator Marion Casson 
says the steam engine was 
moved to the township in 
the 1970's where it remain- 
ed in a field behind the 
museum until 1988. Small 
parts of the steam engine 
were crated while larger 
parts were scattered 
throughout the field, 
obscured by rust and 
weeds. 

In November of 1987, a 
small group began survey- 
ing the rusted remains and, 
with some elbow grease, 
restored the steam engine 
in time for the museum’s 
20th anniversary celebra- 
tions on June 26, 1988. 

The steam engine was 
brought to the area when 


the Hancock Lumber Com- 
pany moved it from Toron- 
to to Carrying Place in 
1940 where it was used to 
generate power for the 
lumber company. 

After taking care of the 
area’s lumber concerns for 
so Many years, a commit- 
tee is in the process of 
building a structure to pro- 
tect the steam engine from 
the elements and to pro- 
vide a suitable environ- 
ment for public viewing. 

Casson says the com- 
munity has pitched in to 
help with construction. A 
local construction firm 
prepared and donated 
plans for the building and 
members of the public have 
helped out with donations. 

The new building will 
add to the 15 buildings 
already in existence on the 
four-acre historical sight. 

“I think it (the steam 
engine) already has in- 
creased interest in the 
museum, volunteers and 
visitors,’’ Casson said. 

Casson says the steam 
engine and its building, due 
for completion in August, 
will fit in well with the 
museum’s attempt to 
reflect life in a pioneer com- 
munity. 

“It’s a fine place to 
spend an afternoon and a 
nice palce to bring 
vistitors,”’ she added. 

Also new at the site is a 
tea room, which she says

omething was bothering Tyrrell Tilford. 
The 35-year-old native of Woodstock, 
Ont., had the notion that his wife, thrice 
married Elizabeth, was having an affair 
with a younger man. Tyrrell believed 
that Elizabeth, the mother of nine 
assorted children, would do absolutely 
anything to get rid of him. Such suspicions do not 
make for a harmonious marriage. 

When he fell ill in the autumn of 1935, Tyrrell was 

itive his wife was behind his discomfort. He told 
riends and relatives, “‘That woman will be the 
death of me.” Tyrrell proved to be an exceptional 
forecaster of future events. When Dr. J.B. Poole, 
who was subbing for the Tilfords’ regular physician, 
was summoned to Tyrrell’s bedside, it was too late. 
As they say in Newfoundland, he was deader than a 
mackerel. Fittingly, it was April Fools’ Day. 

Dr. Poole consulted with Dr. Hugh Lindsay. The 
latter medic signed the death certificate, indicating 
that Tyrrell had expired as a result of myocarditis, 
aggravated by catarrhal jaundice and influenza. 

Tyrrell was buried. Elizabeth cried. Relatives 
paid their last respects at graveside. There was a 
small, intimate gathering at the Tilfords. Dainty 
sandwiches and tea were served. Someone 
volunteered, ‘‘Maybe it was the best thing.’’ Tyrrell 
had been ailing for months. 

All that May, nasty rumors spread throughout 
Woodstock. Tyrrell’s parents were certain their son 
had met with foul play. Tyrrell himself had more 
than a hunch that his time was up. Funny thing, the 

’ way he badmouthed Elizabeth toward the end. Why, 
one relative said that Tyrrell had suggested that i 
anything happened to him, to be certain to have the 
contents of his stomach analyzed. 

ne conscientious citizen phoned the Ontario 

Provincial Police and let the cat out of the 

bag. Insp. E. D. Hammond was assigned to 
investigate the death. A little over a month after 
Tyrrell had been laid to rest, presumably forever, 
his body was exhumed. 

Dr. Max Crawford performed the autopsy. 
Wouldn’t you just know it, traces of arsenic were 
found in the late Tyrrell’s tummy. Another month 
passed while Insp. Hammond dashed hither and yon 
collecting evidence. It seemed to him that the lovely 
Elizabeth may have hastened her husband’s 
departure.

Hammond found out that Elizabeth had purchased 
two ounces of arsenic on March 20, a mere 11 days 
before Tyrrell’s death. Woodstock druggist, 
Harrison Keith, said that Elizabeth had ordered the 
arsenic by phone. At the time, she had said, “‘The 
place is overrun with rats.” 

To counteract this devastating information, Isabel 
Tilford, Elizabeth's daughter by a former husband, 
told Hammond that it was she who had called the 
druggist and it was she who had accepted the 
arsenic when it was delivered to the Tilford home. 
Isabel even said that it was Tyrrell who had urged 
her to purchase the arsenic to get rid of the rats. 

And what did Elizabeth have to say about the 
turmoil taking place around her? She would only 
state, ‘I have no statement to make whatever, 
except that my husband died a natural death.” 

Tyrrell’s mother told Hammond that she 
overheard her son telling his father, “‘Dad, when I 
am gone, I-want you to have my stomach analyzed. 
Then you'll find out what I am being poisoned 
with.”’ Tyrrell’s mother, who proved to be a wealth 
of information, remembered well the day her son 
died. After all, it was April Fools’ Day. She heard 
Tyrrell tell the lovely Elizabeth, ‘““You know that 
by are poisoning me with arsenic and I shall not 

here long. Then you can have that other man.” 

It was all a bit much. Elizabeth was taken into 
custody and charged with the murder of her 
husband. Just on the chance that the much married 
Elizabeth had made a habit of poisoning husbands, 
the body of her most recent husband, discounting 
Tyrrell, was exhumed. No traces of arsenic were 

found in William Walker's body. Authorities stopped 
digging and concentrated on prosecuting. 

Circumstantial evidence that Elizabeth had 
poisoned her husband was overwhelming. Her trial, 
which began on Sept. 25, 1935, was attended by 
everyone fortunate enough to obtain a seat in the 
courthouse. The jury deliberated only six hours 
before bringing in a verdict of guilty. 

“Oh, my God!” Elizabeth shouted. “It is not 
right, it is not fair. 1 have been framed! Absolutely 
framed! May God have mercy on the Tilfords’ 
souls!"’ 

lizabeth was sentenced to death. At the time, 
H there was a great‘hue and cry to save the 

condemned woman's life, but her appeal was 
turned down. 

An hour before her execution, Elizabeth collapsed 
in her cell. However, she managed to pull herself 
together as her last minutes of life drew near. Just 
after midnight, on the morning of Dec. 17, 1935, she 
was led out to the yard of the Woodstock Jail. As a 
slight snow fell, she walked to the gallows unaided 
and was hanged. : 

Elizabeth Tilford was the eighth woman since 
Confederation to be hanged in Canada.

Except for the sound of a 
single voice on a telephone 
around the corner, the head 
office of Journey’s End 
seems devoid of people. 
The staff and a_ recep- 
tionist are gone. 

But they haven’t gone 


out of business — they’re 


on the move. 

Now that they've 
outgrown their space in the 
Moreton Building on 
South Front Street, 
Journey’s End has moved 
on to establish new head- 
quarters in Century Place, 
an expanding mall in 
Belleville’s downtown core. 

The only voice left is that 
of Maurice Rollins, main- 
taining his executive office 
until the move is com- 
pleted. He likes the 
privacy, he suggests. 

But sitting alone in the 
office, Rollins isn’t trying 
to shrug off work — he 
never has. 


From 1950 to 1955, 
Rollins worked for the 
McFarland Construction 
Company in the water and 
sewer department. ‘I used 
to tar the foundation and 
lay the weeping tile,’’ he 
explained from behind a 
large and ornate wooden 
desk. 

It was work he began do- 
ing in addition to his 
regular job, however, that 
ultimately brought him to 
where he is today. 

After hours, Rollins 
began building his first 
house in 1954 and found 
that it sold soon after com- 
pletion. Working on Sun- 
days and evenings and us- 
ing as much money as he 
could scrape together, he 
managed to build four 
houses by 1955 and sold 
them all. Only then did he 
decide to ‘‘go into the 
house-building business.”’ 

Soon after, projects 
under Rollins’ control in-

‘cluded entire streets and 
an almost endless supply 
of houses. It looked like 
nothing could slow him 
down. 

Unfortunately, he found 
that lumber companies in 
the area couldn’t keep sup- 
plying his demand. 

“So I went into the 
lumber business,” said 
Rollins, explaining his pur- 
chase of a mill in Foxboro. 
And he didn’t limit his 
business ventures there. 

As Rollins Construction 
continued to grow, pro- 
jects began to include 
apartments, schools and 
condominiums. And as 
these expansions took 
place, Rollins managed to 
handle the sales of the pro- 
perties as well as setting 
up a property management 
group known as Rollicare 
that handled buildings 
that both he and other in- 
_vestors owned between 
Port Hope to Cornwall. 

In 1965, he even bought 
a lot with plans to build a 
motel but with com- 
mitments created by his 
other businesses, his plans 
soon disappeared. 

Despite his ever- 
expanding business, 
however, Rollins found 
another lot and made the 
time to open the first 
Journey’s End motel on 
Front Street in 1978. Since 
then, his philosophy about 
how to run a motel remains 
unchanged. 

“We've been successful 
because people know that 
at Journey's End, 
everything's the same,”’ he 
said, explaining that many 
hotel and motel chains 
weren’t consistent in quali- 
ty from city to city. But he 
also opened his “‘brand” of 
peel peenae the needs of 
the market weren't bei 
addressed. ee 

“I followed the progress 
of Holiday Inn from the 
start,” he said, describing 
how he became interested 
in the business. But, he 
says, the chain that was

Housing prices stable in Quinte market 


By Gavin Flethcer 
A report by Royal 
Lepage, corraborated by 
Quinte area real estate 
brokers, suggests that 
housing ‘are slow 
’ across the province but 
‘add the housing industry 
has not any 
price declines outside 
Toronto. 

Brian Bentley of Canada 
Trust-Tricom Reality says 
that although there has 
been a market slowdown in 
the area, it has not affected 
the of e 

“There haven’t been 


Price decreases in the area. 
Things have basically 
maintained the same,” he 
said. 

Bentley says his office 
has experienced a 
slowdown in sales because 
of a decrease in listings, 
but adds that listed homes 
have sold as quickly as 


they have in the past. 


He attributes the listing 
decrease to home owners 
trying to read the market. 
They’re hesitating, he 
says, because they are un- 
sure of which way the 
market will sway. 


“It’s a very tough 
market to read right now. 
A lot of people say there 
will be a (housing) reces- 
sion, a lot say there will be 
a (housing) boom,’ he said. 


Bentley says unusaully 
active housing sales last 
winter also make the 
market much tougher to 
read. 


“Winter is usually slow 
— except for last year,”’ he 
said. 

According to Bentley, 
other pieces of the ‘‘market 
puzzle” are the mortgage 
rates. ‘‘The mortgage rates 


are better now than they 
have been,” he said, adding 
that this should encourage 
housing sales. 


“It’s going to be in- 
teresting to see what hap- 
pens to the market,” he 
said. He predicts, however: 
“coming into late summer, 
you'll see a boom.” 


Bentley says the location 
of a Sears distribution cen- 
tre in Belleville hasn't 
made a major impact on 
markets in the area but he 
expects it will in a year or 


so. 
Bob Cunningham, presi- 


dent of Re-Max in 
Belleville, agrees the Sears 
announcement has not af- 
fected the price of housing 
but, it has upset the 
market, he adds. 

“People think the price 
of their home has increased 
because Sears is coming. 
It’s in their minds but it’s 


fact,” Cunningham 
said. 


He says the announce- 
ment has not affected 
single-dwelling homes 
since jobs with Sears will 
come further down the line 
and no one knows how 
many employees will come 


from Toronto. He says, 
however, there has been an 
increase in movement in 
du-plexes and rental pro- 
perties. 

Cunningham says Re 
max has experienced a 
slowdown in housing sales 
but attributes it to the 
cyclic nature of the real 
estate profession. 

“There is a slowdown as 
far as numbers are concern- 
ed, but they are not below 
what they were last July 
and August,”’ he said. 

“I don’t think we've seen 
the problems they have 
seen in Toronto.”

Warning: This column may be hazardous to your 
health, 

Today, researchers for the National Science Centre in 
Ottawa,revealed the results of a recent study which in- 
dicated that long term exposure to this column may 
result in serious health hazards. 

“The hazards of reading this column were not 

immediately apparent on 
first reading, but we 
became concerned when 
some readers started com- 
plaining of various symp- 
toms after prolonged ex- 
posure,’ said Dr. Newton 
Fig, head of the research 
team. 
Some readers complained of headaches and sore eyes 
while others broke out in rashes and complained of feeling 
lightheaded after prolonged reading. A few reported 
heart palpitations. 

“It’s the cumulative effects that concern us,” Dr. Fig 
said of the disease, tentatively called Column Syndrome. 
“At this stage, it appears that short term exposure to 
this column is not dangerous, although we would recom- 
mend that pregnant women, children, people prone to 
allergies and nervous types avoid it.” 

He declined to speculate on whether the column’s ef- 
fects are permanent or whether they disappear when vic- 
tims stop reading it. ‘‘It’s too early to tell,” he said, ad- 
ding that the research team plans to track readers over 
the next 20 years to find or « 


COLUMNIST REPLIES 

Columnist David Botting replied to the study today, 
charging that the researchers were biased and had failed 
to fully understand the data collected. 

“These complaints that these geezers allege are 
nothing but garbage,” he said in his usual urbanely 
temperate fashion. ‘‘I mean, sure, the symptoms could be 
something serious — I thought I had leukemia once or 
maybe a heart attack and all it was was a cold — but 
equally, the symptoms could be just the results of people 
laughing, you know.” 

He went on to accuse the researchers of a witch hunt. 

“T mean, it’s just like those cigarette companies that 
get the bad rap just because long term smokers tend to 
die. They haven’t proved a connection. Not really. I mean, 
it could be that people with a tendency towards lung 
cancer have an irresistable pull towards addictive smok- 
ing. It could be possible, couldn’t it? Anything is.” 

He added that he wasn’t surprised by the allegations, 
saying that researchers are finding that everything is a 
potential health hazard. 

“I’m resigned to this abuse,” he said. “‘It was bound to 
happen. Why, next thing you know they'll find out that 
pipe smoking is bad for you. I mean, everybody knows 
that cigarette smoking is bad for you but that pipes are 
okay.” 

After it was pointed out to him that researchers have 
found a link between pipe smoking and certain forms of 
cancer, he replied: ‘‘See! I knew it!"’

HAZARD WARNING 
. Health’ and Welfare Canada announced today that the 


government is considering an order that would require 
the column to include a health hazard warning. 

Health and Welfare Minister Perrin Beatty rejected op- 
position demands for a Royal Commission and an 
outright ban on the column in a heated session frequently 
interrupted by catcalls and jeers. 

Beatty told the House that the government remains 
concerned by the implications of the study and will con- 
tinue to monitor the situation. ‘At this stage — I em- 
phasize — at this stage, the government does not feel 
there is sufficient evidence to close the column down,”’ 
Beatty told the house. “‘We feel there is sufficient 
evidence to impose a health hazard warning label and we 
are asking for results of further studies as soon as possi- 
ble so that we can take whatever action is necessary to 
protect the health and welfare of all Canadians.”’ 

Outside the house, NDP Leader Ed Broadbent said the 
government hadn’t gone far enough. “They're playing 
around with the lives of millions of Canadians,”’ he said. 

Told of Broadbent's comments, Botting said, “gee, I 
had no idea so many people read the thing.’ He was 
speaking with a paper bag over his head before being 
whisked off by bodyguards to an unknown destination.

Most of the negligence behind these accidents, 
however, takes place behind the wheel of a car — not 
at the hands of the government. 

Last week, there were six fatalities on Ontario's 
railway lines. How many more people have to die 
before drivers learn to place their safety into their 


own hands? 


Even at crossings with signals in place, we have 
all seen drivers trying to ‘‘beat the train,”’ by mov- 
ing around a barrier and across the tracks. Although 
it may save a few minutes at the most, this move en- 
dangers their lives as well as the lives of others. 

This doesn’t even address the trauma suffered by 
the engineers of the trains involved in the accidents. 

At crossings without the proper signals, drivers 
should take the responsibility to look both ways 
before crossing — a rule we try to inforce onchildren 
but ignore behind the wheel of a car. 


Creating joblessness 


Last month, Canada’s jobless rate dropped to 7.3 
per cent, the lowest level since August 1981 and the 
onslaught of what some economists call the Great 


Recession. 


Great news, right? Now, if we could just create 
jobs for more Canadians and get the jobless rate 


even lower! 


Wrong on both counts or at least that’s the way 
Bank of Canada Governor John Crow seems to see 


it. 


He wants to put another 50,000 Canadians out of 
work to raise the jobless rate to 7.7 per cent. That’s 
the ‘natural’ rate of unemployment, according to the 
Economic Council of Canada. Anything less will 
simply fuel inflation goes a theory that Crow 
subscribes to — and Crow is death on inflation.

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Home brewing 


Whether searching for a 
cheaper price, a better pro- 
duct or a new hobby, a 
steadily increasing number 
people in the Quinte area 
are making their own beer 
and wine. 

But this is far from a new 
concept. In the past, 
British country inns prided 
themselves on their own 
custom-brewed 
refreshments and even to- 
day, brew-pubs are beginn- 
ing to appear all over 
Canada, offering their 
customers a different taste 
of an old favorite. 

But what kind of people 
are interested in investing 
the time involved in mak- 
ing their own wine, ale, 
lager or bitter at home? 

“They’re like the people 
who make bread,”’ explain- 
ed Bill Goneau, owner of 
Freeman’s Beer and Wine 
Making Supplies, adding 
that people looking for 
quality in their final pro- 
duct are more interested. 
“Over half (of his 
customers) are making 
beer for the taste and the 
hobby.” 

Home brewers are hard 
workers,”he adds, noting 
that  less-enthusiastic 
brewers give up after a few 
batches because of the time 
involved. 

Wally Warr, co-owner of 
The Natural Sequence in 
Trenton, even expands on 
this definition of the home 
brewer. 

“They're , everybody 
from the local drunk to pro- 
fessional people,” he said, 
adding that there has been 
a steady increase in the 
number of customers he 
has had over a ten year 
period but a dramatic in- 
crease over the last couple 


of years. 
He, however, attributes 
the interest in home- 


brewing primarily to the 
money that’s saved in the 
process. 

And with a small invest- 
ment and no more space 
than a kitchen cupboard, 
it’s relatively easy to make 
your own beer or wine in 
about two to five months. 
“There’s nothing to it,” 
contends Warr. 

The process requires the 
malt (usually available in a 
kit form) to be boiled for 
approximately an hour and 
fermented in a primary 
container for a week. The 
fermentation process con- 
tinues in a secondary tank 
where the mixture isn’t ex- 
posed to oxygen. 

After a few weeks (or 
months) of aging, the home 
brewer is left with a pro- 
duct that is as cheap as $6 
per case of 24, leaving a 
better taste in the mouth 
than trying to swallow a 
price of over $23 for the

Start-up costs for the 
hobby usually run at about 
$100 including both equip- 
ment and enough ingre-

dients to make 60 bottles 
cheaper than what you'd 
find in any restaurant. 

“If you marked down 
every bottle of beer you 


had ...,”" said Goneau, men- 
tioning the money saved 
with home-brew. 

After the initial costs for 
equipment, each batch of a 
similar size costs from $10 
to $15 for the kit and an ad- 
ditional $3 to $4 for clean- 
ing agents and caps. 

In the addition to a bet- 
ter taste and the cheaper 
price, many home brewers 
are drawn to the health 
aspects of the hobby. 


“There have been too 
many stories about the ad- 
ditives,”’ said Warr, noting 
stories in the media about 
pollutants in Italian 
Wines. 

The home-brewing pro- 
cess, he contends, allows 
for total control of the final 
product. 


“People are tired of buy- 

ing North American beers 
* that all taste the same.” 

Once the investment in 
equipment is made for 
brewing your own beer, the 
addition of a corker is also 
the only equipment needed 
to make wine, adds Lois 
Corbett, manager of 
Freeman’s Beer and Wine 
Making Supplies. 

“The only thing you need 
is cleanliness and pa- 
tience,”’ adds Warr.

For people who can’t 
remember what life was 
like in the “‘good old days,” 
museumsin Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties 
offer displays that will help 
the young and old ex- 
perience the pioneer way of 


The North Marysburgh 
Museum also known as the 
Rose House Museum 
depicts the lifestyle of a 
Pioneer family. Located 
east of Picton on County 
Road 9, the musuem offers 
its visitors a wide variety 
of attractions common to 
pioneer life. 

The Rose House is open 
daily from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
with admission charges of 
$1 for adults and 50 cents 
for students. Children 
under 12 are admitted free. 

For those who are miss- 
ing school after a period of 
summer vacation, the 
Quinte Educational 
Museum located at the 
Hastings County School 
Board offices in Belleville 
provides an opportunity to 
witness school as it was 
from the 1850’s to the 
1900’s. Penmanship 
dispalys round out the 
pioneer classroom setting. 

The Quinte Educational 
Museum is open from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. with admis- 
sion set at $1 for adults 
while children are admitted 
for free. 

The Mariners 
Lighthouse Museum Park 
diifers from other area 
museums in both its ap- 
pearance and displays. The 
museum gives visitors a 
chance to see a variety of 
fishing nets as well as pro- 
viding a look through ship 
logs.

Erected in 1877 as a 
county house of industry

The house, located on 
County road 18 between 
Fergus and Elora, offers a 
wide variety of cultural, 
educational and historical 
exhibits. 

Admission is $2 for 
adults, $1 for students and 
seniors and 25 cents for 
children. Hours are 
between 9:30 and 4:30 from 
Monday to Friday and 1 
p.m. to 5 p.m. on weekends 
and holidays. 

The United Empire 
Loyalist Museum, located

ori, ly set up for the 
lower-price market began 
to upgrade until it had pric- 
ed itself out and became a 
contender in the mid-price 
range of hoteis. 

“Tt left this void for 
somebody to do it (provide 
inexpensive accomoda- 
tion), to jump in,” he said. 

By 1981, there were five 
Journey’s End motels 
under Rollins’ control as 
well as his. construction 
and other 
businesses.

“I was working night 
and day — horrible, horri- 
ble hours,’’ he said. 
“That’s why I decided to 
get out of it.” 

After a quarter of a cen- 
tury in the development 
business, Rollins sold out 
to concentrate his efforts 
on his newest business ven- 
ture. By that time, he had 
some of Belleville’s most 
well-known buildings to his 
credit including The An- 
chorage, The Quinte Living 
Centre and the Bay Ter- 
race as well as an assort- 


ment of schools and other 
buildings. 

And with the expansion 
of Journey's End, it looks 
like he’s made his mark in 
another way. 


With two other partners 
at the helm and after going 
public in 1986, the chain 
opened its 100th building 
(but fourth hotel) in Mon- 
treal on June 15. Today, 
there are 108 Journeys 
End hotels and motels 
across North America. 


Plans also include a 29 


story hotel in downtown 
Manhattan to open in Mar- 
ch, a project in Australia 
when interest rates come 
under control and, as of 
last week, negotiations 
have started with a joint- 
venture partner in 
Holland. 

“I wondered why people 
didn’t do it (cater to the 
“no frills” market),” he 
said. ‘We're still way 
below everything else. 

“It’s a very simple 
operation,”’ he added: “‘it 


wouldn’t take any mental 
giant.” 

The business communi- 
ty, however, sees what 
Rollins has done with 
Journey's End differently. 

In 1987, Rollins was 
awarded the Awara of Ex- 
cellence for his skills in en- 
trepreneurship presented 
by the Canadian govern- 
mert. That same year, he 
shared the award (that now 
sits at the front entrance of 
his Belleville office with an 
accompanying certificate 
over his desk) with the in- 


ventors of Trivial Pursuit 
and the chief executive of- 
ficer of Magna Corpora- 
tion. 

But even as the chain is 
growing and his five 
children have found 
employment in the 
business, Rollins hasn't 
stopped looking ahead for 
new challenges. 

“T won't be here (at the 
helm of Journey's End) un- 
til the end,”’ he said. 

But, he adds: “I won't 
completely retire — just do 
something different.”’

The vicious 
attack necessitated the removal pial sila! agents from the state 
and elicited much sympathy for the James family. : 

‘in 1874, at age ares married his cousin, Zerelda Mimms. Zerelda had 
heard stories of Jesse’s exploits, but chose to think of him as the 
little boy she had known years before on the James’ Missouri farm. 

Two years after the marriage, she gave birth to a son, Jesse Edward 
James. In the years to follow, Zerelda had five children, but only Jesse 
Jr. and a daughter, Mary, survived. P 

Jesse was a faithful husband and something of a homebody. However, 
when he and Frank were flush with funds after a robbery, they often took 
off on their own. Using aliases, they travelled freely, visiting New York 
City, where Frank indulged himself in the theatre, his favorite hobby. Jesse 
favored the spas of Saratoga Springs. 

Perhaps the most infamous of all the James brothers’ robberies took 
place in Northfield, Minnesota on the morning of Sept. 7, 1876, when they 
attempted to rob the Northfield National Bank. Everything went wrong. In 
a Wild West shootout, a Swedish immigrant was gunned down. One of 
the bandits, Bill Chadwell, was shot directly in the heart and died on the 
street. Another bandit, Cleel Miller, was killed before he could get 
away 

Inside the bank, well-respected Joseph Lee Haywood, a bookkeeper, was 
murdered in cold blood. Later, a posse caught up with some mem- 
bers of the gang and succeeded in killing Charlie Pitts. Jim Younger took 
five bullets, but lived. Cole Younger was wounded 11 times, but unbe-

Crime Flashback 


If you are ever in the vicinity of M 
Cave, Kentucky, you can stand «4 the veryiatht 
which afforded Jesse and his gang a clear view 
of the stagecoach run far below. It was here, on 
Sept. 3, 1880, that Jesse relieved all the passen- 
gers on the stage of their money and jewellery, 
then insisted that they all take a slug of whiskey 
to calm their nerves. That same afternoon, the 
gang robbed another stage near Cave City. : 

Over the years, Jesse and his wife became 
masters at living under assumed names. In this 
way, Zerelda and her young family managed to 
lead relatively normal lives. Neighbors and 
friends never dreamed that the pleasant yo 
woman was Mrs. Jesse James; nor that her quiet 
husband, who travelled a lot, was the most

mised them that the governor of the state would 
grant them immunity from prosecution“if they 
assisted in killing or capturing Jesse. 

At this time, Jesse and Zerelda were living in 
st. Joseph, Mo. as Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Howard. Charlie Ford was a house guest, using 
the alias Charles Johnson. Bob Ford joined his 
brother and Jesse, ostensibly to plan another 
bank robbery. 

On April 3, 1882, the scene immortalized in 
movies, plays and books, took place in the James 
home. While Jesse was dusting a picture on the 
wall, Bob Ford pulled the trigger on the Smith 
and Wesson .44 calibre revolver Jesse had given 
him as a gift a few days earlier. A slug crashed 
through Jesse’s head. The Ford brothers imme- 
diately surrendered to the St. Joseph police. 


hile Jesse’s fame spread as 
an American Robin Hood, the 
Ford brothers went on tour, 
giving lectures on how they 
had killed the country’s most 
wanted man. Charlie hated 
all the hoopla and killed him- 
self a year later. Bob continued lecturing for 
several years, even performing on Broadway, 
until the novelty of his exaggerated recital wore 
off. He moved to Las Vegas and opened a saloon, 
featuring an act entitled How I Killed Jesse 
James, It didn’t go over with the Nevada crowd. 
Bob moved on to Jimtown, Colo., where he 
opened a tent saloon. 

On June 8, 1892, Marshall Ed O’Kelley almost 
blew Bob Ford’s head off with a blast from a 
shotgun. Jesse James had been resting in his 
grave for 10 years. Ed received life imprison- 
ment in Colorado State Prison for murder. He 
was paroled after serving 10 years. Two years 
later, Ed was shot to death by a police officer 
while resisting arrest. At the time, he was drun- 
kenly bragging that he was the man who killed 
the man who killed Jesse James. 

Shortly after Jesse’s death, Frank surrendered 
to authorities at Jefferson City, Mo. Racked with 
tuberculosis, the quiet, Shakespeare loving out- 
law patiently sat through a number of trials. At 
Gallatin, Mo., Frank stoically listened for two 
weeks to the details of an old robbery. Because 
of insufficient evidence, the jury took only min- 
utes ‘to find him not guilty. He next stood trial in 
Muscle Shoals, Ala. Once again, there was a lack 
of evidence to convict him of an old robbery. 

The state of Minnesota considered bringing 
Frank to trial for the murder of Joseph 
Haywood, which occurred during the Northfield 
Raid. Convinced that they would never gain a 
conviction on hearsay evidence, they decided to 
let sleeping dogs lie. 

Frank James retired to a farm in Fletcher, 
Okla. An era had come to an end.

EPILOGUE 


@ Zerelda Samuel died in Oklahoma City on 
Feb. 10, 1911, of a heart attack suffered while 
returning from a visit with her son, Frank. 

@ Frank James lived on for 33 years after 
Jesse's death. He died of natural causes in 1915. 

@ Bob Younger died of tuberculosis in Colorado 
State Prison on Sept. 16, 1889. His sister was at 
his side, holding his hand when the end came. 

@ Jim Younger was paroled in 1901, after 
spending 25 years in prison. A year later, on Oct.

which produce the oxygen 
we breathe, are being killed 
so tourists to the county 
can enjoy a waterfall in the 
stinking park, which is 
located next door to the 
garbage dump.

One’s heart goes out to Chantal Daigle, the young 
woman who has become the centre of a tug-of-war 
between pro life and pro choice activists. Her life is 
being used, as pro choice activists point out, to 
decide an issue of law. 

But while her personal trauma is sad, the issue is, 
nevertheless, worth fighting over. At stake, as two 
levels of Quebec courts clearly recognized, is the 
question of whether a fetus is a human being. 

The Quebec courts have made clear where they 
stand on the issue — under the Quebec Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms, a fetus is a human being and 
is thus entitled to protection of life and security. 
That is the real question at the heart of the abortion 
debate in Canada, the real reason why the issue 
hasn't gone away no matter how much politicians 
want it to and the real issue that the Supreme Court 
of Canada will have to deal with Tuesday. 

The Supreme Court of Canada may try to duck the 
argument as it did in March when it refused to rule 
on an appeal over this very issue, stating that it did 
not have the authority to determine whether a fetus 
was a human being with constitutional rights. 

But the issue cannot be ducked any longer. The 
courts must make a ruling on whether or not a fetus 
is a human being protected by the charter of rights. 
And if the courts do not have the courage to make 
that ruling, then parliament must.

Ministry of Natural 
Resources officials as well 
as to the authority trying 
to see some action from his 
concerns. 

As of last Thursday, he’s 
starting to see some of the 
results he wants. 

After the meeting, it was 
decided that in one week, 
Murphy and Maczka will 
get together to draft a test 
to prove or dioprove Mac- 
zka’s Once drafted, 
the proposal will be sub- 
mitted to PERCA for final 


approval in three weeks 
time. 

A plan that was sug- 
gested during the meeting 
was a proposal to remove 
logs from the dam for a 
period of three weeks while 
monitoring water levels on 
Maczka’s property. If 
there is no change, Maczka 
says he will publicly 
apologize for the trouble he 
has caused PERCA. If 
there is a change, however, 
MNR regional manager 
Phil Smith says a plan may 
be developed for the dam 
to be lowered for a few 


weeks every year. But, he 
adds, a supply of water for 
the resevoir will always 
have to be maintained. 

According to two 
engineering reports on 
water levels in the area, the 
dam can’t have any affect 
because of the elevations 
and obstructions between 
it and the property. Mac- 
zka has tried in the past to 
dispute the findings of 
both reports alluding to 
the engineers having an 
alterior motive.

Citizens testing lake 


When a group of concern- 
ed citizens were worried 
about the water quality of 
West Lake, they decided to 
take matters into their own 
hands by forming a 
ratepayers group and ap- 

. plying for funds to hire so- 
meone to test the quality of 
the water in areas where 
Ministry of Health and 
Natural Resources officials 
weren't. 

Steve Dingman, the 
Guelph University student 
hired to do the testing, 
says all of the tests have 

_ shown that fecal counts are 
‘in the acceptable range. 
‘Although the safe level is 
100 and there’ have been oc- 
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casions where samples 
have reached as high as 70, 
he attributes these results 
to samples contaminated 
by sea gulls and other ex- 
ternal factors. 

Until last week, to avoid 
inaccurate results such as 
these, five samples were 
taken from each of five 
areas tested. The samples 
were then submitted to the 
Hastings and Prince Ed- 
ward Health Unit for 
testing. 

Recent tests, however, 
have been limited to a total 
of five samples because of 
the time needed for the 
tests at the Ministry of 
Natural Resources lab in 


Co 
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Kingston. Dingman says 
the Concerned Citizens of 
West Lake are looking for 
a lab to handle the volume 
of tests they want. 

Testing will continue un- 
til Labour Day on fecal 
counts, chlorophyl samples 
as well as an analysis on 
the clarity of the water. 
CCOWL plans to continue 
other activities including a 
“watch dog’’ system 
designed so members can 
look for people dumping 
refuse into the lake so it 
can be reported. 

In the past, Fred Weeks, 
owner of the Isaiah Tubbs 
resort, has threatened to 
sell it if an effort wasn’t 
made to clean the lake up.

A man armed only witha 
tricycle rode through the 
streets of Belleville last 
Friday in an attempt to 
raise awareness about 
alternative health care 
methods for Multiple 
Sclerosis. 

Richard Beecroft, a han- 
dicapped athlete who suf- 
fers from M.S., stopped in 
Belleville via Hawkesbury, 
Cornwall and Kingston, 
after leaving Ottawa on 
Tuesday. 

Beecroft stresses that he 
is not riding to promote 
awareness and con- 
sciousness about the 
disease, but riding through 


and the need for freedom of 
choice in the province’s 
health care system. 

According to Beecroft, a 
planned provincial health 
care restriction due to 
come into affect later this 
year will mean that he and 
many others who suffer 
from M.S. may not be able 
to carry on with the alter- 
native medicines that have 
kept disease complications 
to a minimum. 

Alternative medicines 
range from treatments 
4,000 years old such as 
ayudvedic medecine to 
treatments such as simple 
massage and therapy. 

“It’s a holistic system of 
medecine. It encourages all 
kinds of parameters from 
meditation to massage 
therapies,’’ he adds. 

“The restrictive legisla- 
tion will directly affect our 
freedom of choice in health 
care,” he says, adding that

sufferer pedals for 
awareness 


without alternative 
treatments, people may 
not be able to cope with 
their disease. 

“If they take away care 
freedom of choice I think I 
may start losing my battle 
with M.S.,’’ he said, shak- 
ing his head. 

The province wants the 
restrictive legislation 
because they have set 
definitions of medecine and 


feel that alternative 
medecines are ‘considered 
as crazy 


quackery, ’’Beecroft said. 

“My feeling it that it is 
quack to them because it 
doesn’t fit in their medical 
world. But for me, it (alter- 
native medicine) works 
dramatically,’’ he said. 

Beginning in 1983, 
Beecroft travelled over 
45,000 kilometers in three 
years by tricycle in an ef- 
fort to change the world’s 
attitudes about M.S. 

Unlike those who went 
on such quests before him 
— including Steve Fonyo, 
Terry Fox and Rick Han- 
son — Beecroft went alone. 
Despite a loss of balance 
and partial paralysis, as 
well as little fanfare and 
financial support, he com- 
pleted his ‘‘incredible 
journey” his cycle 
around the world — alone. 

Beecroft says he knows 
how to control his desease, 
and as he points out, he 
could not have rode around 
the world if he couldn’t 
control his M.S. 

As far as his ride across 
Ontario is concerned, 
Beecroft hopes that he will 
get through to the pro-

Jon Rallo, 33, the head of the 

family, had done pretty well for himself, working 
his way up in the municipal government fous 
responsible position as office aap SHEL 

engineering department.

was four years younger than her husband. The 

Rallos had two children, Jason, 7 and Stephanie, 5. 

Neighbours on Lantana Court liked the Rallos. 
They often socialized. So did Sandra’s parents. 
Like grand-parents everywhere, Doug and 
Margaret Pollington doted on their grandchildren 
and looked forward to the children’s periodic visits 
to their home in nearby Cambridge. 

Nothing is perfect. There were rumours that all 
was not smooth in the Rallo marriage. Jon had ac- 
cused Sandra of having an affair with another man. 
She, in turn, had her suspicions about her hus- 
band’s fidelity. They had gone through a rough 
period, but it was over. By 1976, their marriage ap- 
peared to be stable. Appearances can be deceiving. 

On the night of Monday, Aug. 16, a friend called 
at the Rallo home, saw the entire family and left at 
11 p.m. From that moment, no one other than their 
killer was to lay eyes on Sandra, Jason and 
Stephanie Rallo. 

Jon didn’t show up for work the next morning or 
the next. In fact, the first anyone was to hear of the 
fate of his family occurred when he called on his 
father-in-law, Doug Pollington, at 11:30 a.m. on 
Wednesday. Mr. Pollington was shocked at Jon’s 
appearance. He was wearing old clothes, needed 
a shave and acted in a nervous manner. 

Jon explained that Sandra had left him for 
another man. She had taken the children with her. 
He went on to say that it all happened while he was 
asleep in the basement. When he woke up Tuesday 
morning, his entire family was gone. In their place 
was an unsigned, typewritten note 

Doug Pollington was astounded as he read, “I’m 
writing this letter to say goodbye and ask you to try 
and understand what | am doing, Jon. I’ve met 

someone who I love very much. He's a rich lawyer 
from out West who I met while working last year. 
He can give us everything we would ever want.” 
on later told his mother-in-law that Sandra had 
left everything behind except her wallet. The 
Pollingtons were skeptical.

abruptness of Sandra’s decision to walk out of their 
lives, was not typical of their daughter. They con- 
sented to Jon’s request to contact a lawyer rather 
than the police. 
While they were telling their story to Hamilton 
lawyer Dennis Roy, another drama was being 
enacted on the shores of Jordan Harbor, not far 
from St. Catharines. Shawn Labonde, 14, and his 
brother were fishing when they came upon a duffel 
bag in the water. The boys opened the bag and then 
opened a green garbage bag they found finside. 
There, before their terrified eyes, was the nude 
body of a little girl. Unaware of the gruesome find, 
Doug Pollington informed Hamilton police that his 
daughter and her children were missing. Next day, 
the little girl in the garbage bag was identified as 
Stephanie Rallo. 
Sgt. Gary King of the Hamilton Police, together 
with William Towstiak of Toronto Forensic Sciences 
Centre, searched the Rallos’ west end Hamilton 
home. Towstiak, a veteran of 21 years of scientific 
sleuthing, found an abundance of incriminating evi- 
dence in the Rallo home. Blocking a doorway to a 
bedroom was a mattress stained with minute drops 
of blood. The broadloom which had covered the. 
master bedroom floor had been torn up and was 
nowhere to be found. 
Towstiak also found seven small drops of blood 
on the deep maroon drapes in the bedroom. Later, 
he would testify they were “consistent with blood 
splashed, with being thrown with some force.’ The 
blood proved to be the same type as that of Sandra 
Rallo. 
More blood was found on the walls leading to 
the basement. Traces of blood were found in water 
trapped in a floor drain. In a bedroom closet, the 
forensic detective discovered Jon Rallo’s 
bloodstained slippers. 

_Rallo was taken into custody and charged with 
first degree murder. Meanwhile, police actively 
searched for the bodies of the two missing 
members of his family. On Aug. 26, an OPP officer, 
scanning the Welland Canal from a helicopter, 
spotted a parcel floating in the water. 

i proved to be Sandra’s body, wrapped in garbage 

ags. 

Medical examination of her body indicated that 
Sandra had been beaten and strangled. Little Ste- 
phanie had been smothered to death, 

Jon Rallo stood trial for the murder of his wife 
and two children. Prosecution attorneys presented a

formidable case. They were able to trace the gar- 
bage bags used to dispose of the bodies back to the 
manufacturer and prove that they came from an 
open package of bags found in the Rallo home. A 
guard at a local garbage dump identified Rallo as 
the man who had disposed of several bags of 
garbage on Aug. 18. Broadloom removed from the 
Rallo home had been recovered from the dump. 

Rallo took the witness stand in his own defense. 
He admitted that he had had an affair with a col- 
league at City Hall, but steadfastly claimed that his 
wife had taken the children and left him for another 
man. He stated he had no idea how his wife and 
daughter ended up in garbage bags. He dismissed 
the condition of his home with a shrug, saying 
he had become so despondent when he read his 
wife's letter that he had dismantled the bed. The 
carpet had been ripped up because the dog had 
recently soiled it. The bl tains? Sandra had had 
a nosebleed. 

No one believed Jon Rallo, He was found guilty of 
three counts of first-degree murder and sentenced to 
three terms of life imprisonment with no possibility §

of parole for 25 years. 

Before being sentenced, Rallo addressed the 
,court, “What has kept my head above water these 
past 16 months is the fact I know I did not do it; 
but more importantly, Sandra knows I did not do it, 
Stephanie knows I didn’t do it and Jason, wherever 
he is, knows I didn’t.”” 

he search for Jason’s body appeared to be 

over when skeletal remains of a young boy 

found near Barrie were erroneously identified 
as Jason. Some time after the body was buried, it 
was discovered that the dead boy was Jaime 
Shearer, a youngster from Alberta who had disap- 
peared a year earlier. The boy’s mother was ques- 
tioned by OPP officers. She insisted her son was 
staying with friends in Toronto. Before she could be 
questioned a second time, she committed suicide. 
Jason Rallo’s body has never been found. 

Almost 13 years have passed since Sandra Rallo « 
and her two children were murdered in their com- 
fortable Lantana Court home in Hamilton. Jon Rallo 
has been !n prison for all of those years. He is 
presently in a medium security facility and will be 
eligible to apply for a judicial review after serving 
15 years.

Simulation tests

“This is Command. Can I 
get someone over here to 


check reference material 
for me? We need additional 
information on sulphuric 
acid,” said a distorted 
voice being broadcasted 
over a firefighter’s walkie- 
talkie. In the background, 
a chemical hazard awaited 
the crew putting on protec- 
tive suits to handle the 
situation. 

In the foreground, a task 
force trained to deal with 
hazardous chemical situa- 
tions gets ready to move in 
on a tanker spewing 
sulphuric acid. The situa- 
tion is more complicated 
with another truck that 
has dropped three drums of 
unknown chemicals at the 
same site. 

A firefighter shouted in- 
to his walkie-talkie, respon- 
ding to a question from 
command. ‘‘The third 
drum appears to have a

flammable liquid label on 
it,” he said after consulting 
a colleague manning a 
spotting scope. “We'll find 


out what it is when we 
move in.”” 

The chemical task force, 
however, knew exactly 
what would be found when 
they moved in — water, 
and lots of it. 

Belleville residents 
weren't in danger from this 
spill because it was only a 
mock disaster set up to 
complete a week-long 
course for the Belleville 
and six other area fire 
departments on how to 
deal with hazardous 
materials. 

Mock or not, the 
firefighters treated the test 
as if the safety of their 
community was on the line. 

“The big thing of this 
course is not to teach a par- 
ticular technique,’’ said 
Bob Clarke, Hastings and 
Prince Edward fire ad- 
visor. “It’s to teach them

Last week we talked about six factors that should be 
considered before you finalize on the species of tree you 
want. And probably the most important of these is size at 
maturity, in other words, the space it will occupy ten or 
20 years from now. Another factor that has a great deal 
to do with space is the basic shape of the tree, roughly 
divided as follows: 1. Weeping, 2. Spreading, 3. Rounded, 
4. Conical and 5. Columnar. All can vary in size, depen- 
ding on the species. For example: 

Weeping trees can be as short as six feet (Weeping Red 
Jade Crab) or as tall as 60 feet (Weeping Willow) but no 
matter the size, they should be planted so their branches 
will not brush a garden or a roof. 

The last thing you want is your home totally dominated 
by a tree so your home's basic architecture is important 
in your choice of shape. If yours is a one-story home, your 
best choices are speading (Russian Olive) or rounded (Red

year-old Leonard Boswell, 
the night clerk at the 
Journey’s End Motel at 
1454 Princess St., 
Kingston, was murdered 
by two male assailants. 

Boswell began his shift 
at 11 p.m. on May 27 and 
all appeared well even 
though the hotel was filled 
with guests who were in 
the city for Queen’s 
graduation exercises. At 
approximately 1 a.m., 
something caused Boswell 
to leave the front desk and 
proceed to the area of the 
ice machine on the main 
floor.

Based on Fred's worthless word, his friend 
purchased stock for the new business, Fred advised his 
partner that funds had been transferred to his account 
in the Standard Bank. On the strength of this fable, 
Fred extracted a quick loan of $60 from his gullible 
partner. 

Next day, his partner went to the Standard Bank and 
found out that Fred didn’t have an account there, In 
fact, they had never heard of him. Fred’s partner ran 
all the way to the police station. 

When Fred showed up that very night and heard of 
his partner’s anxiety, he had a hard time stifling a 
laugh. He explained it was all a mistake. The funds 
had been transferred to the National Bank, not the 
Standard. To prove that his intent was honorable, he 
would accompany his partner to the bank the following 
day and personally hand over the money. 

Fred's partner’ was doubtful. He told Fred that he 
had already been to the police and would be ‘bringing 
along a detective to the bank. Fred doubled up with 
laughter. On the inside, he shuddered. The jig was up. 

Bright and early next morning, the three men 
headed for the bank. Fred noted that they were a bit 
early. He excused himself as he had to meet his cousin 
Annie at the railway station. He told his companipns 
that he would be back in plenty of time for the bank

Fred dashed to the railway station. There was his 
Annie. It had all been planned. Rather than face the 
consequences of his swindle, they had agreed to a; 
suicide pact. Even without the financial difficulties, 
Annie thought that dying in Fred’s arms would be the 
ideal way to go. To alleviate anxiety, he would keep 
the method of death a secret from Annie. Fred was so 
very thoughtful. 

The two lovers walked hand in hand to the Cape of 
Good Hope Savings Bank Building, where Annie was 
employed in the accounting office of Mr. A. K, Wolfe. 
Annie was a trusted private secretary and had the 
keys to the office. She usually opened up before Mr. 
Wolfe arrived for work. > sah 

On the landing of the second floor, Fred said good 
morning ‘to painter John Ackerman. Mr. Ackerman 
Saw the pair enter Wolfe’s office. Then, all hell broke 
loose. Screams of “Murder, murder, murder’’ came 
from behind the closed door of Wolfe’s office. 
Ackerman and another man; Henry Thorpe, ran to the 
office and attempted to open the door. It was locked.

Inside, Fred stabbed the woman he loved over and 
over. When she tried to run, he Stabbed at her back. 
When she fell to the floor, he pounced on her and 
stabbed again. So much for the romanticized notions 
Annie had about a Suicide pact. Her screams stopped 
an pretty Annie Cox lay dead in a bloody heap on the 

oor. 


Fred opened the office door. Drenched in blood, he 
greeted Ackerman and Thorpe, “Yes, | did it and it 
I'd had time, I'd have finished off myself as well. I 
bought the knife five months ago.”” Then Fred excused 
himself to wash his hands. 

A crowd gathered. Fred wasn’t at all flustered as 
one might suspect. Instead, the curious were met by a 
man who was quite willing to explain his actions. He 
told various people that he had killed for love and with 
the full consent of his Annie. Now his only wish 
was to be dead. As he had not the time to do the job 
himself, he expressed the wish that he be hanged 
without delay. 

On May 19, 1924, Fred stood trial for the murder of 
his cousin. His lawyers realized that an insanity plea 
was the only route open to save their client/s life. Fred 
wouldn't hear of it. Besides, several doctors stated that 
Fred was sane and knew exactly what he was doing at 
all times. 

It took the South African jury only 20 minutes to find 
Fred guilty of murder. The verdict didn’t faze Fred. 
When asked if he had anything to say before sentence 
was passed, he spoke for the first time, advising the 
court that he find (aired his lawyer a statement which 

ike to have read. 
he statement was read in court. In it, 
Fred explained that he and Annie had 
agreed that if they were ever forced to 
separate, they would die together. They 
had overcome Annie’s father’s objections 
by seeing each other in secret, but could 
see no way that Fred could escape a jail 
sentence regarding his fraudulent business 
transactions. He also stated that Annie had sworn that 
if he was ever taken from her, she would kill herself. 
Since there was no way out, they had decided on a 
suicide pact. 

Once alone in Wolfe's office, he had asked Annie, 
“Are you afraid to go, little wifey?”’ She answered, 
“No, my darling. Are you?’’ Fred replied, ''No.’’ 

The only thing that went wrong was Fred's choice of 
murder weapon. He assumed that one quick thrust of 
the blade and Annie would slump into his arms. In 
reality, it had taken 20 wild swings of the knife to kill 
his true love. 

After the statement was read, there was some_ 
sympathy for Fred. It was obvious that after killing 
Annie he had lost his nerve and opened the office door. 

Fred was sentenced to death. At 6:30 a.m., on July 
1, 1924, South Africa did not lose its nerve. Fred Cox 
was hanged for the murder ee his cousin Annie.

While a recent extension 
of Wednesday night shopp- 
ing hours seems to sit well 
with merchants at the 
Quinte Mall, many mer- 
chants at the Belleville 
Plaza aren’t thrilled with 
the idea.

World coming to Trenton 


On September 10, the 
world will be coming to 
Trenton. 

A group of 14 youths 
between 17 and 20 from In- 
donesia and across Canada 
will be arriving to take part 
in the first half of the 
Canada World Youth 
Indonesia-Ontario _ex- 
change. 

Canada World Youth has 
been involved in the ex- 
change for 16 years and 
moves to different com- 
munities around Ontario 
every two years, said Chris 
DaSilva, one of the group 
leaders for the Trenton ex- 
change. This will be the 
first year the program has 


worked out of Trenton. 

Each of the seven Cana- 
dians involved will be 
paired off with an Indone- 
sian for their stay with a 
host family during their 
three months in Trenton. 
The same group will then 
travel to Sulawesi, In- 
donesia for another three 
month stay. The remainder 
of the eight month pro- 
gram will be taken up by 
orientation activities. 

Their time with the host 
families won’t be spent 
relaxing, however, assured 
DaSilva. 

Each pair will volunteer 
their time in a ‘‘work place- 
ment’’ which is probably 


“the most unique compo- 
nent of it (the exchange),”’ 
he said. “We give these 
kids experience by doing.” 

In the placements, the 
pairs volunteer their time 
with different services in 
the community. 

Unlike many other ex- 
change programs that take 
place in the region, par- 
ticipants in the Canada 
World Youth program 
have also given up their 
studies for eight months 
due to the work 
placements. 

“They're very motivated 
individuals,"’ he said,

Although the govern- 
ment has also proposed a 
tax rebate system, the 
rookie MP sees flaws in 
this as well. 

Vanclief refers to the 
proposal of a General Sales 
Tax Credit of $750 a year 
by 1991 for families of four 
making under $20,000 a 
year. A similar credit will 
be available to everyone 
based on income and the 
size of a family such as 
$275 for a single adult. He 
says, however, that this 
system is flawed because 
most rebates won't be put 
towards annual income to 
help offset the nine per 
cent increase — it will be 
spent on something “‘ex- 
tra.” 


“Then for the next 
twelve months, everything 
they buy will have an addi- 
tional nine per cent in 
price,” he said.

peace gravel lanes that 
wind through tall trees, 
one may consider Glen- 
wood Cemetery as the 
most picturesque in the 
area. Cemetery committee 
chairman Ross 
Cronkwright agrees. He is 
concerned, however, with 
falling grave markers that 
mar its beauty. 

Cronkwright says he 
would like to see repairs to 
the damaged tombstones 
but adds there are no funds 
available ‘“‘above and 
beyond the general upkeep 
of the cemetery.

“‘We want to start a cam- 
paign to raise money to put 
the stones in their proper 
positions,’’ he said of the 
approximately 100 tomb- 
stones that lie apart from 
their bases. The cemetery 
houses 10,600 grave sites 
in all. 


Most of the stones are 
damaged because they are 
old and have sunk into to 
the sloping ground Over 
time. He says many of the 
caskets have 
disintegrated, causing the 
tombstones to slump for. 
wards. He adds, however 
that some stones are vic. 
tims of vandals and also 
have to be replaced. 


According to 
Cronkwright, modern-day 
caskets are stronger and 
more durable so there wil] 
be less chance of damage to 
the grave markers in the 
future. 


Cronkwright says he is in 
the process of excepting 
tenders for repairs and 
adds that work will begin 
as soon as enough money is 
r 7 
The work involved will 
include levelling the base of 
the stone, drilling holes, 
adding dowels and mortar- 
ing the two surfaces.

Terry was that someone , 
The Lincoln Hall School for Boys is located in West- 
chester County, New York, about 55 miles from New 
York City. It is home to boys who are little more 
than truants, as well as those who are confirmed juvenile 


delinquents 

Dave's mother had gone through three divorces by 
the time her son was 14. He didn’t know a father. To 
him, they were just men who lived with his mother 
for a while. Left alone during the day while his mother 
worked, he pilfered from stores 

Finally, Dave, who sprouted to a lean six feet, proved 
to be too much to handle. He was turned over to juvenile 
authorities, who shipped him off to Lincoln, where strict 
liscipline and fresh country air was supposed to convert 
him into a law-abiding citizen 

Terry was one of a family of 13 children born into 
abject poverty in New York City. One by one, the 


children were taken away from their parents by social 
workers and placed in agencies. Terry was shunted from 
foster home to foster home until, at ithe age of 10, he was 
adopted by business executive Anthony Losicco

On occasion, Gary cho ped wood and did odd jobs for 
the folks who lived in the comfortable home down the 
road. He brought back stories to Terry. It seemed easy. 
The people in the house were so vulnerable — an old lad 
and her crippled husband. Terry knew he just had to rob 
that house. He looked over his companions for an accom- 
plice, someone he could trust. He talked to several boys 
outlining his plan to rob the house during the night. Some 
agreed. Others turned him down. No one squealed to offj- 


cials at the school.

Crime Flashback 


Eleanor Prouty lived with her invalid husband, Nor- 
mand, in the big house on Route 139, just across from 
Plum Brook Rd. At age 48, she had started working at the 
Reader's Digest, the most widely read magazine in the 
world, as editor of those bits of wit which appear at 
the end of most Digest articles. The job title sounds 
impressive, but in reality Eleanor was one of 12 staff 
members sifting through the three million entries sent 
each year to the Digest in quest of monetary rewards for 
jokes and anecdotes. 

Eleanor had been forced to obtain employment when 
her husband developed multiple sclerosis and was con- 
fined to a wheelchair. She advanced rapidly in what till 
then had been a man’s world. At age 63 she was at the 
top of the heap —Senior Editor. Two years of fulfilling 
her career dream ended all too quickly with compulsory 
retirement at age 65.

She 
pulled herself from Terry's grip and ran to a light 
switch, turning it on and off as she screamed desperately 
for assistance. Maybe, just maybe, some passing motorist 
would notice. No one did. Eleanor raced to the dining 
room and, after turning on more lights, picked up a cut 
glass vase and threw it at Terry. She missed. 

Terry caught up to Eleanor, who at 65 was no match 
for the trim 170 pound youth. He threw Eleanor to the 
floor and hit her over and over with the stick of firewood 
Then he kicked her. 

Dave Hollis entered the room and was ordered by 
Terry to turn out the lights. He did as he was told 
Terry then told him to search the rec’ room for money. 
Dave ransacked the room for nonexistent riches. There 
was some thought of stealing one of the cars parked in 
the driveway. Terry even had the car keys in his hands, 
but Dave pointed out that a car parked near Lincoln 
would be a sure giveaway. Terry dropped the keys on 
the driveway. 

Just as they had run the mile to the Prouty home, 
they now jogged back to Lincoln. The boys arrived 
at the institution at about 4 a.m. and sneaked inside. 
They had been gone around two hours. 

Next morning, Eleanor Prouty’s badly beaten body 
was found on the floor of her home. Normand, his 
face horribly smashed, survived the attack, but thereafter 
could only speak with great difficulty. 

The hunt was on for the intruders who had ended a 
life and disfigured a man already confined to a wheel- 
chair. Next day, at his cottage at Lincoln, Terry bragged 
about the killing to his friends. Dave told some of his 
buddies how Terry had attacked the old couple with a 
stick of firewood. They were impressed. 
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A week passed. In a few days Terry would be trans 
ferred to a group home in the Bronx. Members of 
Lincoln's staff took him to McDonald's for hamburg 
ers to celebrate the occasion. The great day arrived 
Terry was moved to Camillus House in the city 

After spending a month there, Terry and another boy 
Tan away. They spent their nights robbing houses in 
Queens and their days getting high on drugs in a park 
Terry had a plan. He would accumulate money and dope 
Then he would stow away on a ship and get out of the 
country. 

Meanwhile, unknown to Terry, the investigation into the 
murder of Eleanor Prouty had taken an unexpected turn 
Gary Bouknight, the boy who had chopped wood and run 
errands for Eleanor, had called police with the star 
tling revelation, “I know who killed the lady."" Gary 
told police that Terry had boasted to him exactly how 
the murder had taken place. The same night he was told 
of the murder, Gary had written everything down in his 
diary. He turned the diary over to police and even gave 
them a photograph of the killer 

ave Hollis was picked up without incident 
at Lincoln. He readily confessed. The 
other boys who were privy to guilty 
knowledge before and after the murder 
also told the police what they knew as 
soon as they were asked. Terry Losicco 
was traced to a friend’s home in New 

York City. He had just changed clothes and was about to 
make his way to the docks to catch that boat which would 
take him far away from his troubles. He too confessed 

I have often described the trials of notorious mur 
derers as being covered by the press of the world 
Such cannot be said of the Losiccu/Hollis trial. It was 
attended by few spectators. Only local reporters covered 
the proceedings. 

Terry was found guilty of murder in the second degree 
and sentenced to not less 4hat 25 years imprisonment. In 
addition, he was found guilty of assaulting Normand 
Prouty. For this crime, he was sentenced to not less 
that two and a half years imprisonment. In all, Terry 
was sentenced to a minimum of 27'2 years behind bars 

David Hollis was also found guilty of murder. He 
was sentenced to 20 years to life, with no possibility 
of parole until 20 years has been served

Lunar . 
eclipse | 
tomorrow 


Greek philosopher 
Aristotle used a lunar 
eclipse to prove the earth 
was sphere-shaped around 
350 B.C. Although today 
the earth is known to be 
round, area residents will 
get the chance to see how 
Aristotle discovered the 
world wasn't flat tomorrow 
night. 

Providing the night skies 
are clear, a total lunar 
eclipse will allow unaided 
eyes to see the curved edge 
of the earth’s shadow. 

The moon will begin to 
enter the dark core of the 
earth's shadow (the umbra) 
at 9:21 p.m. One hour later, 
it will be totally eclipsed 
until 11:57 p.m. when*it 
will begin to leave the 
shadow. 

The best way to view the 
eclipse is through a small 
pair of binoculars. These 
will give a magnified view 
of the moon and will make 
the colours stand out.

Authority is unique 


“Unique — a unit all to 
itself,” said Terry Murphy, 
manager of the Prince Ed- 
ward Regional Con- 
servation Authority. And 
this description covers 
both the boundaries of the 
authority and what it’s try- 
ing to accomplish. 

While most conservation 
authorities are confined to 
the boundaries of a water- 
shed (the land drained by a 
river and its tributaries), 
PERCA’s 1010 square 
kilometers correspond to 
the political boundaries of 
Prince Edward County. 

“We're basically an 
island,” he said. 

Murphy stresses, 
however, that PERCA’s 
unique boundaries makes 
their job much easier. 

“We're only dealing with 
one county, one county 
planning process,” he said, 
describing the 
bureaucratic red tape 


This is the first in a 
series on local Con- 
servation Authorities 


many other authorities 
must deal with. This red 
tape, he explains, is due to 
having to deal with 
numerous governments 
because watersheds aren't 
necessarily confined to 
political boundaries. 

Like its boundaries, 
PERCA’s reason for con- 
structing dams in its 
jurisdiction is also unique. 

“Where other authorities 
are building dams to pre- 
vent flooding, we're 
building dams to store 
water,” he said, adding 
that water conditions in 
the county are “probably 
the worst in Ontario.” 

Even PERCA's logo 
shows the conditions with 


a drop of water into an 
empty glass to show their 
“conserving” role in water 
management. 

“The county is plagued 
with low summer flows: the 
combination of low rainfall 
and high evaporation is 
probably the worst in On- 
tario even though it is sur- 
rounded by water. The 
glass illustrates the very 
fragile conditions which ex- 
ist,” explains a brochure 
on the subject. 

But ironically in light of 
these ‘‘fragile’’ water con- 
diitons, PERCA is respon- 
sible for one of the longest 
shorelines of any con- 
servation authority in On- 
tario. Right now, they're in 
the midst of mapping and 
describing every foot of it. 

Up until now, every 
potential developer would 
have to contact PERCA to 
find out any requirements

: All along Finance Minister Michael Wilson has 
assured Canadians that the new tax would be 
‘revenue neutral’, that is, it would not be designed 
to collect more money than the old manufacturers 
tax. It would simply replace what everyone 
recognizes as an inequitable tax with a fair one. — 

So, when the details of the new tax was unveiled, 
it was revealed that the new tax would raise billions 
of dollars more than the old one. : 

So which is it now — revenue neutral or a massive 
grab for more taxpayer dollars? : 
~ Pushed on that point, Wilson has continued to 
assure us that the tax will be revenue neutral, that 
the extra billions raised by the tax will be paid back 
in rebates to the country’s poorest residents. But, 
one of his arguments for the tax is a new one — it 
will assist in deficit reduction. But how can it assist 
in deficit reduction if it is revenue neutral? 

The answer, of course, is plain. The new tax isn’t 
revenue neutral. It will raise billions of new dollars 
for the government. And will the government spend 
these new billions any more wisely than it spent the 
others? Somehow we doubt it. 

Then along comes another new lie — or, if you 
prefer less plain talk, another obfuscation. What 
government could resist raising the tax level on a 
cash cow like the new sales tax? Will the govern- 
ment resist that temptation even for the few years 
left in its mandate? 

The answer is far from clear.

Jobs have been almost 
guaranteed for graduates 
by the demand for pilots in 
the northern regions of On- 
tario, Maracle says.

n 1930, Dutch artist Hans van Meegeren discov 
ered that his natural siyle closely resembled that 
of the old master, Jan Vermeer. He didn't copy 
existing Vermeers, but painted new works and 
passed them off as authentic Vermeers. 

Only about 45 Vermeers are known to exist 
‘ed Every so often, one is discovered and authentic- 
ated. 

Van Meegeren went about his deception with business- 
like attention to detail. He purchased old canvasses 
Fontes during the 17th century, when Vermeer produced 

is works. By removing the paint, van Meegeren obtained 
authentic blank canvasses. 

After four years of experimentation and study, van 
Meegeren painted what was to pass as a genuine Ver- 
meer. He lugged “Christ at Emmaus” off to Amsterdam. 
where he told an art dealer that he had purchased it in 
France with a group of other paintings. Ti~ dealer's eyes, 
bulged. A genuine Vermeer had been discovered. The 
ay was hailed as a great find and exhibited all over 
Holland. Van Meegeren received $250,000 for his phony as 
compared to the $250 he was being paid for work attribu- 
ted to him. 

When the German army invaded Holland, well-known 
art connoisseur Hermann Goering bought a phony Ver- 
meer for $600,000. Others gobbled up the fakes. Van Mee- 
geren became a millionaire, lived in a fine house and 
owned several businesses. 

When the Germans were driven out of Holland, a com- 
mission was found to return works of art to their rightful 
owners. A Vermeer was traced to van Meegeren. No one 
questioned the authenticity of the painting, but our hero 
was suspected of collaborating with the hated Nazis. He 
was lodged in jail. 

After spending one night in jail, van Meegeren knew the 
only way he would get out of his predicament was to 
confess all. 

The art world of Europe was embarrassed. So good 
were Van Meegeren’s paintings that the Dutch govern- 
ment appointed a panel of experts to study them. The 
commission agreed that it was van Meegeren who had 
painted the masters. In so doing, he had hoodwinked the 
art experts of the world and the Germans as well. 

Hans van Meegeren received a great deal of public 
sympathy. He was sentenced to one-year imprisonment 
for forging Vermeer’s signature. He died three months 
after his trial.

How Quinte Weekly News arrives at 31,000 homes each week

With this issue, Quinte Weekly News 

moves into its fourth year of publication. 

For three years, we have been coming in- 

to your house with news stories, features, 
notographs and advertising. 

Have you ever wondered how a 
newspaper goes together, what the pro- 
cess is that results in the newspaper you 
are holding in your hands? Keep reading. 
We'll tell you how Quinte Weekly News 
comes to your doorstep. 

Above all, a newspaper is a team effort 
on the part of editorial, advertising, pro- 
duction and circulation departments, not 
to mention accounting where you find out 
if all the work put anything in the till. 

In addition, every newspaper has its 
own rhythm — and the beat depends 
upon the frequency of publication. We are 
a weekly newspaper, so we dance to a 
weekly beat. The pace seems to accelerate 
all week long, coming to a crescendo on 
Friday afternoons when we reach our 
final advertising deadline and determine 
the number of pages for the week. Mon- 
day morning is always a little crazy as we 
finish up in time for a noon print deadline 
— and then we start all over again for the 
next week. 

Monday afternoon is meeting day. 
First, the advertising salespeople — Jay 
Gadd, Linda Lowry, Christine Richard- 
son, Mary Sudds and Phyllis Willman — 
meet to discuss upcoming sales events, to 
help each other with ‘spec’ ad layouts for 
various clients and to take part in sales 
training seminars. At this meeting, I 
wear the hat of sales manager. 

On their shoulders lays the financial 
burden of Quinte Weekly News. People 
frequently ask how we can afford to 
publish a free newspaper (approximately 
500 of the over $1,000 copies are sold on 
the newsstand or through subscriptions). 
The answer: the advertisers found in the 
pages of Quinte Weekly News pay for it. 

If the salespeople don’t sell enough adver- 
tising, we don’t make money. It’s as sim- 
ple as that. 

During the week, each sales rep calls on 
a list of accounts. They are more than 
sales people. They are marketing people. 
Their job is not really to sell ads but to 
sell the products and services of their 
clients. If they have a drapery account, 
then their job is to help the store owner to 
sell more drapes. They have to know not 
only the newspaper business and how to 
make a successful ad, but also something 
about each of their client’s businesses and 
the Quinte market. 

Monday afternoon is also time for the 
editorial meeting. There, story ideas are 
discussed and the decisions are made of 
what stories to cover for the week. 

The editorial department consists of 
myself as editor, Jeff McIntosh (reporter, 
photographer, darkroom technician and, 
in effect, photo editor) and Gavin Flet- 
cher, a Loyalist College student who 
works as a reporter and photographer. 

Our goal is not to cover provincial, na- 
tional or international news. You can get 
that every day from the radio, television 
or daily newspapers. Instead, we try to 
cover local news and features. We're 
always on the lookout for interesting peo- 
ple with a story to tell, events that the 

newspaper may have covered but 
that we want to dig into deeper. 

Where do we get the ideas for stories, 
People often ask. Often, we get ideas from 
other newspapers. National stories in dai- 
ly newspapers can suggest, for example, @ 

story on the same issue. Other 
ideas come from callers, who phone us 
with information about news events or 
Suggestions for stories. We appreciate 
those calls, though we can’t always follow 
Up On every one. 

_Ads and editorial move into the produc- 
tion department where the newspaper 
starts to come to life. Production people 
— typesetters, process camera operators, 
layout techs — take the ideas, whether 
for an advertisement or for a photo 
layout, and turn them into reality. 

Nancy Orr, who has worked with 
Quinte Weekly News since the first day, 
is production manager. Her staff includes 
Debbie Schriver, Tracie Watson (who also 
freelances as a photographer) and David 


Morris (who is also our editorial car- 
toonist). 

The next stage in the process of the 
newspaper is printing. Monday noon, the 
pasted up newspaper is taken down to 
Cobourg where it is printed on a six unit 
Goss Community Web Press. This is 
where the ink is finally put to paper. 

Printing is based on the principle that 
oil and water repell each other. All you 
have to do is balance a water film on the 
plate against the oil based ink and — 
presto! — you have a newspaper. Sounds 
simple, doesn't it? Like most things in 
life, though, it isn’t. Getting the balance 
right is a tricky task even for an ex- 
perienced printer, and the first copies off 
the press always look like a dog’s dinner. 
But they get thrown away. In most cases, 
you only see the good copies. 

Ironically, newspapers are the only 
business on earth to rely entirely on 12 





year olds to distribute their product. But 
we'll take off our Quinte Weekly News 
ball caps in a salute to our carriers for the 
job they do each week. These are the folks 
who bring our priceless prose and 
breathless advertising sales to your 
doorstep. Without them, no one would 
ever read Quinte Weekly News. 

Audrey Francescone is our circulation 
manager. She oversees carriers, some 
children and some adult, for almost 200 
routes in Belleville, Trenton, Picton, 
Bloomfield, Wellington and Consecon. 
She mothers the carriers, calling them 
‘dear’ on the telephone and taking a per- 
sonal interest in each one. She 2's0 does 
regular route checks to make su + 
newspaper is in fact delivered 
responsible for getting out our 5,700 mai!

hand — the story doesn’t stop here. We 
still have to bill our adver s and pay 
our own bills in turn. That’s Margaret 
Soulsby’s job as bookkeeper. And this 
past month, she has been proving that 
you can teach an old dog new tricks 
(sorry, Margaret) — she has been learning 
how to put the newspaper's accounting 
system on computer. 

And last, but by no means least, is Lin- 
da Ashton. As our receptionist and 
classified person, she is probably your 
first contact with the newspaper. When 
you call and someone says “hello, Quinte 
Weekly News,” more than likely that so- 
meone is Linda.

Authority vetoes floodplain

The Moira River Con 


servation Authority has 
come a long way since it 
was established in 1947 to 
fight problems relating to 
floods, droughts, erosion 
and water quality 

Now, more than 40 years 
later, the Moira authority 
still deals with those same 
problems, but along the 
way, they've added to their 
responsibilites of pro- 
moting the wise use of 
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renewable 
resources 
“We are able to promote 
local landbases for outdoor 
recreation and education,” 
says Dave King, general 
manager of the MRCA 
King points to the recrea- 
tional and educational 
dimension of the con- 
servation authority as an 
example of what the 
MRCA offers the public. 
By turning 6,000 of the 
22,000 acres of authority-

owned land into con- 
servation areas and parks, 
the authority has been able 
to develop recreational and 
educational programs to 
inform the public about the 
work they do. 

“What we've tried to 
do,” King says, “‘is develop 
property in a way that 
won't hurt natural features 
of the land and insure that 
our developments don’t im- 
pact with the natural en- 
vironment.”” 

Floodplain 

Unfortunately for the 
MRCA, King says, not 
everyone knows what the 
conservation authority 
tries to do, despite the 
education programs, King 
points to the biggest thorn 
in the MRCA’s side — a 
regulation that prohibits 
development in what he 
calls a floodplain. He 
describes the floodplain as 
an area susceptible to 

flooding during a major 
storm 

It's not the regulation 
that bothers King, it is the 
lack of respect the authori- 
ty receives when it tries to 
enforce the regulation.

_~ License boaters 
urges MPP 


If you own a motor boat and if Bill McLean, 
MPP for Simcoe East, gets his way, you may 
need a licence to drive it next boating season. 

A bill being put forward by Mclean would re- 
quire the licensing of anybody driving a boat 
with greater than 25 horsepower. McLean 
bases the need for the bill on the number of ac- 
cidents occuring in Ontario waterways. 


“Already 26 people have 
died,” McLean said, “the 
latest being an 18 year-old 
man who was run over in 
the water.’’ A total of 288 
accidents have reported in 
the last five years, and ac- 
cording to McLean, that’s 
just the tip of the iceberg. 

Over “60 per cent of ac- 
cidents nobody knows 
about,” he said, adding 
that only fatal accidents 
have to be reported. 

“Boaters must be more 
responsible for their ac- 
tions,” said McLean in a 
phone interview. 

McLean also an avid 
boater, says the bill is real- 
ly for the boater’s own pro- 
tection as boating traffic 
increases. According to 
McLean, boating traffic 
has “increased 10 fold in 
the last five years.” 

“Its time has come,” 
said McLean who hopes to 
speed the bill through and

**People don’t 
understand why we won’t 
let them develop where 
they want to,”’ King says, 
explaining that people like 
to build houses close to 
water, prime floodplain 
land. He adds that a house 
in a floodplain could 
receive serious damage 
from flooding in the event 
of a serious storm, which 
could also threaten the 
lives of its inhabitants. 

“There are parts of our 
program that people love, 
but there are parts that 
people hate,’’ King says. 

The MRCA spends 
millions each year building 
dikes, dams and reservoirs 
to protect buildings con- 
structed within floodplains 
before the floodplain 
regulation was established 
in 1960, King says. 

Projects 

For instance a project 
due for completion this 
year is the construction of 
an ice management dam on 
the Moira River. The dam 
is the third on the river (a 
fourth may be under con-

from here,” McLean said. 
The bill is scheduled for se- 
cond reading in the upcom- 
ing session of the 
Legislature. McLean is 
counting on the co- 
operation of all parties to 
get the bill through as fast 
as possible. 

McLean, who has been 
working on the bill for over 
a year now in conjunction 
with the OPP, says he 
knows “it needs some 
amendments,”’ but at least 
the bill is being seriously 
considered.

Proposed licencing called ‘long overdue’

“T think it’s long over- 
due,”’ says Peter Morch of 
Morch Marine of a new bill 
being put forward in the 
Ontario legislature this fall 
that would require 
operators of motor boats 
over 25 horsepower to be 
licensed. 


It will ‘force everyone to 
have some minor qualifica- 
tions and be educated in 
basic boating etiquette ... 
because a lot of people 
don’t have any clue,” 
Morch said. ‘It’s good for 
everybody and will ensure 
some basic guarantees of 
safety,” he added. 

But Stu Meeks, owner of 
LaSalle Rescue, doesn’t 


agree. 

“Charge the ones that 
are abusing the law and 
leave everyone else to hell 
alone,” said Meeks. 

“The water is the last 
free place we have in our

entire society,” said Meeks 
who is strongly against the 
bill.

tion not licencing, says 
Meeks, who says the major 
percentage of accidents 
happen in smaller boats 
and are due to lack of safe- 
ty measures.

Make refundable deposits 
mandatory in Ontario 


The Association of Municipalities of Ontario 
(AMO) last week supported a motion by Belleville 
Alderman Jean Smith to petition the provincial 
government to enforce refundable deposits on all 
beverage containers sold in Ontario. 

Although that idea won’t find much support from 
beverage manufacturers, it’s an idea that deserves 
support. 

Close to a dozen years ago, the state of Michigan 
passed such legislation despite the protests of bot- 
tlers and can manufacturers, who warned that the 
deposit would make beverages prohibitively expen- 
sive in the state and would limit consumer choice. 

A dozen years later, a glance at store shelves in- 
dicates the manufacturers were wrong. And a glance 
at roadsides around the state indicates the 
lawmakers were right. You don’t see many cans or 
bottles littering the ditches, unlike in Ontario. And 
the cans and bottles you do see are picked up almost 
immediately by enterprising scavengers who know 
that a nickel or dime deposit starts to add up toa lit- 
tle spending money. 

Ontario could use similar legislation.

Real work starts 
after historic dig

“Belleville’s early 
history” has been un- 
covered in a ‘‘precedent- 


setting” archeological dig 
in the cemetery next to St. 
Thomas’ Church, says ar- 
cheologist Heather 
McKillop. 

McKillop, a member of 
Northeastern Ar- 
cheological Associates bas- 
ed in Port Hope, says the 
dig is the largest ar- 
cheological excavation of a 
pioneer cemetery in North 
America. The dig was 
originally expected to find 
only 60 to 80 bodies but the 
count has risen to 573 and 
could have gone higher.

“This is where Olympic dreams 
get started,” said Burle Summers, 
who hosted the Canadian Pony 
Club Rally for young riders on 
Saturday. 

Ninety-six riders from ages of 10 
to 15 competed in the three phases 
of competition — dressage, cross- 
country and stadium jumping. 

The first phase, dressage, involv- 
ed the horse and rider going 
through a set program of 
manoeuvers. After a short rest, the 
pair set off on a cross-country 
course that covered 65 acres and 39 
jumps. Summers said an average 
rider can complete the course in 
four to six minutes and will reach 

speeds of 300 meters per minute. 

- Following that, the pair complete a 
stadium jumping course, with tight- 
ly grouped jumps. 

Riders have come from across On- 
tario to compete and make new 
friends, says Summers. The club en- 
courages friendly competition, but 

stresses responsibility and 

discipline. Safety skills play an im- 

portant part says Summers, who 

makes sure the rules are enforced 

- for everyone’s safety, not just the 
riders’. 

Last year there were only 54 
riders, says Summers, and he hopes 
next year it will get even bigger 
than this year’s 96. The competition 
runs on a two-year cycle and moves 
throughout Ontario with each host 
holding the event once each year. 
Summers added the rally is to 
foster good horsemanship, healthy 
competition, and to instruct and 
educate young riders. 

Each rider has at least two other 
people to help him or her with 
grooming, equipment and care of 
the horse, says Summers. There are 
also over 50 volunteers who help 
with a multitude of jobs ranging 
from jump judges to canteen help 
that make the event a success. It’s 
“the bringing together of young 
people’’ to leern and enjoy 
themselves that really makes it 
work says Summers.

Two students will return 
to school this fall a little 
richer in experience after 
taking part in a summer 
work program at the 
Hastings County Museum. 

Susan White took advan- 
tage of a 100 per cent 
federal grant from 
Challenge ‘89 so she could 
pick up research skills that 
she hopes will propel her in- 
to a journalism career. 
Meanwhile Annette Em- 
bury was hired by the 
museum for eight weeks 
through a provincial grant 
from the Ministry of 
Culture and Communica- 
tions that paid 75 per cent 
of her salary for six weeks. 
Embury hopes the ‘‘people 
skills” she learned this 
summer will help her reach 
her goal of teaching. 

School Kits 

White, who took the job 
after a worker left the posi- 
tion for a job with the 
Board of Education two 
months ago, has been busy 
expanding background in- 
formation for educational 
kits sent out by the 
museum to area schools. 

The kits, explains 
museum curator Jennifer 
Gillmor, are made up of ar- 
tifacts and a background 
information sheet designed 
to educate children from 
kindergarden to Grade 3 
about the past. The pro- 
blem, Gillmor added, is 
that the 15 kits don’t in- 
clude enough background 
information for the 
teachers to properly teach 
the concepts of the kit.

“*Without any 
background information 
the teachers were just 
working with the artifacts. 
The teachers didn’t really 
know what to do with the 
kits,”’ she said. 

Giving the teachers more 
to work with will “extend 
the concept of the artifacts 
to how they represent the 
people they were made for 
and how the people used 
them,” she noted. 

Research 

The hours of arduous 
research by White have 
paid off, although the full 
effect of her work won't be 
realized until the kits are 
circulated this coming 
school year. White knows 
she’s worked long and lone- 
ly hours, leafing through 
books at the library while 
researching for the kits. 
She sighs, thinking about 
that, but points to one of 
the kits. 

‘This was the 
background information,” 
she said, touching a piece 
of paper that lay across the 
artefacts. From 
underneath a layer of foam 
she pulled out a thick, 
heavy binder. “This is the 
background information 
now,” she said. 

Learn speaking 

Embury says she wanted 
her job at the museum so 
she could improve at 
speaking in front of people, 
a skill she says will be im- 
portant if she wants to 
fulfill her goal as a teacher. 

But Embury did more 
than talking to and 
meeting new people while

co-ordinating the 
Museum’s Tea Room, ac- 
ting as a museum hostess 
or giving house tours.

Embury created a 
voucher brochure that she 
sent to senior citizens 
homes in the area.

Instead a 
man’s voice responded to her knock, “She's gone out 
for a while. I'm waiting for her to return.” 

Mrs. Isnor left and didn’t give the matter another 
thought, until later, when the events of that day 
became important. She remembered that a few 
minutes after she had knocked, she had heard someone 
walk down the hall and then heard water running in 
the bathroom. 

That evening, Mrs. Isnor knocked on Ethel’s door 
again. No one answered. Using her passkey, she 

opened the door and peered inside. Nothing seemed to 
be out of order. For three days, Mrs. Isnor didn’t see 
Ethel, which was not as unusual as it sounds. Ethel, as 
well as other boarders, often used a side door to come 
and go. In this way, they were not seen by fellow 
roomers or their landlady. 


On day number three, Mrs. Isnor detected a strong 
odor emanating from Ethel’s room.

The marriage had lasted only a-short 
while. Ethel’s ex-husband was located 
and proved without a doubt that he had 
not seen her for the past three years. 

Love letters and address books found in the victim's 
room were checked out. One by one, the men who 
corresponded with Ethel were eliminated as suspects. 
All except one. Bert Parrish was a tall, handsome 
young man who lived in Chicago. He wrote of his 
undying love for Ethel and begged her to come to 
Chicago to visit him. Individuals who had seen Ethel 
with a young man on the day she was murdered were 
shown Bert’s photograph.

Our chartered boat for the day was an older wooden 32 
ft. Chris Craft of questionable sea worthiness. Four an- 
cien level wind Penn reels were partially spooled with 
multi-coloured 100 pound mono line and mounted on 4 ft. 
fibreglass rods. 

The crew were three native Mexicans, one to bait the 
lures, one to steer the craft and another to serve Coke (of 
the cola variety) and Corona, Mexico's equivalent to Blue. 

Two dead 10-inch baitfish were flatlined from the back 
of the rustic craft while another two lines were set in 
release clips that appeared to be made from large old 
wooden clothes pins and strung off outriggers.

After numberous runs and acrobatic display the 
beautiful specimen was brought beside the boat where 
one of the mates held it by wrapping a cloth around its 
bill with a good grip. 

The captain, in the mentime, tried to give us the hard- 
sell on getting the fish mounted, threaten to release the 
fish, which was fine with us as pictures were all we 
wanted to return home with. 

The fish was finally clubbed and strung accross the 
stern of the boat and later displayed at the launch in town 
to other tourists. 

Our catch, of course, was his advertising and marketing 
tool to drum up more business—and it worked. While we 
proudly took pictures of our catch, back on shore the boat 
owner had his pen out to book more business. 

Even though sailfish are truly an awesome and fine fin- 
ned and fighting creature, my angling preference is right 
here on Canadian waters where I believe we have the best 
sport fishing in the world on our doorstep.

This December hunters 
in Prince Edward County 
will attempt to do what 
Mother Nature has failed 
to do for the past seven 
winters control the 
county's deer population. 

For farmers, apple 
growers and motorists who 
have been afflicted by 
high deer population, thi 
aren't many options 
available. Karen Bellamy, 
a wildlife management of- 
ficer with the Ministry of 
Natural Resources says 
that a controlled deer hunt 
is the “‘best way to solve 
the (deer population) pro- 
blem. It’s the only feasible 


way. 

Other than that, she 
says, farmers could pray 
for a cold, snowy winter so 
deer starve to death. 

According to Bellamy, 
mild winters and little 
snowfall in the last seven 
or eight years have made it 
possible for more deer to 
stay alive and find food. 
Now that the population of 
deer is too high to feed off 
county forests, they are go- 
ing elsewhere for their 
meals — apple orchards 
and farmer'’s fields. 

Bellamy says orchard 
growers approached the 
MNR early this spring ask- 
ing if they could be issued 
special kill permits to keep 
deer from eating and kill- 
ing their trees. The kill per- 
mit would allow them to 
shoot any nuisance animal 
in their orchards at any 
time. But while ground 
hogs are considered a 
nuisance animal, Bellamy 
notes deer are not. 

Kill permits are illegal 
and ‘‘they don’t work,” she 
explains, pointing to 
“stories where farmers 
have killed dozens of deer 
and they still come in.”’ 

Consequently, kill per- 
mits were not granted. 

Bellamy says some coun- 
ty farmers have been try- 
ing “remedies” such as ty- 
ing soap or human hair 
around trees in their or- 
chards to deter the deer, 
but with the population so 
high, nothing worked. 

Controlled hunt 

Over a series of meetings 
with Prince Edward Coun- 
cil, the MNR worked out a 
controlled hunt plan with 
the hunt due to take place 
during the weekdays of the 
first or second week of 
December and lasting for 
three days. Originally the 
MNR wanted to have two 
three-day hunts, but 
agreed a single three-day 
hunt to please a con- 
servative and apprehensive 
council, Bellamy explained. 

“If the hunt was earlier 
in the year then there 
would be damage to their 
(the farmer’s) crops’ by 
the hunters, she said. By 
limiting the hunt to 
weekdays, Bellamy says 
“it’s going to be very much 
a local hunt.” 

In addition to a hunting 
licence, hunters wanting to 
take part in the controlled 
hunt will also need one of 
300 special county permits 

issued through a random 
draw process much like a 
lottery. Landowners with 
more than 50 acres of land 
and valid hunting permits 
will be able to obtain two 
special county permits — 
one for the landowner and 
another for a family 
member — without taking 
part in the draw. These per- 
mits will remain separate 
from the 300 random draw 


county permits. 

Bellamy stresses that 
because the hunt will take 
place on private land it is 
imperative that hunters 
get the landowner's per- 
mission to hunt or they will 
be trespassing. 

“People must have per- 
mission to hunt on private 
property. The licence itself 
does not give the hunter 
permission to hunt on 
Private property,”’ she 
says. 

And unlike ‘traditional
